Newton Centre Residents 

Divided On New Filling Station 

Large Number Attend Hearing On Petition For Station At 
Willow and Centre Streets 


A strong division of opinions was 
manifested by a large number of New- 
ton Centre residents who came to 
City Hall on Monday night to attend 
a public bearing held before the Board 
of Aldermen on the petition of Louis 
Volpe and Joseph A. Allison who seek 
a permit to erect a gasoline filling 
station at 1148 Centre street, corner 
of Willow street. Newton Centre. 
Volpo owns a parcel of lan don Willow 
street on which is his dwelling house, 
and Allison owns the property at the 
Volpe owns a parcel of land on Willow 
streets. When the city was zoned in 
1922, these two small parcels of land 
were placed in a business zone be- 
cause they abutted adjoining city 
owned property on which was located 
the building which housed Engine 3, 
Fire Alarm. Headquarters and the 
barn of the Street Department. When 
the new Street Department building 
was erected at Cook street. Newton 
Highlands, the barn on Willow street 
was demolished. Last year the new 
structure housing the modernized Are 
alarm system was erected on Centre 
street, just south of Willow street. 
Several months ago, when it became 
rumored that an effort would be made 
to obtain a permit for a gasoline filling 
station on the Volpe and Allison prop- 
erties, Chief Randlett of the Fire De 
partment petitioned the Board of Al- 
dermen to change these two properties 
from business to private residence 
zone. When the hearing was held on 
this petition a considerable number 
of Newton Centre residents appeared 
to favor and oppose it. Subsequently, 
the Board of Aldermen voted to refuse 
the petition. 

At the hearing on Monday night 
James P. Gallagher appeared as at- 
torney for the petitioners. He re- 
marked that as the Aldermen had 
heard detailed descriptions of the 
two pieces of property at the hearing 
held a few months ago, he would not 
encroach upon their time by repeating 
the description. He contended that 
since the Board had turned down the 
petition asking for a change of zon- 
ing on the properties, it proved that in 
the opinion of the Aldermen, this 
land was properly zoned. It adjoins 
what Mr. Gallagher terms a business 
property conducted by the City of 
Newton (the Fire Department), In 
connection with which a gasoline tank 
and pump are located on the city 
property. 

Mr. Gallagher argued that the mat 
ter boils down to tills question: "Is 
the use of the property for a gasoline 
filling station objectionable?” He 
said that he would show by the dis 
position of the community that no 
extended argument is necessary to 
prove that such a use is not ob- 
jectionable. He reminded the Aider- 
men that an alternative use of the 
property in question would be t)o 
erect a business block on it, and 
that a filling station would he prefer* 
n hie to such a store building. He

presented as the first speaker In 
favor of the petition Mrs. Margaret 
L. Speare of Bishopsgate road. 

Mrs. Speare stated that she had 
been asked why she had signed the 
Volpe petition In favor of the filling 
station permit, when she had opposed 
similar petitions in the past? Her 
answer was: "Because she desires to 
see justice accorded to the petition- 
ers.” Mrs. Speare said that Volpe’s 
property is in a business zone and 
that a filling station will be prefer- 
able to stores. The opponents of the 
petition believe thut the property will 
remain as it is. But Mr. Volpe can’t 
continue to use it as a residence be- 
cause of changed conditions. She con- 
tended that the City of Newton can 
spend money to better advantages for 
other purposes in Newton Centre than 
to purchase the Volpe and Allison 
properties. 

The second proponent of the peti- 
tion presented by Mr. Gallagher was 
A. Leslie Harwood, Jr., of 945 Beacon 
street. He stated that the petition 
represents the sensible solution for 
the development of the corner of 
Centre and Willow streets. Although 
Mr. Volpe bought his property for a 
home, the opportunity lias come for 
him to dispose of it to advantage and 
lie cannot be blamed for taking ad- 
vantage of such an opportunity. Mr. 
Harwood said that he would be glad 
to sell his home on Beacon street if 
he could do so to advantage, and he 
termed the arguments of those who 
oppose the petition as vague and 
imaginary. 

George W. Pratt of Chestnut ter- 
race, a former President of the Board 
of Aldermen, was the next proponent 
introduced by Mr. Gallagher. Mr. 
Pratt also opined that a filling station 
would be far preferable to a block of 
stores on the corner of Centre and 
Willow streets. He called attention 
to the promise made by the petitioners 
that -they will give a strip of land to 
widen the corner if the petition is 
granted. He suggested that it would 
he a happy solution if someone would 
buy the properties in question and 
present them to the city. He stated 
that if he were a member of the 
Finance Committee of the Aldermen, 
he would vote to give the citizens of 
Newton Centre time to ascertain if 
a substantial sum can he raised to 
help buy the property, with the city 
furnishing the balunce of the pur- 
chase price. Mr. Gallagher then pre- 
sented a petition signed by 138 New- 
ton Centre residents who favor a per- 
mit being granted for a filling station 
on the site. 

The first speaker against the Volpe- 
Allison petition was Charles W. Bond 
of 112 Gibbs street, who stated he 
ilso is a member of the First Church 
r ip reminded the Aldermen of Chief 
Randlett’s opposition to the proposed 
ailing station, which resulted in the 
former hearing to have this property 
re-zoned. lie asserted that at that 
hearing Mr. Gallagher appeared as

With a display of model airplanes, 
kite balloons, pylons, airport and a 
tower with revolving beacons, 
Troops 9 and 10, Wuhan, were award- 
ed first place for their display at the 
Boy Scout Exposition of Norumbega 
Council, Inc., B. S. A., held at the 
West Newton Armory last week-end.

Work On New Ccurt 
House Progresses 

Two-Story Building To Cost Over 

$115,000 


Work is proceeding steadily on the 
construction of the new district court 
building at West Newton. The build- 
ing will cost $116. 694. It will be two 
stories in height. 70 feet wide and 82 
feet deep. Its exterior will he of 
brick and cast stone. It is to be of 
fireproof construction and Georgian 
type architecture. John W. Duff. Inc., 
of Boston, are the contractors. The 
head of this firm is John W. Duff of 
Albemarle road, West Newton. 

On the first floor of the new build- 
ing will he a large lobby, rooms for 
the public, attorneys, presiding justice 
and associate justices, court officers, 
a conference room, clerk’s office and 
a large court room. Also a large vault 
for storage of records. The second 
floor will contain a second session 
court room, juvenile court room, con- 
ference room*, justices’ rooms and 
women’s room. The basement will 
contain rooms for the probation of- 
ficers, court officers’ room, detention 
rooms for men and women prisoners, 
matron’s room and storage space for 
records. The boiler room will contain 
two boilers and an oil burner. A cov- 
ered corridor will connect the court 
house with the new police headquar- 
ters building. It is expected that the 
building will be ready in about eight 
months.

An investigation has been under 
way the past few days to ascertain 
the number of Newton men employed 
on the new buildings being erected for 
the City of Newton. Because of com- 
plaints made that more non-residents 
than Newton men are being employed 
on these jobs. Mayor Weeks ordered 
a census to be taken of the workers 
on the new junior high school at New- 
ton Centre, the addition to the Bige- 
low School at Newton and the addition 
to the Water Department building at 
Newtonville. Harold Young, secretary 
or the Mayor’s Unemployment Relief 
Committee has obtained a list of all 
the workers on the three jobs and is 
insisting in being supplied with an 
accurate list of their addresses. 

The general contract at the John 
W. Weeks junior high school at New- 
tOL Centre is being done by Thomas 
OT'onnor & Company of Cambridge. 
Wednesday there were 92 men em- 
ployed on this school and of this num- 
ber only 37 were residents of this city. 
The principal bone of contention on 
this job is the plastering sub-contract. 
Mr. O’Connor gave this sub-contract 
to a plasterer named Coan from Law- 
rence. Mr. Coan stated that he would 
give Newton plasterers the prefer- 
ence. but of 25 men employed by him 
on Wednesday, only 10 are residents 
of Newton and of this number it is 
alleged that one man is really a resi- 
dent of Waltham. Two of Coan’s em- 
ployees are residents of Albany. New 
York, although a Massachusetts law 
specifies that workers on public con- 
tracts must be Massachusetts resi- 
dents. A conference is to be held 
j today between Mr. Young. Mr. Coan 
and Building Commissioner Chadwick. 

The proportion of Newton residents 
among the other trades at the John 
W. Weeks School is as follows: car- 
penters employed 8, Newton residents 
3: laborers 16. Newton residents 5 
(addresses not verified!: bricklayers 
4. Newton residents, none: cement 
finishers 7. Newton residents 4: steam- 
fitters. 2. Newton residents, none: 
lathers. 7. Newton residents. 1; plumb- 
ers 2. Newton residents, none: electri- 
cians 3, Newton residents. 2; pipe cov- 
erers 2, Newton residents none: sheet 
metal workers 3. Newton residents, 
none. 

The contract on the addition to the 
Water Department building is being 
performed by the D’Amore Contract- 
ing Company of Boston. There are 16 
men employed on this job and only 
4 of these are Newton residents. They 
are divided as follows: bricklayers 4. 
Newton residents 2: carpenters 2. 
Newton residents, none: plumbers 3. 
Newton residents 2: laborers 4. New- 
ton residents, none: electricians 2, 
Newton residents, none: roofer 1. not 
a Newton resident. 

The work at the Bigelow School in 
Newton is being done by Morris Slot- 
nick of Boston. Of 9 bricklayers on 
this job. 5 are Newton residents: of 
7 laborers. 4 are Newton residents. 


According to Wednesday’s figures, 
132 men were employed on the three 
jobs and 50 of these were Newton 
residents, about 38%. With the city 
spending many thousands of dollars 
to provide relief for the unemployed 
of Newton, and with appeals being 
sent to citizens to assist in this re- 
lief work, it seems quite incongruous 
to have the majority of men employed 
on new public buildings non-residents. 
Legally the contractors cannot be com- 
pelled to employ Newton residents. 
There are many in this city who have 
been contending, that with conditions 
such as they are. the city should have 
awarded contracts on the new bnild- 
ings. so far as possible, to local con- 
tractors who employ for the most part 
local men. It is also contended that 
legislation should be sought which 
would empower cities and towns to 
insert clauses in contracts for pub- 
lic buildings, limiting employment to 
local men. if such limitation should 
be desired. 


POLICE NEWS 


As a result of the alertness of Pa- 
trolman Boyle of the Watertown po- 
lice four young men alleged to be 
responsible for highway and store 
robberies in this city. Waltham and 
Watertown, were arrested during the 
past week. Shortly after midnight last 
Saturday Boyle observed an automo- 
bile parked near the store of Reuben 
Tracey at Orchard street and Waver- 
ley avenue. Watertown. Suspecting the 
purpose of the occupants of the car. 
he ordered them to alight and upon 
frisking them found a revolver upon 
one of the pair. William Cornet of 
304 Walnut street. Cambridge. Boyle 
then drew his revolver and ordered 
Cornet and the other occupant of the 
car. John P. Gallagher of 32 Hillside 
street. Roxbury. to walk before him 
to a nearby drug store where he had 
the clerk telephone Watertown police 
headquarters for the patrol wagon. 
Upon searching the car, another re- 
volver and a policeman’s club were 
found under the seat. Following the 
arrest of the pair, the Watertown po- 
lice obtained information which 
caused them to arrest John Gannon 
of 46 Gloucester street. Boston. The 
three appeared in the Waltham court 
Monday morning charged with con- 
spiracy to rob Tracey. Cornet and 
Gallagher were also charged with un- 
lawful possession of firearms. Their 
cases were continued to March 7. 

Cornet was identified Sunday by 
Salvatore DeVito of Waltham as one 
of the three robbers who held up the 
Waltham taxi man on Nevada street. 
Newtonville. on the night of Febru- 
ary 23. and robbed him of a small sum 
of money and his car. The Waltham 
police endeavored to have Archie Sud- 
halter. who conducts a market on 
Moody street, that city, identify the 
trio as the men who robbed him last 
Friday night when he was entering his 
home at 11 Adams avenue. West New- 
ton. Sudhalter. who was robbed of 
$52, failed to identify them.

WIN STATE MEET 

Until tiie middle of this week New- 
ton High and Boston English iiiuh 
Schools were the outstanding contend- 
ers for tiie Class A State High School 
Indoor track championship title to he 
decided at the East Armory tomor- 
row afternoon. Tuesday afternoon 
Boston English suffered a severe loss 
when Captain Larry Scanlon, star 300- 
yorder an^l relay anchor, was stricken 
with appendicitis which will definitely 
keep him out of competition. The fol- 
lowing day it became known that it 
was uncertain as to whether or not 
Captain Milton Green. Newton star 
hurdler and high jumper, would com- 
pete. The Newton star, who was 
looked upon for at least six points, 
competed at tiie Andover meet two 
weeks ago under a handicap of "ship 
splints," a muscular inflammation, 
caused by the constant pounding of 
tiie foot on a hard floor. The inflam- 
mation has failed to clear up as ex- 
pected and Coach Donald Enoch will 
withhold his decision as to whether or 
not his captain will compete until to- 
morrow. Were Scanlon and Green both 
I able to compete it is a certainty that 
1 Boston English and Newton would 
have decided the outcome. With Scnn- 
i ion out Newton of course was tiie 
gainer hut if Green does not com- 
pete or is not in his best form the or- 
ange and black’s chances are materi- 
ally reduced. Brookline. Lawrence or 
Boston Eiglish may cut in for enough 
points to allow one or the other to 
nose out Newton for the honors. 

A forecast of the point score shows 
that Newton may still come through if 
it lias a good share of the breaks. 
The same is true of Boston English 
hut if the breaks go to some of the 
! other schools too frequently it will 
be a different story. 

Walter Holmes of Newton is fav- 
ored to win the dash although he will 
be pitted against the defending cham- 
pion. Arthur Jannell of Lynn English. 
At Andover this pair were caught in 
a dead heat for first hut Holmes, who 
had gotten off to a poor start, would 
have passed the Lynn flier had tiie 
race been a few yards longer in the 
opinion of many who saw the race. 
The distance at Andover was but 40 
yards while that in the State meet 
is 50 yards, giving Holmes the advan- 
tage by the narrowest of margins. Oth- 
er tinalists will probably he such sprin- 
ters as Southers and Keller of Med- 
ford. Roberts of Lawrence, Woods of 
Boston English and Douglas Sloane of 
Newton. Woods has been in the 
points in both the B. A. A. and Ando- 
ver meets while Roberts finished 
fourth at Northeastern. If Sloane can 
edge in for a point or two it will help 
, tiie Newton cause tremendously. 

In the hurdles John Donovan of 
Lawrence should win without much 
question unless Green is in the best 
of condition which is extremely doubt- 
ful. If Green does not take second 
place Boston English will gain as Hal- 
laban will be up there at tiie finish. 
Chester Litman of Brookline would 
easily be in the point division but lie 
will coniine his efforts on tiie 300-yard 
run as each athlete is permitted to en- 
fcer but one track and one field event in 
addition to tiie relay. 

The loss of Scanlon, an almost cer- 
tain winner in the 300-yard run, is of 
major importance as Boston English 
conducts its practice and home dual 
meets on the East Armory track and 
has a natural advantage. The Huh 
school lias another strong 300-yarder 
in Callahan. Captain Howie Boyd of 
Lawrence, Litman of Brookline. Cap- 
tain Good of Medford and A1 Mouser 
and Boh Bell of Newton should he 
among the other finalists to provide a 
great Held and a thrilling race for 
the spectators. If both Mouser and 
Bell can come through or if either can 
place well up near the front Newton 
will gain some of that lost through 
Green’s affliction. 

A1 Guzzi and Douglas Chalmers will 
carry Newton’s colors in the 600 which 
will be run in heats against time. 

, Marvin of Boston English and Captain 
Lindsay Brigham of Brookline are the 
outstanding competitors. Guzzi has 
been drawn in tiie heat with Marvin 
and also Thompson of Medford while 
Chalmers will he opposing Brigham 
and McCarthy, the latter from Brock- 
, ton. Both heats should be fast with tiie 
majority of points being split among 
the runners mentioned. Guzzi will be 
in the second row on the pole in his 
heat while Chalmers will also he in tiie 
secon row hut second from the pole in 
I the second heat. To place the Newton 
runners will have to run a strong race 
; through most of the field. 

The 1000-yard run will be limited to 
one entry from each school so that 
there will lie no necessity of more 
than the one race. This will bring to- 
gether such runners as Doherty of Bos- 
ton English. Arthur LaFranchise of 
Brockton. William Desmond of the 
Boston High School of Commerce and 
George Lamb of Newton among a Held 
of lesser lights. Desmond is tiie fav- 
orite to win with LaFranchise and 
Lamb expected to fight it out for sec- 
! ond and Doherty taking fourth. Lamb 
may upset tiie dope however ami make 
a race of it with Desmond. Local fans 
have been waiting ail season for this 
pair to get together in the same race 
and will get their opportunity tomor- 
1 row. Botli were drawn in tiie same 
heat at the Northeastern meet but 
Desmond did not compete. At Andover 
two weeks ago Desmond won his heat 
by thirty yards and Lamb won his by 
almost the same margin over Doherty. 
Lamb lias drawn third position from 
the pole while Desmond will he on the 
pole In the second row. Doherty bus 
the pole with LaFranchise next to him. 
The pole however, does not meun as 
much in a race of this distance. 

In the Held events Newton should 
pick up u couple of third places with- 
out Green’s presence. If Green can add 
a couple more in the high jump it will 
all help, if the Newton leuder were 
ill shape lie would he in tiie running 
for first in the high jump witli Varney 
of Brookline.

ALL-COLLEGIATE

Opposing this team could be. sent a 
team of collegians who reside in New- 
ton hut who either attended private 
or preparatory school or have taken 
up their residence here since complet- 
ing their secondary education. Such 
a team would have Johnny Garrison of 
West Newton at centre. He is rated 
one of tiie outstanding centre ice men 
in college circles. Garrison prepared 
at Country Day school. On the wings 
would he Dick Fisher of Dartmouth 
and George Souther of Bowdoln Col- 
lege. Fisher played centre ice for 
Dartmouth but with Garrison in the 
line-up could he used as a wing. Botli 
are Waban youtJis. Souther attended 
Huntington school before entering 
Bowdoln. On the defence would he 
Wilson Crosby of West Newton, Paul 
Munroe of Northeastern University 
and George Colburn of New Hamp- 
shire. Colburn attended Williston 
academy before going to Durham 
where he is now a senior and also 
captain of the Wildcat sextet. Crosby 
is a first string defence player on the 
strong Harvard team and obtained his 
start in the sport at Exeter Academy. 
Other than Harrington there is no 
Newton goalie on any of the college 
teams as far as we have heen able to 
learn. 

A third sextet which would make 
either of the two preceding teams hus- 
tle would he a team composed of for- 
mer Newton high players now in their 
freshman year at various colleges.

Cavalry, Massachusetts National 
Guard, and it was his duty to stand as 
part of tlie escort of the Governor of 
Massachusetts when the latter re- 
ceived nearly 8000 people on Wash- 
ington’s Birthday at tlie State House. 
Sergeant C. A. Edwards, for that is 
Ills name, has become more or less 
well know’ll for this decidedly unusual 
feat he performs regularly year after 
year. 

If you have only passed through the 
Hal of Flags to shake hands with the 
Chief Executive of the Commonwealth 
you naturally would give no heed to 
this statuesque figure directly at the 
Governor’s right hand. He would be 
to you Just part of the scenery and 
as far as that goes he appears us 
immovable as the marble columns 
that help make the great patriotic 
shrine so impressive. But those of 
us who And ourselves at the State 
House on the twenty-second of Febru- 
ary year in and year out have formed 
a great admiration for Sergeant Ed- 
wards. 

Now here is a man who sustains 
for three hours the position he first 
took. He doesn’t shift feet or move 
his body in any way. As far as that 
goes he does not change the expres- 
sion on his face. You ask him a ques- 
tion and lie will not reply for fear. I 
suppose, of moving some muscle. 
Really, when you come to study him 
at one of these occasions you will 
ugree with me that you never saw 
such a man. 

However, don’t get the idea that lie 
Is a freak just because he is able to 
do something you or I could never 
do. I recall trying to pose on the 
stage In a so-called “living picture,” 
which was really an old-fashioned 
tableau. It was the most dreadful 
experiences I ever had. I thought af- 
ter the curtains were once parted 
they were never going to be drawn to- 
gether again. That was because I was 
endeavoring to see how still I could 
remain. It may have been all of 
three minutes hut I suffered agonies.

PREPAREDNESS 

EVER NECESSARY 


During his lecture last Friday eve- 
ning in the Underwood School Audi 
torium on tlie subject of "Henry V,” 
Dr. E. Howard Griggs pointed out tlie 
fact that the English won the battle 
of Agincourt against the French be- 
cause of their superior morale. The 
English were greatly overwhelmed in 
numbers by the French army which 
was made up mostly of the flower of 
tin- nobility, while tin* smaller Eng- 
lish army was made up largely of 
yeomen. The English fought like 
brothers as they hewed to pieces the 
French cavalry which had become 
mired in a swamp. One army depend- 
ed upon the superior blood of its no- 
bility while the other depended upon 
the ability of every Englishman to 
wield a buttle uxe. 

Said Dr. Griggs, "The battle of Agin 
court should bo n lesson on prepared 
ness for all times. I buliovo in tlie 
entry of tlie railed Stales Into tlie 
YV orld ( ’<"ii i and i n 1 ha I <eag tu ol 
Nations, and every other means 
which will make tlie possibility of war 
as remote us possible, but we must 
not forget tliut when we neglect mill 
tury preparedness we are courting 
disaster sooner or luter.” 

Dr. Griggs bandied his subject of 
"Henry V” with his customary liter- 
ary skill and grace. The auditorium 
as usual wus well tilled. 


Undoubtedly there are people who 
do not mind sitting quietly without 
any apparent movement of even an 
eyelash. You remember the circus 
used to have an act that called for a 
series of tableaux with Roman gladi- 
ators charging at each other, taking 
the fall, on guard, etc., and doing such 
poses as were intended to represent 
marble statues. And these people, by 
the way, were professionals. They 
had learned to keep still for several 
minutes at a time and proceeded to 
commercialize that talent, if you want 
to call it that. At any rate it was 
something that other folks couldn't 
do and that, of course, is what a cir- 
cus is supposed to reveal to us com- 
mon ordinary mortals. 

To return to Sergeant Edwards. I 
want to ask you how you would like 
to stand up straight, soldier-like from 
the soles of your feet to the crown of 
your head, with a flag on a good stout 
pole grasped in your right hand. I 
know that for my own part I should 
never be able to hang on to a flag 
if I could sit in an easy chair or lie 
down flat on the floor. At the end of 
the first IB minutes I should ask Home- 
body else to take over the task. As 
for standing up for three hours with- 
out as much as turning my head I 
know that I never would be able to do 
it or even dream of it. 

All this aside, here is a man who 
does something that I haven’t seen 
equalled and I doubt if many people 
could match. Whatever you think of 
him from what I have written thus 
far let me tell you that he Is very 
human and genuine. He is a splendid 
physical specimen and used to hiking 
and vigorous outdoor exercises. He 
enjoys the experience at these Wash- 
ington’s Birthday receptions. 

I was talking to him before he went 
on duty the last holiday. He took out 
a package of gum, offered to share it 
with me and after I declined he un- 
wrapped two sticks and stowed them 
in his moth. He doesn’t move his 
jaws to chew, the gum merely stays 
there and melts. Sergeant Edwards 
doesn’t drink water on hikes, but does 
chew gum. In fact gum is his chief 
ally, lie says. Unless he possessed, 
as lie clearly does, a remarkable 
power of self-control I doubt if the 
gum would aid him materially. 

Long and oft-repeated complaints 
come from the secretary of a social 
organization, to which I happen to be- 
long. because the members do not till 
in and return postal reply cards. This 
man says lie has lost all patience with 
some of his best friends. They fail, 
it appears, to answer yes or no when 
asked through a printed notice if they 
mean to attend such and such an oc- 
casion. He looks in vain for return 
of these cards but the letter carrier 
never brings them. 

“I don’t know’ whether they are 
making u collection of postcards or 
not. or whether they make use of 
them some other way,” this man said 
to me. “At any rate it seems the 
toughest kind of a task to get mem- 
bers to respond. You know how en- 
couraging thut is to a secretary. I 
suppose I have tried every scheme 
there was — persuasion, argument, 
threat, telephone calls and personal 
interviews. Of nil these tlie postal 
card is tlie least satisfactory. And yet 
all the members feel slighted if they 
don’t receive one. Their dignity up- 
pears to have been injured." 

The man’s discourse struck me ns 
an interesting sidelight on human uu- 
tare lint I wanted to check up on it 
and see if tlie same held true in other 
clubs. Everywhere I found u tendon- 
oy to lot postal reply cards severely 
alone. However, in some organiza- 
tions tlie average of answered notices 
was larger than others. That I was 
not able to explain. It may be there 
is more eutlmsiusin in one group tluiu 
in another. Thoughtlessness, I 
pondered, might be n matter of ad- 
vancing age or early youth, hut that 
theory did not seem to hold. 

Maybe It’s the individual. Some 
people allow such personal mail to 


accumulate for weeks. By the time 
they get around to answering, the 
event has happened. Other men I 
know’ lmve nil aversion for any kind 
of letters except those relating to bus- 
iness. Mall received at home Is left 
entirely to the women of the house- 
hold and In the case of some men they 
are dependent on the folks ut home 
to conduct their social Interests. 

It Is very evident that secretaries 
of clubs and fraternal organizations 
have their troubles und are entitled 
to more than the customary vote of 
thanks received annually. It might be 
possible to conduct a sweeping reform 
for the sake of making people answer 
reply postal cards but If they haven’t 
time to answer they certainly would 
not have time to undergo reform. 


Had a chat the other day with a 
man who was sent from a Massachu- 
setts municipality to the town of the 
same name in England. His mission 
was to carry the greetings from New 
England to Old England and to pay 
the respects sent to the “mother 
town” by the lusty three-hundred-year- 
old infant in the Bay State. He told 
me that the British hosts were just 
as lavish in their entertainments as 
we were here when doing tlie honors 
for the visiting Lord Mayors. They 
kept him on the go from early mor- 
ning until early tlie next morning and 
found all sorts of ways of doing the 
handsome thing, including luncheons, 
dinners, official visits here and there 
and several public receptions, etc. 

“They gave me all my titles," said 
be. "including a few I had overlooked 
myself. Of course they knew all about 
me before hand and upon introducing 
me officially they mentioned every of- 
fice I held or had formerly filled. 
They even went as far as to refer to 
the fact that I was a justice of the 
peace and a notary public. These two 
latter commissions are common here, 
as you know, and many an attorney 
like myself possesses them. We don’t 
often think of justices of the peace or 
notaries of the public as outstanding 
State officials, but apparently they 
do on the other side. 

“Well, I was introduced at a ban- 
quet given really in honor of my home 
town in Massachusetts but tendered to 
me personally because I happened to 
he its representative. After the 
toastmaster had presented me and 
enumerated my various offices. I start- 
ed to get up. ‘Not yet. not yet.’ said 
he. So I sat still, wondering w’as was 
about to happen. At that moment a 
giant of u man. in elaborate uniform, 
came and stood behind me. In a deep, 
rich voice he roared. ’The toast to is 
!’ and thereupon proceeded to re- 
peat what the toastmaster had said 
about me. The drinking of a toast to 
me followed. I didn’t inquire what 
that particular feature of the cere- 
mony meant, for I wanted to lie polite 
and accepted it ;is it was intended. 

“And by the way, you talk of tlie 
English lacking a sense of humor. 
That’s a mistake. They told me be- 
fore I spoke not to lie too serious. I 
asked what my hearers would like 
me to discuss ami much to my sur- 
prise tlie answer was ‘prohibition in 
tlie States.’ You’d be surprised at 
tlie eagerness with which the gather- 
ing listened 10 what I had to say on 
Hint subject. I endeavored to give 
an unbiased report of tlie conditions 
here and some jokes to make certain 
points. They all got over, too. So 
don’t let anybody tell you that the 
English don't know when to laugh or 
that they are cold and indifferent to 
their American cousins. I know bet- 
ter.” 

One of the things tliut happens 
when money is tight. 1 am told, is lack 
of requests for changing paper money 
of large denomination. Fewer people 
ask of storekeepers and other. “Can 
you change this bill for me? I want 
to get some smaller ones.” I suppose 
there are not us many large bills in 
circulation, due either to the general 
absence or tlie fact that people are not 
spending as freely. Tlie matter to me 
possesses purely academic interest for 
am not troubled myself with big bills 
to break. All I have learned lias 
come second hand. 

A storekeeper tells me tliut lie finds 
it difficult enough to keep a sufficient 
supply of smaller bills on hand with 
which to do business. He explains that 
lie doesn't want ids cash register load- 
ed with too much money for fear of a 
hold-up, fire or something that may 
result in a loss. To uvoid such possi- 
bilities he banks Ids money regularly 
and often. Therefore, when a strang- 
er walks in with a $10 bill to change 
you can't blame Hie nuin behind the 
counter if lie declines, saying. “Sorry, 
but I'm all out of change.” 

And yet there are many people who 
do expect this accommodation from 
a business man of whom they have 
never made a purchase. Sometimes 
people find themselves in a predica- 
ment and are forced to ask favors. 
On the other hand I know of considerate 
people who try not to make trouble 
for storekeepers, street car conductors 
and others with whom they deal. They 
will strive, at considerable inconveni- 
ence, to so fortify themselves that 
they won’t lmve to “put anybody out." 
Sometimes these considerate souls are 
appreciated— --more often not. They 
may go tor months and months with- 
out inconveniencing the street car 
conductor and thou when they do of- 
for him a flve-dollur bill he is as surly 
and disagreeable as he can he and 
usually lie can go the limit. 

I remember myself that I had a 
five-dollar Dill to break at a subway 
ticket booth. 1 said. "Sorry to make 
you trouble” and tlie young woman 
clerk snapped buck. "They all make 
that bluff.” So you see you cu.i get 
in bud whether you’re thoughtful or 
plainly inconsiderate.

Massachusetts 
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NEWTON AGAIN HONORED IN EDUCATIONAL FIELD 

At the thirty-ninth annual meeting of the National Head- 
master’s Association recently held at the Westchester Country 
Club, further honors in the field of education came to Newton 
through the election of Irving O. Palmer, principal of the 
Newton High School, as president of the association. As the 
association is composed almost entirely of the heads of the 
leading private and college preparatory schools of the coun- 
try it is an unusual occurrence when a public school man is 
honored with the presidency. The office comes as a distinct 
honor to Mr. Palmer, who has served Newton faithfully for 
many years, and also recognition of the outstanding reputa- 
tion which the Newton High School has enjoyed for many 
years for the high quality of its college preparatory work. 



UNDER THE GILDED DOME 

There will probably be plenty of 
politics before the session is over due 
to the fact that there must be a re- 
arrangement of Congressional dis- 
tricts. with allowance for only 15 dis- 
tricts where formerly, including the 
last election, there were 16. The cen- 
sus is responsible and because of the 
figures of last year Massachusetts gets 
only 15 Congressmen. You can ima- 
gine the task that is before the spe- 
cial redistricting committee of eight 
Senators and twenty-four Representa- 
tives. Whatever the report it cannot 
be acceptable to everybody. Naturally 
a Republican majority, such as the 
Legislature possesses, would be dis- 
posed to see that as many Republi- 
can Congressmen are retained as pos- 
sible. That, however, Is not altogether 
possible with a Democratic Governor 
who has the power to veto and may 
return any bill without his approval. 
The Senate has enough Republicans to 
override a veto but the House has 
not. Therefore, there is the bare pos- 
sibility that the bill making provision 
for fifteen new districts will not meet 
the Governor’s approval. If he vetoes 
it and the veto is sustained it will 
mean that the fifteen Congressmen in 
Massachusetts will be elected at large 
in 1932. The complications will be 
interesting to say the least. However, 
there is this to remember, the Legis- 
lature will be guided by Speaker Sal- 
tonstall and President Bacon and if it 
responds to their leadership all trouble 
may be avoided. There are many who 
think that the impending difficulties 
may not prove to be so engrossing as 
they now appear. 

The last attempt to change the ex- 
isting liquor law has passed into ob- 
livion. The bill to make four per 
cent beer legal had only a few votes. 
Those who opposed the measure point- 
ed out that it was merely a gesture 
and had not the slightest effect on 
the present statutes. Even the most 
vigorous "wets” saw that the passage 
of such a bill would accomplish noth- 
ing. Therefore they did not take the 
trouble to urge its enactment. 

A favorable report has been made 
by the Senate Ways and Means Com- 
mittee on the bill for the improve- 
ment of the Charles river in Waltham. 
Newton. Weston and Watertown. This 
measure has already been described 
in full in these columns. It is now 
in the process of advancement through 
the two branches. 

The present week has been a busy 
one as far as public hearings before 
committees are concerned. However, 
there is likely to be a decided drop 
next week and from then on the num- 
ber of hearings will diminish. 

Indications point to the passage of 
legislation to increase the amount of 
general taxation. It is now under- 
stood to be the belief of many legis- 
lators that an annual poll tax of $2 
he imposed on women and that on 
men increased from $2 to $3. Another 
proposition is an increase of one cent 
in the gasoline tax. This latter would 
be for a period of three years only 
as planned by the Joint Ways and 
Means Committee. All these matters 
are among the unsettled questions be- 
fore the General Court and there is 
no telling at this time what the final 
result will be. 

For several years bills have been 
offered to increase the salary of the 
Governor but the amount paid annual- 
ly to the chief executive bus remained 
at $10,000. The Committee on Pub- 
lic Service has reported a bill to in- 
crease the Governor’s salary from 
$ 10,000 to $ 20,000 and those of the 
members of the Council from $1500 to 
$2000. Tlie increase would be effec- 
tive in 1933. 

Another problem which promises 
considerable debate is the request of 
the Committee on Transportation for 
authority to conduct an investigation 
into the matter of control of New Eng- 
land railroads Tills committee would 
like to have authority to summon wit- 
nesses and place them under oath in 
order to broaden its powers in obtain- 
ing information for its guidance in 
recommending future legislation. 

The uttempt of a group of Republi- 
cans to have a law permitting a State 
committee of a political party to elect 
a chairman from outside* its member- 
ship baa thus far succeeded* The Sen* 

ate substituted such u bill for the ad- 
verse report of the Committee on Elec- 
tion Laws. However, the end is not 
yet and t lie hill will have to tukc 
some hurdles before Its enactment if 
that should come about. 

Huston seems likely to receive legis- 
lative authority to expend money for 
uthletic wearing apparel und clothing 
for use of pupils of the public schools. 
There may be uu uttempt mudu to 


have this a general bill to include 
such cities and towns as are will- 
ing to accept its provisions. 

The Governor’s recommendation for 
an appropriation of $270,000 for ex- 
tending the work of the State Reclam- 
ation Board in getting rid of mosqui- 
toes has been advanced and will un- 
doubtedly become law. The bill is 
somewhat different from that recom- 
mended by the Governor in that it 
leaves to the discretion of the boaril 
the selection of the territory where 
the mosquito control work is to be 
done. The Governor had favored Bris- 
tol and Plymouth counties. But the 
chief point made by the Governor was 
to give employment to some 800 and 
this appears to have been accom- 
plished.

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GIRL SCOUTS 


Newton Girl ‘Scouts were very glad 
to have a share in the Boy Scout 
Exposition tills week. As each booth 
was to tell the story of a Scout activi- 
ty. the Girl Scouts made a Girl Scout 
‘Trail. 

The hill, up which this trail wound, 
\\*us very real, built of sand and 
rocks. Small trees, shrubs, and lit- 
tle plants were growing on the hill- 
side and along the trail itself. There 
was even a small vegetable garden. 
Toy cows and sheep were pastured in 
the fields. At the start of tho trail 
at the foot of the bill, a little Brownie 
doll with her pet dog sat under a 
toad stool. (It .is under toad stools 
that Brownies hold their pow-wows). 
She looked longingly up the trail at a 
Tenderfoot doll. At the beginning of 
the Tenderfoot part of tlie trail stood 
the American flag, between two sign 
posts, on one of which was printed 
the Girl Scout Laws. The Tenderfoot 
trail was marked by sign posts made 
by Girl Scouts, depicting Scout work, 
nature projects — Bird, Tree, and 
Flower Finder, and oat-door activities. 
Pathfinder, Pioneer, Woodcraft signs 
marked the turns and gave a warn- 
ing signal — a bull was standing near 
tlie trail.

PROPOSED GAS 

STATION SPLITS 

RESIDENTS 

(Continued from Pnge 1) 

Mr. Volpo’s nttorney because Mr. Har- 
wood. who lie contended was Mr. 
Volpo’s regular attorney was unable 
to appear. Mr. Bond started to in- 
terrogate Mr. Gallagher by asking the 
latter If Mr. Harwood had lost his 
client, and also inquiring who was 
really behind the petition and who 
had prepared the plans of tho station? 
President Collins of tlie Aldermen 
informed Mr. Bond that hi* questions 

(onbl be answered by Mr. Gallagher 
after the opponents of the petition had 
all spoken. Mr. Bond continued by 
asserting that he has been informed 
that the Standard Oil Company is in- 
terested In the proposition. He argued 
that Volpe lias admitted he bought the 
property for a home, and according to 
Mr. Bond it is jiiHt as good for such 
a purpose today. He stated that Mr. 
Harwood would rise in his wrath if 
anyone proposed to start a filling 
station near his residence. He con- 
tended that Centre street, one of 
the few fine streets we have remain- 
ing. has no filling station located on 
it between Newton Corner and New- 
ton Highlands. 

With considerable acerbity, Mr. 
Bond criticized Mr. Gallagher for 
sending copies of the petition signed 
by those favoring it to each member 
of the Board of Aldermen. President 
Collins of the Board told Mr. Bond not 
to indulge in personalities. The lat- 
ter continued his argument by assert- 
ing that Newton Centre needs no 
more filling stations and that the 
Standard Oil Company is not a charit- 
able institution, but conies into a city 
to take out whatever it can get. Ho 
said that the petition signed by those 
favoring tlie station is a demonstra- 
tion of goodfellowshlp toward Volpe, 
and that even those who oppose the 
petition like Mr. Volpe and want to 
see him treated fairly. He suggested 
that tho park area be extended to in- 
clude the Volpe and Allison prop- 
erties, lmt that with conditions as 
they are at present it is not reason- 
able to expect that citizens of New- 
ton Centre and the City of Newton 
will raise the money to purchase the 
property this year. 

Fred P. Haggard, superintendent of 
the Homo for Children of Mission- 
aries at 1136 Centre street said that 
most of tliise who signed the peti- 
tion favoring the filling station are 
not abuttors. Tlie locus of tlie pro- 
posed station is in the centre of a 
park like area and should lie taken by 
the city. Mr. Haggard stated that 
tlie corner of Willow and Centre 
streets is very dangerous, lie lias seen 
several accidents occur there, a police- 
man is stationed there to protect 
school children and a filling station 
there will increase the danger. 

Herbert J. Kellaway of Chase 
street described in detail the evolu- 
tion of tlie ancient common at New- 
ton Centre into the large civic centre 
which now extends from tlie Unitar- 
ian Church northerly to the First 
Church and Trinity Church. He is 
of the opinion tliut to permit a filling 
station with bright lights in this area 
would bo a desecration. 

Herman Holt, Jr., of Pleasant street 
stated that lie had been asked by Rev. 
Edward T. Sullivan to read a letter 
of protest against the station which 
Dr. Sullivan had written. In this 
letter Dr. Sullivan said: 

The Board of Aldermen, 

City of Newton. 

A i tout forty years ago the Newton 
Centre Improvement Society and tlie 
Woman’s Club purchased tlie large 
tract of land near the centre of tlie 
village for a public park and children’s 
playground, at a cost of $30,000, tlie 
City contributing $10,000 toward the 
purchase price. 

The frontage on tlie West side of 
Centre street, extending from the 
home of Dr. Samuel Smith, author of 
“My Country ’Tis «>r Thee,” on tin* 
top of tlie hill, down to Bowen street, 
was laid out as a Park, and has been 
so maintained by the City ever since. 
The extensive front lawn of the Con- 
gregational Church, in effect, carries 
this Park up to Homer street. 

Oil the East side of Centre street 
is the open space, continuing the Vil- 
lage green down tlie hill, opposite 
the park end of tlie Playground. This 
belongs in part to the Metropolitan 
Water Commission, and tlie lest lie- 
longs to tlie City of Newton, upon a 
part of which the City recently erect- 
ed its central fire station. This makes 
a park oil both sides of Centre street 
ut this point, in tlie centre of tlie 
village. 

The whole triangle hounded by 
Centre Street. Willow street and Ly- 
man street, a block in length and u 
block in width at Lyman street, is pub- 
lic property; and all of it, except the 
slope of tlie uqueduct, belongs to tlie 
City of Newton. Tlie only qualification 
of tliat statement Is that at the very 
apex of tlie triangle, where Centre and 
Willow streets meet, are two very 
small purcels of land, oil which are 
two small dwelling houses. 

If. has always been the hope and ex- 
pectation that these|two small holdings 
would he secured by the City so as to 
complete the City’s ownership of the 
entire triungle and to complete tlie 
extension of the village green, which 
is also City property. 

Now it is proposed to erect a gaso- 
line filling station on tlie very apex 
of that triungle — and directly oppo- 
site tlie park end of the playground; 
ami a petition for a license is now 
before the Board of Aldermen. If 
Unit petition is granted there will lie 
nothing on tliut whole triangle, in 
the centre of Newton Centre, but pub- 
lic property and u gus station; and, 
so far uh tho eye could see, tlie gas 
station would lie virtually on City 
property. 

That would lie a mournful ending of 
the enterprise for the beautifying of 
the centre of our lovely village, begun 
forty years ago by such citizens as 
Joseph It. Leeson, who was President 
of the Newton Centre Improvement 
Society; Mellon Bray, Alden Speure, 
Judge Bishop, father of tlie present 
Judge Bishop, Stephen Greene, all of 
whom, and niuny others, were con- 
tributors to tile $30,000 which tliut 
little Park system and Playground 
cost. 

The City lias recently secured a 
somewhat similar triungle further 
west on Homer street and Common- 
wealth uveuue, for u Municipal Cen- 


tre; and on which It 1h proposed to 
build a City Hall. 

Suppose the City had secured that 
tract all hut tlie very apex of It; and 
on that apex it was proposed to build 
a filling station! The proposition 
would be unthinkable! Something 
like thnt Is tlie feeling of a great many 
people of Newton Centre at the 
thought of a filling station in tho 
centre of our little Park system. 

As a citizen of Newton Centre, in- 
terested for nearly forty yenrs In its 
welfare, solicitous to Increase rather 
than diminish Its beauty, I beg your 
honorable body to visit our village be- 
fore granting the license; and your 
own eyes will convince you of the in- 
npproprlateness of tlie proposition. 

And the refusal of permission will 
work no hardship to tlie users of gaso- 
line, because a half a minute away 
from that spot by automobile there 
are four filling stations near the in- 
tersection of Sumner and Beacon 
streets.

Mr. Holt said that lie yields to no 
one in his friendship for Louis Volpe 
and that members of tlie Squash Ten- 
nis Club have rallied around Mr. 
Volpe in his effort to obtain the per- 
mit for tlie filling station. But, he 
reminded those favoring the station 
that they should not let sympathy 
sway their intellects; thnt they must 
work for tlie good of the community. 
To allow a station on the Volpe prop- 
erty would undo all that Iiuh been 
done for many years in the way of im- 
provements and would make the city 
appear very foolish 30 years from 
now. Mr. Holt contended thnt the site 
is a very dangerous one for a filling 
station because it is ut the bottom of 
two down grades. 

Joseph F. Lockett of Hancock ave- 
nue appearing ns attorney for Mr. 
and Mrs. George H. Sawyer of Centre 
street was quite laudatory in his 
references to Attorney Gallagher’s 
ability and sartorial excellence. Hav 
ing spread the honey, Mr. Lockett 
proceeded to state that the filing of 
a petition does not make a prima 
facie case, hut good arguments must 
be presented. He characterized the 
arguments offered for tlie Volpe peti- 
tion as “thin." He said tliut those 
who live at a distance favor the 
station because they will not he af- 
fected. Because of the many demands 
on the city, lie has definite concep- 
tions as to (lie feasibility of the city 
purchasing tlie Volpe and Allison 
properties. 

Carl Eldredge, trust officer of the 
Newton Trust Company opposed the 
station in the interests of tlie Samuel 
F. Smith estate. He stated that the 
only justification for a filling station 
in any locality is public convenience; 
there is no such need in the case of 
tlie proposed station and it would not 
improve property in the vicinity. 

Clarence Walworth of 931 Centre 
street said that he and members of 
ills family drive by the corner of Cen- 
tre and Willow streets several times 
daily and they believe the spot to be 
tlie most dangerous in Newton Centre. 
Automobiles are driven rapidly from 
all directions to gain headway so that 
the grades may be taken rapidly. He 
believes a filling station at tills corner 
would be a real menace. 

Alderman Chase asked Mr. Bond to 
what extent he represented the First 
Church? Mr. Bond replied that when 
the previous hearing (on tho zoning 
change of the Volpe property) was be- 
ing discussed, the Standing and Pru- 
dential Committees of the First 
Church met jointly and delegated him 
to appear before the Aldermen at that 
time in favor of the change. George 
A. Holmes, chairman of the Prudential 
Committee of the FirHt Church stuted 
that the committee held a meeting on 
tlie preceding day and voted not to go 
on record either for or against the 
Volpe petition. 

in rebuttal to tlie various opponents 
against his client’s petition. Mr. Gul- 
luglier resorted to tlie biting wit for 
which lie is noted, lie informed Mr. 
Bond that it was the latter, himself, 
who remarked at tlie previous hearing 
tliat Mr. Harwood was Mr. Volpe’s at- 
torney, and commenting on the contra- 
diction of Mr. Bond’s belief that lie 
voiced the sentiment of the First 
Church, Mr. Gallagher remarked "It 
doesn’t look as though I am the fellow 
who lost tlie client.” He stated that 
it is tlie Standard Oil Compuny who 
would operate tlie filling station, and 
said tliat tills fact is no secret. Mr. 
Gallagher argued that tlie corner will 
lie less dungerous witii tlie filling 
station there liecause it will be 
widened and the two old houses, 
which now obstruct motorists’ vision 
will be removed. He characterized 
the apprehensions of those objecting 
as things imaginary, which will never 
come to pass. He culled the attention 
of the Board to a letter written in 
favor of tlie Volpe petition by Dr. 
Andrews, president of the Newton 
Centre Improvement Association and 
he read tlie names of many prominent 
citizens of Newton Centre who favor a 
permit being granted for the station. 
Dr. Andrews letter is as follows:

Mayor of Newton, and 
Tlie Board of Aldermen. 

Dear Sirs: 

The plans for the proposed filling 
station ut Centre and Willow streets 
have been shown to me by Mr. Volpe 
and Mr. Allison. After careful con- 
sideration I feel tliut the proposed 
development is the best tliut can he 
hud under tlie circumstances. 

I hope to lie present at the hearing 
at which time if you ho desire I shall 
lie glad to stute my reason for favor- 
ing tiiis petition. As there is u possi- 
bility, however, tliut I may lie unable 
to attend because of my professional 
duties I am writing tills letter so tliat 
i may he recorded in favor. 

I want it cleurly understood tliut I 
desire to lie recorded uh a private 
citizen and not as President of tlie 
Newton Centre Improvement Associ- 
ation.

Mrs. Sherwood Eddy in speaking of 
"Russia of Today” noted the many 
contradictions found in that country. 
The first impressions are of the shab- 
biness and poverty shown in the dress, 
nothing but cotton working elothes 
being seen and frequently no hats or 
stockings. And yet the people look 
very healthy though their food is of 
the plainest, very different from the 
abundant and costly dishes placed be- 
fore the foreigners in the hotels. 

At a very early age training fey 
citizenship Is begun and there are 
three groups among the youth. The 
youngest, the Octobrists, are seven 
and under. Next come the Young Pi- 
oneers ranging in age from eight to 
sixteen. The Consomons are from six- 
teen to twenty-four. The principles 
of self-service and service for the 
state are instilled into all these groups 
and even the youngest learn the rudi- 
ments of housework through sections 
in the school where they may sweep, 
cook and perform other tasks. By the 
time they reach the Young Pioneer 
class they are expected to perform 
civic service of considerable useful- 
ness, sometimes going into towns that 
need improvement and tenching and 
organizing for the public good so that 
the communities are greatly benefitted. 
Tile young people of Consomon ago 
have a rigid system of self-discipline. 
Gambling, smoking and drinking are 
not tolerated and at least two hours 
a day must lie given to the state. Race 
prejudice is unknown hut the young 
are brought up in an atmosphere of 
hostility toward other countries. Mrs. 
Eddy commended the way in which 
motion pictures are made a means of 
education and objectionuble films ex- 
cluded. 

A pitiable olemont are the "White 
Russians," those of the older regime 
for whom there is no escape and who 
are regarded with suspicion. These 
have tragic faces. In regard to roll- j 
gion there is no objection to services 
conducted in n stately aim formal man- 1 
* in nil unknown language and j 
viewed from the outside as a drama. 
But whore tile service is more than a I 
dead, unemotional form means are 
taken to huve it suppressed. There 
is constant espionage and no freedom 
of speech, press or conscience is al- 
lowed. But the heroes are not dead 
yet and live their religion though

ing plague, known as “Black Death,’’ 
in which thirty-three million people 
perished, "a time of war and more 
war, of trouble and more trouble." At 
this time agricultural lands began to 
he used for pasturage for sheep; the 
increase of the production of wool led 
to the rise of the English cloth trade, 
and caused England to become a 
manufacturing country. The work of 
Wycliffe, his influence on political and 
religious subjects was noted, also of 
his full translation of the English 
Bible, "an admirable and scholarly 
piece of work, a great event in the 
history of the English language as 
well as of religion.” 

It is in the mouth of Henry IV that 
Siiakespeare puts the words, "Uneasy 
lies the head that wears a crown." 

Mrs. Knapp gleaned some very in- 
teresting selections from Selzmau's 
"English Life in the Middle Ages," a 
new hook from the Newton Library, 
purchased because of the earnest re- 
quest for the book, a fact which shows 
how the Library caters to the needs 
of the reading public. 

Another charter member, Miss Ellen 
C. Williams, gave the second paper 
of the program, on “Richard II." In 
carefully chosen language Miss Wil- 
liams reminded the Club of the uni- 
versal love for pageants, referring to 
the many historical scenes brought 
through the help of pageants last year 
in Massachusetts, and then she skil- 
fully transferred her audience to St. 
Lambert’s Field, Coventry, England, 
to a scene enacted five hundred years 
ago. where armed knight met armed 
knight in mortal combat; where kings, 
queens, nobles and knights played 
their parts, quite innocent of the fact 
that what they were doing would be 
immortalized in one of Shakespeare’s 
historical plays, viz.: Richard II. 

Miss Williams quoted in full Boling- 
broke’s farewell words to his father 
and to England, ending with "wher- 
e’er 1 wander boast of this I can, 
though banished, yet a true born Eng- 
lishman!" The story continued 
through to the return of Bolingbroke 
as victor and king, with the death of 
Richard II. 

The morning would hardly have 
been complete without readings from 
the play of Richard II. These were 
given by Mrs. Walter Van Patten 
Steiger from carefully selected por- 
tions of the play, giving the final 
touch to a fine program.

ROTARY CLUB 


The Rev. Dr. William Wallace Rose, 
minister of the First Parish Universal- 
ist Church of Lynn and a member of 
the Rotary Club, gave an excellent 
interpretation of Soviet Russia at the 
weekly meeting of the Rotary Club on 
Monday. Mr. Rose was one of Dr. 
Sherwood Eddy’s party last summer 
when unusual opportunities were 
given to study the communism of the 
socialistic republics. The speaker 
called attention to the immense terri- 
tory under the soviet system, about 
one-sixth of the globe, and to the 
fact that it takes less time to go from 
Boston to Moscow than from the re- 
mote parts of the soviet state to 
the Russian capital. There have really 
been four distinct revolutions since 
the overthrow of the old regime: 
political, industrial, social and reli- 
gious. Nothing like it has ever hap- 
pened before in the history of the 
world. We have been the victims of 
much misinformation in regard to the 
leligious situation, the so-called 
nationalization of women (which is 
a myth), the wildness of the young 
people and the destruction of art ob- 
jects. The government of Russia to- 
day is apparently the most stable in 
Europe and is likely to outlive most 
of the people now living. Dr. Rose 
spoke of the vast improvement in the 
farms and of the enormous strides in 
overcoming illiteracy, which has been 
reduced to forty per cent. There is a 
vast improvement in the health of the 
people. The great majority arc better 
off than under the old regime. The 
five year plan seems to be working 
out successfully. But there is also a 
dark side to the picture: the dogmatic 
attitude toward religion, the goose- 
step. the brutality shown the fifteen 
million of “former people" (the 
favored under ‘the old Czarist regime) 
and the class war which is a part of 
the dictatorship of the proletariat.

In the Aztec language Los Mochis 
means ‘‘the turtles.” The name might 
be changed to “hustle.” meaning 
"energy” in the American language. 

B. J. Johnston, U. S. A., saw Los 
Mochis. Mexico for the firs, time 
twenty-five years ago. lie was a 
salesman, had not accumulated any 
millions, but he had his eyes and his 
mind open, and energy to carry out 
plans. He got land, dug canals, 
bringing water from the Fuerte River, 
planted sugar cane, tomatoes, fruits. 
Now he has the usual Impedimenta 
of much money, private car. yacht, 
“homes” here and there, plus the 
satisfaction of having changed an 
idea to reality. 

His cane sugar mills in Los Mochis 
produce twenty-seven thousand tons 
of refined sugar a year and will pro. 
duce fifty thousand tons later, and 
Mexico consumes the entire product 

In the fields, the sugar cane la 
burned, to get rid of loose leaves, 
saving labor. The sugar-carrying 
stalk does not burn. Cut by hand 
with machetes, it enters the factory 
on one side, refined sugar comes out ou 
the other with alcohol a by-product. 

Everything is done by improved 
machinery from the U. S. A. except 
the cutting by hand. Once in the 
factory, machinery does ever} thing. 

In Flotilla sugar, cane fields thar- 
vesting machines are now cutting 
cane) each machiue, it is said, does 
the work of 209 men. If tlmt proves 
u success, doubtless Los Mochis will 
have tlte machines. Labor is cheap, 
but cannot be as cheap us machinery. 

Coolies, working for tea cents e day. 
in China, cannot compete with a steam 
shovel, and machines do not compete 
hurmfuliy with humuu labor. They 
make it more valuable, although Ig- 
norance does not know it. 

Los Mochis stiips to the United 
Stutes twenty-five hundred carloads 
of tomatoes each year, and of one 
hundred carloads picked, sixty car* 
loads ure thrown away because the 
trade “demands certain sizes.”

ABOUT TOWN

The thousands of automobile owners 
and operators In the Newtons who 
travel regularly over Washington 
- treet and who suffer physical and 
financial distress because of the dam- 
age resulting to themselves and their 
cars due to the condition of the street, 
can now look forward t<» ultimata re- 
lief. A conference was held tills week 
between Newton officials and officials 
of the Metropolitan District Commis- 
sion. The city officials wero Informed 
that work will be started next Juno on 
the laying under Washington street of 
the huge GO inch main which will 
carry water from the Metropolitan 
system to parts of Greater Boston. 
Tills big pipe will run from tlie gate 
house at Weston under Common- 
wealth avenue and Rowe street, 
thence by either Border or Webster 
street to Elm street. It will then run 
under Washington street to Peabody 
street, Pearl, Centre and Maple streets 
to the hank along the Charles River. 
The big trench to he dug for the pipe 
will be about eight feet deep and from 
fi to 8 feet wide. It is expected that 
the work will be finished next Septem- 
ber and two shifts of men will be em- 
ployed at times. The work will be 
done by contract and will probably not 
afford much relief to the unemployed 
in this city as such work calls for men 
of rugged physique accustomed to 
this type of labor.

Storm Causes Damage 

Two Bolts Strlko In Newton — 
Wilde Road Flooded 

Ab an added attraction to the heavy 
wind and rain storm which prevailed 
in this section all day and evening last 
Sunday, a lightning storm in the win- 
ter season struck terror to timid per- 
sons on Sunday night. A holt hit the 
residence of Theodore Lockwood at 74 
Elmhurst road, Newton, shattering a 
window. Another holt hit a tree on 
Waltham street, West Newton. A 
plugged catch basin caused the boiler 
room at* Newton High School to be- 
come partly flooded. For the second 
time within the past couple of weeks, 
Wilde road, an unaccepted street off 
Beacon street, Waban, became flood- 
ed to a depth of several feet and once 
again Engine 1 from Newton Corner 
was despatched to the scene to pump 
off the water, leaving Newton’s most 
thickly populated section without its 
regular tire protection for several 
hours. 

Wilde road is a short, crescent 
shaped street where formerly the sur- 
face water drained off on natural 
slop’es. As the land on this street 
has been built upon, the former chan- 
nels for the disposal of the surface 
water have been closed up, thus caus- 
ing the water to form a small pond 
after each heavy storm. It is im- 
probable that the city will continue 
going to the expense of sending a fire 
pump to this street after each storm 
and the result will probably be that 
the city will build a drain on Wilde 
road under the Retterment. Law.

Cnaffin Fund Aiding 

Fifteen Students 

First Annual Report Presented To 
Aldermen 


The first annual report of the trus- 
tees of the John C. Chaffin Educa- 
tional Fund has been presented to 
Mayor Weeks and the Aldermen of 
Newton. The report says in part: 

“The trustees of the John C. Chaffin 
Educational Fund have the honor to 
submit to you and to the Honorable 
Board their first report. 

"The trustees appointed by you or- 
ganized during the year and adopted 
a set of rules and regulations, a copy 
of which is attached hereto, in ac- 
cordance with Chapter 33 of the Re- 
vised Ordinances of 1929 of the city 
of Newton. They elected Leverett 
Saltonstall as chairman. Edwin O. 
ChildH as secretary and under the by- 
laws the City Treasurer. Francis New- 
ball, as treasurer of the board. The 
treasurer’s report as of December 31. 
1930, Is attached hereto. In addition 
to the amount of principal shown on 
tlie Treasurer's report the trustees 
are informed that they may expect to 
receive from the Trustees of the 
Chaffin Estate approximately $5,000 
more of principal. You will note that 
the treasurer’s report show's certain 
stocks held as investments. These 
are stocks that were turned over to 
the trustees by the former trustees 
of the Chaffin Estate and are not newr 
investments made by them. 

"After careful consideration the 
Trustees adopted Article 7 of the 
Rules and Regulations to cover the 
form in which the income of the fund 
should be loaned to beneficiaries. 
You will note that this article re- 
quires tlie assistance to be rendered 
in tlie form of loans which will bear 
interest at the rate of four percent 
from the date of the expected com- 
pletion of the course of study and 
that no loan or loans to any one bene- 
ficiary shall exceed one thousand dol- 
lars at any one time. Under the terms 
of tills article the trustees have as- 
sisted fifteen boys and girls who are 
graduates of the Newton High School. 
They are attending colleges as fol- 
lows:

Another Complication In Non-Resi- 
dent Employment 


Another complication to the muddle 
over the employment of non-Newton 
residents on the buildings being erect- 
ed by the City of Newton developed 
within the past week at the John W. 
Weeks junior high school at Newton 
Centre. The Boston Local of the Hod 
Carriers and Building Laborers Union 
delivered an ultimatum to Coan 
Brothers, who have the contract for 
the piaster work in the building, that 
unless all the pasterers. tenders and 
laborers employed there are mem- 
bers of the Boston Local, a general 
strike would be ordered. This local 
has jurisdiction on all union work on 
buildings erected in Newton east of 
Walnut street. The Waltham Local, 
of which most of the building laborers 
in this city are members, has jurisdic- 
tion west of Walnut street. 

Tlie Waltham Local has sent two 
delegates to the national headquar- 
ters of the Union at Chicago in an 
attempt to have all of Newton placed 
under its jurisdiction. In the mean- 
while the contractors are complying 
with the dictates of the Boston Local 
and Newton residents are out of luck 
in getting work as laborers on the 
new school. 

A conference was held last Satur- 
day morning in Mayor Weeks’ office 
between the Mayor. Building Commis- 
sioner Chadwick. Harold Young of the 
Mayor’s Unemployment Relief Com- 
mittee, and Mr. Coan. the contractor, 
on the plastering job at the John W. 
Weeks School. Mr. Coan informed the 
Newton officials that all of the plas- 
terers employed on the job. who are 
not Newton residents, are regular em- 
ployees of his firm, and it is essential 
to his interests that they be emploved 
on the Newton Centre job. He prom- 
ised that preference would he given 
Newton residents in the emploving 
of any other plasterers needed.

HUNNEWELL CLUB 


Tuesday night at City Hall a con- 
ference was held between Mayor 
Weeks, and those members of the 
Board of Aldermen who comprise the 
City Hall committee and the Public 
Buildings committee. Also present 
were Charles Collens architect of the 
proposed new buildings, and Cecil 
Chadwick. Buildings Commissioner. 

Detailed plans of the structure were 
shown which gave the Aldermen defi- 
nite ideas of the exterior appearance 
of the combined buildings, the iay-out 
of the various department headquar- 
ters in City Hall and the amount of 
space allotted to each. The plans for 
the Aldermanic Chamber, the Memori- 
al Hall, quarters for the several pa- 
triotic organizations and other fea- 
tures of the building group were ex- 
plained. The plans, as shown met 
with the unanimous approval of the 
Mayor and Aldermen and it was voted 
to accept them. 

The architects were instructed to 
complete the working plans. These 
will probably be ready in several 
weeks and then bids will be asked for 
on the structure. The buildings will 
be of Georgian type architecture in 
general, combined with pleasing clas- 
sic effects. A tower about 150 feet 
high will surmount the group and a 
toweret on the City Hall section of 
the structure will serve to embellish 
the roof outline. Red brick and stone 
will compose the exterior material of 
the buildings and they will be of strict- 
ly fireproof construction. Removable 
steel partitions will be largely used 
in dividing the department offices and 
other sub-divisions in City Hall. This 
will permit of changes in the interior 
arrangements to meet varying needs 
in coming years. 

The city obtained from the Legisla- 
ture the right to borrow $750,000 out- 
side th? debt limit to finance the build- 
ing of the City Hall and War Memo- 
rial. It is probable that about a quar- 
ter of a million more dollars will be 
required to complete the buildings, fur- 
nish them and landscape the large 
area of land in the “triangle." 


GETTING READY FOR BIG 
WATER PIPE 


A large crew of engineers from the 
Metropolitan District Commission has 
been making surveys the past week 
along Elm. Washington. Peabody. 
Pearl and the other streets in which 
the huge main will be laid to carry 
water from the gate-house at Weston 
to a connection at North Brighton. It 
is expected that bids for digging the 
big trench and laying the 60 inch pipes 
will be received next month and work 
will be well under way in June. Sev- 
eral months will be needed for the 
completion of the work and it is prob- 
able that traffic along Washington 
street, as well as on the other streets, 
will be seriously impeded while the 
big job is in progress.

MISSES THIRD TITLE 
BY NARROW MARGIN 

The Newton High school indoor 
trnck tenm missed its third big title 
of the year last Saturday by the nar- 
row margin of but two points and one 
quarter when Boston English High 
school athletes came through in the 
annual State Meet at the East Armory. 
Boston. The Hub school with 1994 
points successfully defended the title 
it won in 1930 with the Newton youths 
scoring 1 7% for second place. These 
two teams battled for supremacy right 
down to the last event with the other 
schools, figured as contenders before 
the meet, losing all hope as each event 
was concluded. Third place went to 
Lynn English with 11%. fourth to 
Brockton with 10. fifth to Brookline 
with 9 a 4 . sixth to Lynn Classical with 
9%. seventh Medford with 794. eighth 
Lawrence 6% and six other schools 
scored between 5% and 2% points 
each in the Class A division for the 
larger schools. Watertown High, with 
27% points, ontdistnneed its competi- 
tors in Class B to win the crown with- 
out question. Watertown won four 
first places to turn back the threats 
made by Arlington, second place win- 
ners with 15% points. 

The field events, concluded before 
the track events were started, pro- 
vided Newton with 5% points. Lynn 
Classical, with Niblock and Winer tak- 
ing first and second for eight points, 
went right out in the lend but failed 
to place in any other event but the re- 
lay and were out of the championship 
race in short order. Geniawicz of Lynn 
English took first in the shot put with 
a record breaking heave of 51 ft. 4% 
inches and Looney of the same team 
was one of the four in a tie for second 
in the high jump. This put Lynn Eng- 
lish in second at tills point with 6% 
points. But Lynn English later scored 
only in the dash and relay. With Var- 
ney of Brookline taking the high jump 
and Plotkin fourth in the broad jump 
the Wealthy Towners were right in 
the running. Newton scored in all 
three field events with Stanley John- 
son taking third in the broad jump. 
Jim Colligen third in the shot put and 
Captain Milton Green figuring in the 
quadruple tie for second in the high 
jump. Zait of Boston English, with a 
second in the shot put, garnered all of 
the Boston schools’s field event points. 
Colligen had beaten the champion’s 
weight man in previous meets this 
season and when the latter turned the 
tables it was costly to the orange and 
black. 

The first track event was the 300- 
yard run. three heats reducing the 
field to six finalists. A1 Mouser of 
Newton won the first heat over Doyle 
of Brookline with Good of Medford be- 
ing shut out and Woodman of Brock- 
ton took the second over Callahan of 
Boston English. Boyd of Lawrence, 
Littman of Brookline. Battles of Low- 
ell and Hersey of Medford were the 
outstanding runners in the third heat. 
On the second bank Littman fell carry- 
rying another runner with him and 
was out of it. Boyd got pocketed in 
the jam and failed to overtake Battles 
and Hersey on the final stretch to the 
tape. Liftman’s fall cost Brookline all 
hope of the title as he would have been 
right in there in the finals. The final 
of the 300-yard was one of the best 
races of the day. Battles took an early 
lead and held it almost to the tape 
Coming down the stretch Callahan of 
English took the outside of the track 
and Mouser cut in on the pole. Down 
the stretch the trio flashed with Cal- 
lahan being judged the winner. Battles 
second and Mouser third. It was so 
close that had it been called a triple 
deadlock there would hardly have been 
a murmur. 

The 600-yard run took two heats 
against time with the points being di- 
vided on this basis. Guzzi of Newton 
was in the first heat with Marvin of 
Boston English, Gore of Boston Latin 
and other lesser lights. Marvin and 
Gore staged a battle with the English 
runner winning. Gore second and Guzzi 
a close third. Marvin’s kick on the 
home stretch carried him through to 
a six yard margin. The second heat 
brought McCarthy of Brockton against 
Capt. Brigham of Brookline. McCar- 
thy went right to the front while Brig- 
ham got in a pocket. When Brigham 
finally fought his way through he could 
not overtake McCarthy. Marvin’s time 
proved to lie the best with McCarthy 
second. Gore third and Brigham fourth. 
The 600 was one of the two events in 
which Newton failed to score. 

Five trial heats in the dash and two 
semi-finals reduced t he field to four 
finalists ns only first and second place 
winners in t he semi-finals qualified. 
Walter Holmes of Newton, Arthur Jan- 
nell of Lynn English, Fairweather of 
Boston Commerce and Roberts of Law- 
rence were the quartet. Doug Sloane 
of Newton finished second to Junnell 
in Ills trial heat but was shut nut in 
the second semi-final by the same ath- 
lete. Fairweather and Woods of Boston 
English. In this semi-final Junnell set 
a new record of 5 3/5 seconds to re- 
place that of 5 7/10 seconds made by 
Hob Ewing of Newton in 1929.

ONE THING AND ANOTHER

One tiling about a discussion of 
play censorship is that It may be 
continued for hours and at the con- 
clusion both sides will find them- 
selves just where they were when they 
started. I refer, of course, to those 
who are intensely interested and pos- 
sess strong convictions from which 
they will not he swerved by argument, 
it may serve as u warning to those 
who have never given much thought 
to the subject when I Huy that once 
you get into it you will find many 
things to engross your attention. 

Tile differences in views are as wide 
as people’s taste in plays and that 
spreads itself over a large area. I 
listened to a public hearing at which 
an effort was being made to amend 
the existing statutes in Massachusetts 
.which give local authorities the power 
to prohibit stage presentations. The 
ndvrtcates of a change sought to point 
out that the Mayor of a city (they re- 
ferred in particular to Boston), was 
given too much power in that he could 
order a theatrical presentation stopped 
if he thought it unfit for citizens to 
witness. These people contended that 
if (here was anything obnoxious in a 
performance there could be criminal 
prosecution by the District Attorney. 
What they were aiming at was the 
custom in Boston of having the chief 
licensing clerk of the city view a the- 
atrical performance and if lie thinks 
it improper to so recommend to the 
Mayor for action. 

The reply to these arguments was 
equally intensive but with no sugges- 
tion of compromise. City officials said 
that there were plays produced in New 
York which should never he put on 
the stage in Boston. They said that 
Boston was better off witli the present 
form of censorship in that it served as 
a protection to the public morals. 

There you have it. Botli sides are 
equally emphatic and sincere and who, 
then, shall say which is right and 
which is wrong. 

I shall not attempt to sit in judg- 
ment, although I have my own views. 
For my own part I am of the opinion 
that there are theatrical producers 
who exploit for financial gain stage 
performances that are not suitable for 
audiences of decent minded people. 
These unscrupulous managers must 
he curbed and the law is the only way. 
To distinguish between proper and im- 
poper plays and high-minded and low- 
minded managers is the perplexing 
feature. If any mistakes are made they 
might as well be in favor of plays that 
are harmless and against those con- 
cerning which there is grave question. 


Before we drop the matter of plays 
l should like the privilege of recording 
some impressions that have come to 
me after reviewing scores and scores 
of plays in hook form. Those who do 
not read plays but who witness stage 
productions, professional and amateur, 
and wonder at what thev see mav get 
some ideas from my modest efforts. At 
least that is my intention and nothing, 
more. 

The ereneral run of plavs, I find, nor- 
trav slices of everyday life, including 
disagreeable things that people do and 
say. They appear to follow oloselv the 
so-called naturalistic methods, empha- 
sMinr plain speech or talk that mav 
offend many people. The criticism 
that such and such a piny Appeared 
"interesting. although somewhat 
coarse in places.” is answered by the 
statement that those are the kind of 
nlays that are written nowadays. In 
a sense that is true. For some reason 
of other the playwrights think that to 
make their plavs artistic successes 
thev should omit nothinir. If the chief 
character indnleres in nrofanitv there 
Is pleptv of it sprinkled in the text 
In order that the characterization mav 
prove accurate. Tf subieots aje dis- 
cnq«ed that make the more conserva- 
tive members of the audience shudder 
the explanation Is offered that "It Is 
true to life.” 

The nlays todav are not those of 25 
venrs aeo. What was considered dar- 
ing a veneration hack is ns mild ns a 
radio bedtime story. Plavs today are 
nhotovrnnhie and the neiratfves are 
not nlwavs nleasinv. I have read 
rtinvq that were rated as Al. others 
which failed nfter a short run and a 
number that were written with little 
hnr*o of nrodcntatlon exrent before a 
limited number. The aim of these au- 
thors seems to he the same. Thev 
rnnst opt hefore von peonle tlieV 
And them and nut them into situations 
such *»s people find themselves con- 
fronted with In tills period of the 
twentieth centurv. 

This. I believe, we should hear in 
mind in looking at the stage today. 
The style of play that a decade or 
more ago was popular has been 
shelved. They are not writing ro- 
mances with the happy ending. Such 
things are left to the “talkies.” You 
vourself must have seen how the 
"talkies” make over the endings of 
staee plays, delete a lot of dialogue 
which to use a slang phrase is often 
"rough,” and in other ways change 
things. I offer this, not as argument 
or criticism, but merely to show you 
that the 1931 school of playwriting has 
a different set of ideals and If von 
go to see professional or amnteur 
*tugp productions that represent the 
theatre of today you must he pre- 
pared for anything. 

Humun beings so like to call atten- 
tion lo the proverbial "perversity of 
inanimate tilings" and to illustrate 
their remarks with the example of the 
slice of bread which always falls but* 
terside down when it slips from one’s 
grasp and lands on the table cover. 
Maybe theyre right, but just to lie 
different, let’s dwell for a moment on 
the perversity of human beings in 
their treatment of inanimate tilings. 
That will he different, won’t it? 

For Instance, there wus an amateur 
photographer who offered to show 
me u new type of plate-holder which 
lie was using. Of course, 1 know lit- 
tle about picture-making, hut my 
knowledge is sufficiently broad to per- 
mit me to realise that the admission 
of light to a photographie plate he- 
fore it is developed will ruin the 
negative. Despite my realization of 
that fuel and the warning of the pho- 
tographer to which 1 paid only a lit- 
tle attention, I did pull out the for- 


hidden slide and thereby bounced 
about 10.000,000 rays of bright sunlight 
off the plate and rendered it absolute- 
ly useless forever after. 

My contrition knew no bounds. I 
was abject, i confessed to being an 
utter idiot. I was so frightfully 
stricken with remorse than I even 
offered to pay for the damage I had 
caused, and believe me, that’s being 
somewhat remorseful. 

Much to my surprise, and relief as 
well, the picture taker, just laughed. 

"Don’t let that worry you,’ he said. 
"Nine people out of every ten would 
have done the same thing, even a fel- 
low who is in the photographic bus- 
iness and knows better. Folks just 
seem to have a knack of doing the 
wrong thing at the right time to do the 
most damage. I was pretty sure you’d 
pull the slide out. Anyone would." 

You can call it a predisposition to 
perversity or just plain "cussedness," 
but the photographer was right and I 
can think of a lot of cases to prove it. 
I’m sure that you can remember count- 
less examples of the unhappy faculty, 
too, so I’ll make a bargain with you. 

I won’t bore you with the ones I 
can recall if you will promise not to 
write in and tell me about any you 
know about. 

The world is full of them. 


It is interesting to note the number 
of people who have discussed the sus- 
pension of further publication by the 
New York World. Many of them were 
not regular readers, I am sure, and I 
doubt if they often saw a copy. But 
like the passing of mortals the final 
chapter receives the greatest atten- 
tion. It is seldom that a metropolitan 
daily newspaper of universal reputa- 
tion shuts down its presses for good. 
Therefore, it is a fitting subject of 
discourse. Inside newspaper circles it 
naturally received more attention. Pos- 
sibly it surprised outsiders because 
they believed the World to be an in- 
stitution that would stand for ages. 

A great deal has been said in praise 
of the paper. As Boston correspond- 
ent for ten years or more I was famil- 
iar with some of the workings of this 
gigantic journalistic enterprise, hut 
having found it necessary to give up 
my association some five years ago I 
was not as well informed as I might 
have been of recent conditions. Aside 
from personal reference there is little 
question, but the World had a dis- 
tinct place in the newspaper field. It 
had a large number of admirers. Also 
there were many peoplp who did not 
hesitate to take issue with its editorial 
nolicv. The latter was at least dis- 
tinctive. which is a creditable charac- 
teristic. 

I heard a well known man declare 
that the World was too violent in its 
dislikes, too hitter in its cartoons. He 
said that the cartoonists, as well as 
the editorial writers went far beyond 
the limit of fairness in assailing those 
who believe in prohibition. My rec- 
ollection is that the World did not 
spare those of whom it was critical, 
particularly "dry” speakers and work- 
ers. The newspaper that is fair wins 
respect as well as circulation and that 
may be one reason the World failed. 

In all the discussion about the pa- 
per there Is one story which I think 
worth repeating. Unfortunately I don’t 
know If it is true, but that need not 
prevent a laugh, if you are so in- 
clined. The yarn is of reporter who 
hnd been assigned, with a telegrapher, 
to send a story from an athletic event. 
This renorter was on edge, as were 
nil on the paper, because he did not 
know wTTether the paper was coing to 
print the following morning. It might 
“blow nn" that nieht as far as he 
knew. It Is said that he was urged 
bv the telegrapher to send in a storv 
nnvwnv and that he did. addressing it. 
"To the New Y'ork World IF ANY.” 

With your kind permission. T would 
like to take up the subject of "set- 
backs." T do not mean reverses of 
fortune, which are often too serious 
and complicated for the ordinnrv 
mind, let alone one that Is below par. 
The “setbacks” I refer to are conduct- 
ed bv the Boston Elevated whose em- 
ployes so describe the operation of 
running a car from the Watertown 
enrbnrn to meet an incoming car for 
the nurnose of ebaneiner crews. The 
occasion of a "setback” is the tardi- 
ness of the outward hound car The 
latter, snnnosed to reach the Water- 
town oar barn at a certain ho»r, finds 
Itself ernwltno- through Brighton or 
somewhere tn Vewton this side of OnV 
snnnre. Another car roes crailv out 
to meet It and when it does motornien 
and conductor move from one car to 
the other. The crew that was coming 
out from Boston grabs the Boston- 
heund car and returns to Park street 
snbwnv. while flm other crew "nicks 
ii n the outward hound car and con- 
ve’-s It safelv to Watertown. 

The nrnoess spams stmnle hut nn- 
nsrentpr q InrUs uniformity. No mat. 
ter where the two cars meet the ex- 
ehnnee of crews faltes nlaee there and 
then it nw ho nnvwhere on the line 
pvoont In Nonantnm «mmre for the 
noBee after having been driven to 
dosnnrafion heeause of traffic coimes. 
Hen at that point, have forbidden "set- 
back" exchanges in the snuaro. 

Frequently I have witnessed one of 
these exchanges. Most every time the 
conductors pause to do some book- 
keeping while tin* motornien indulge 
in conversation. I have an idea they 
may ho congratulating each other on 
having made the trip without accident. 
That thought occurs to me because of 
tile condition of these center-door cars 
which. I understand, were imported 
from East Boston where they gave the 
people a long a ml honorable service. 

Newton’s concern in tills matter 
seems to me vital and I speak of it 
not 111 a matter of jest. Why. the oth- 
er morning there were three three- 
train car outward hound mid one in- 
ward hound stalled between the corner 
of Park and Washington streets amt 
Park ami Tremont streets. Ten ears 
in all blocked for several minutes. 
That is not a common sight, either 
ami it chilled my old bones to the mar- 
row when l thought. "Wlmt if some 
fast-moving automobile turned the cor- 
ner at this moment, or what If there 
should he a lire alarm nearby?” 


POLICE NEWS 


Richard Howard of 225 Chapel 
street. Nonantnm, was found not 
guilty In the Newton court on Wednes- 
day on the charge of driving an au- 
tomobile while under the influence of 
liquor. Howard was arrested on the 
evening of February 25th by Patrol- 
men Feeley and Jenkins who testified 
that he was drunk. Lieut. Veducclo 
testified that while he had detected 
the odor of liquor from Howard’s 
breath when he booked him at police 
headquarters on the night of the ar- 
rest. the man did not stagger. On the 
strength of the lieutenant’s testimony, 
Judge Frost of Brighton, who pre- 
sided, found Howard not guilty on 
both the drunkenness charge and the 
charge of driving while under the in- 
fluence of liquor.

Curran of the 
Melrose police came to Newton and 
guve the adventurers automobile 
transportation back to their homes.

11, of 
52 Bennington street with an air rifle. 
According to the complaint young Kit- 
tredge fired three shots at the younger 
boy. bruising the latter’s hand. Judge 
Frost of Brighton who presided at the 
session, placed Kittredge on probation 
for a year.

Watertown and Frederic O’Donnell of 
Main street, Watertown were in the 
Newton court last Friday charged 
with passing worthless checks. The 
former was given a suspended sen- 
tence to the Shirley Industrial School 
and tile latter was given a suspended 
sentence of three months to the House 
of Correction. Each was ordered to 
make restitution of $16.40. the amount 
obtained on each of the checks.

West Newton was in the Newton 
court last Friday charged with ma- 
licious destruction of property.

Tills sidewalk had not been 
cleaned of snow, and had become icy. 
A similar claim was that of Michael 
McDonald in behalf of his wife, who 
fell on an icy sidewalk on Union street, 
in the business section at ‘Newton 
Centre. These claims were rejected 
because the city is not liable when per- 
sons fall on icy sidewalks. 

Aldermen Temperley and Powers 
called attention to the fact that there 
is a city ordinance which compels 
owners or tenants of property to clean 
adjoining sidewalks of snow within 24 
hours at ter the end of a storm. These 
two aldermen asserted that if this or- 
dinance were enforced by the police 
fewer residents of Newton would re- 
ceive injuries by falling on sidewalks. 

Alderman Grebenstein told Alder- 
man Temperley that inasmuch as Lin- 
coln street is in his ward, he should 
take the matter up with the Chief of 
Police. Mr. Temperley answered that 
this is an executive matter and should 
receive the attention of the Mayor. 

The c laim of Dr. Vaughan was for 
$430 damages to his car caused when 
he was driving it across the abandoned 
car tracks near the corner of Com- 
monwealth avenue and Washington 
Street while the latter street was be- 
ing resurfaced last September. The 
car went into a hole which caused it 
to strike the rails. The Claims Com- 
mittee. on advice of the City Solicitor, 
decided that the city is not liable. 
George F. Shadwell asked damages 
from the city because his car skidded 
on the icy surface of Beacon street 
near the Newton Hospital on January 
10th and collided with the tratlfc sign 
at the corner of Beacon and Washing- 
ton streets. The committee reported 
that the city is not liable and the 
fact that Mr. Shad well’s car traveled 
a considerable distance down the grade 
on Beacon street, before it hit the sig- 
nal. indicated it was travelling too 
fast under the prevailing conditions. 
Dr. Wilkinson’s car Hit a horse-drawn 
snowplow which pulled across Beacon 
street in front of him on the night of 
January 29. The committee reported 
that the liability, if any, was cm the 
part of the automobile driver and lie 
was fortunate that more serious re- 
sults did not occur. 

The Thomas D a 1 b y Company 
claimed damages because coal stored 
on its premises was washed away af- 
ter a rain storm. The company con- 
tended that the construction of the 
conduit through Boyd Park caused a 
greater volume of water to flow by Its 
premises. The committee repudiated 
Mils contention and Mr. Grebenstein 
commented that it was unreasonable 
to claim that the construction of a 
conduit through the park would* cause 
more water to come down Laundry 
Brook. 

On the recommendation of the 
Claims and Rules Committee the 
Board voted “leave to withdraw” on 
t he following petitions:

prise on this land would prevent its 
future use for residences of the pro- 
posed type. 

Lewis & Valentine, through a repre- 
sentative. wanted to establish a branch 
of their landscaping business (which 
the petitioners claimed would not be 
a business) at 1266 Commonwealth 
avenue, opposite Prince street. The 
person seeking this privilege 
pressed a willingness to cede laud to 
widen the curve on Commonwealth 
avenue at this point. Members of the 
Claims Committee opposed the propo- 
sition because it would bring business 
into a high class residential section — 
and the land in question is not owned 
by the petitioners, so could not be 
given to the city by them. 

Mayor Weeks' appointment of Os- 
car S. Reecl as an assistant assessor 
was confirmed by the Board. 

Francis V. Terry, as attorney for 
the Commonwealth Manufacturing 
Company opposed the laying of a sew- 
er and drain on Chapel street from 
California street southerly 280 feet. 
He stated his client would be put to 
expense without benefiting and that 
the houses being constructed on 
Chapel street could be taken care of 
by private sewers. Alderman Powers 
inquired of Mr. Terry as to the identity 
of the Commonwealth Manufacturing 
Company, and was informed that it 
is a subsidiary of t he John Dunn Chair 
Mfg. Company. He also asked Mr. 
Terry if he meant by “private sewers” 
that the sewage from the new houses 
would be disposed of in cesspools.

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BOOMERANGS 

Up on Beacon Hill considerable thought and discussion 
is being given to the question of State finances, unemploy- 
ment and taxation. We believe that unemployment is. a 
situation that can and should be handled locally by the cities 
and towns throughout the state as far as possible.

NOT NEWS 

The Weather Bureau states that a thunderstorm in March 
is not news because the records show that the average is one 
such storm for this month. A thunderstorm in October, De- 
cember and January is news because these are the only 
months in which the average drops below one. Last Sunday s 
storm, with the suddenness of the thunder and lightning, was 
news. Although lightning bolts struck in two places in New- 
ton, fortunately the damage was slight. Without much doubt 
the driving rain did far more damage to ceilings, walls and 
cellars than did the lightning. 


THE GASOLINE TAX 

The Automobile Legal Association has taken the rightful 
action in planning to give the voters of the State the oppor- 
tunity to vote on the increased gasoline tax in the form ol 
a referendum. The Legislature should not declare this an 
emergency law. Such action would make the tax effective 
at once in which case the automobilists of the State would 
have paid on a one cent tax alone approximately ten millions 
before having the chance to voice their opinion. The refer- 
endum cannot be placed on the ballot until the 1032 election.

Facts c^bout Newton 


AN INTERESTING MAP OF OLD 
NEWTON 


A Distinguishing Feature of the 
Waban Library 

In the Waban Branch Library there 
is a Mural Map of Newton which is 
of great interest to residents in all 
Parts of the city. The artist, Mr. Rich- 
mond K. Fletcher of Annawan road 
has made the basis of his design an 
engineer’s map showing the rouds and 
villages as they were in 1700. The sur- 
veys were made by Elijah Woodward 
and William F. Ward in 1831, and the 
drawing, by Francis JackHon was pub- 
lished in 1854 as a supplement to a 
history of this city. Upon these old 
thoroughfares and settlements he has 
superimposed six of the principal 
streets us they are toduy — Common- 
wealth ave.. Beacon. Boylston. Chest- 
nut, Walnut and Centre streets. 

Mr. Fletcher consulted many old his- 
tories and lie lias assembled dates and 
locations of buildings as thev were 
before 1700. There is the old Ham- 
mond house of 1050 near Hammond’s 
Pond in Chestnut Hill; the Thomas 
Wlswull house Imilt in Newton Center 
in 1054, and the locution of Walmn 
Hill where John Eliot preached to the 
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Indians. The first settlement in New- 
ton was in 1639. the first meeting 
house in 1600, the first sawmill at Up- 
per Falls in 1688. and the first school, 
built in 1700. 

The decorative value of the Charles 
River which surrounds Newton is very 
marked. It almost defines t lie boun- 
daries of the city. There are two ex- 
ceptions. one near Auhurndule where 
the Waltham city line is on the New- 
ton side of the river, and t lie other in 
Nonantum where there are ancient 
Weir Rights which still belong to Wa- 
tertown. 

Aside from its historical interest 
| he map lias greut artistic heuuty. It 
is done in water colors on paper, and 
in its location over the fireplace, at- 
tracts the oye as soon as one enters 
tile library. It Is a difficult matter to 
mount a mural painting, hut this was 
done vi rj ucoi fullj by Mr. John 
Perry of Lewis Perry Sons Co. who 
mounted the Sargent Murals in the 
Boston Museum of Fine Arts and oth- 
ers in the Widener Library at Hur- 
vu rd. 

Tills map is a work or urt of high 
merit It adds distinction to the Wa- 
ban Library which was presented to 
litis city by tite pimple of Wuhan a 
year ago. It will prove instructive 
to any resident of Newton who is in- 
terested in tin* early settlement of the 
city. A trip to Wuhan to see this 
map and the Llbrury is well worth 
while. 
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UNDER THE GILDED DOME 

The Newton Representatives, 
Messrs. Baker. Luitwieler and Thomp- 
son were reeordtnl among the “dry” 
votes when the House last Tuesday 
passed two “wet" measures. A hill 
that the Senate had rejected and 
which provides that within the limits 
of the State a beverage shall not he 
regarded as intoxicating unless it 
contains ns much ns 4 Mi percent al- 
cohol was substituted for an adverse 
committee report. 117 to 109. The 
Newton House members, with the ex- 
ception of Speaker Saltonstall who did 
not vote, were recorded against sub- 
stitution. 

They took the same stand when the 
House, by rollcall. 165 to 62. substi- 
tuted for an adverse committee report 
a hill that Congress he memorialized 
to commence action to end Nationnl 
control of the liquor traffic and to re- 
store to the States the power to regu- 
late the manufacture and snle of in- 
toxicating liquor. 

The Senate also made a “wet” ges- 
ture last Tuesday when by a rising 
vote of 22 to 6 it adopted a resolution 
mnking application to Congress to call 
In the different States constitutional 
conventions to amend or repeal the 
18th amendment, or itself propose 
such on amendment. What the out- 
come of this action in the two branch- 
es will be Is a matter of speculation, 
but it is doubtful if anything Is ac- 
complished as far as disturbing the Na- 
tional Prohibition law is concerned. 
Tile beer bill has already been 

described by those who are in a po- 
sition to know as having no effect since 
it is purely a State measure and con- 
flicts with the National law. Those 
who voted to substitute it probably 
enjoyed that opportunity but if they 
derive any further benefit from their 
voting it will be indeed surprising. As 
far as the two other measures are 
concerned they are memorials to Con- 
gress and such memorials passed by 
Stnte Legislatures have in the past 
received little or no attention when 
they reached Washington. Further- 
more. Congress has adjourned so 
nothing can be done on these meas- 
ures for a long time. 

Several of the committees have con- 
cluded public hearings on the hills 
before them and reported on the vari- 
ous measures. This has been an ex- 
ceptionally busy week for executive 
sessions which means the final con- 
sideration of matters referred to com- 
mittees. The number of public hear- 
ings are becoming fewer and only a 
comparatively small group of bills re- 
main to he heard. 

Representative Thompson is a mem- 
ber of the special committee on redis- 
tricting Congressional districts. The 
main committee has appointed a suh- 
committee of seven t<> obtain data 
necessary for the committee’s work of 
making the State over into 15 Con- 
gressional district instead of 16 as at 
present. There are 22 Republicans 
and 10 Democruts on the committee. 
Although some Democrats sought to 
criticise Speaker Saltonstall. the lat- 
ter’s explanation of his course in the 
appointment of House members of the 
special committee was so convincing 
that the Speaker’s critics accom- 
plished nothing. 

The first veto of Governor Ely was 
submitted last week when he re- 
turned without his approval a hill 
which would have given the State 
Department of Public Safety authori- 
ty to impose fines on cities and towns 
which failed to carry out its orders 
and regulations. The Governor point- 
ed out that he did not approve of 
the giving of such power to a State 
department. The House members, 
with three exceptions, agreed with 
him and the veto was sustained in 
the lower branch, 214 to 3. 

Representative Luitwieler. House 
chairman of the Committee on State 
Administration, is a dissenter from 
the committee’s favorable report on a 
hill to establish a State commission 
for registering barbers and supervis- 
ing the barbering business. The hill 
has been referred to the Committee 
on Ways and Means. 

Without division or debate the Sen- 
ate on Tuesday refused to order to a 
third reading the bill reported by the 
Committee on Public Health provid- 
ing for the compulsory vaccination of 
pupils attending private schools, 
j Just at present it is not possible tc 
state what the Legislature will de- 
cide to do in the matter of increasing 
the gasoline tux. Developments oc- 
cur practically every day and thus 
change the situation. Until a final 
vote is taken the taxpupers, car own- 
ers and others may continue their 
speculation as to form of the legis- 
lation. 

History was made Tuesday night 
when Governo'* Ely spoke through a 
microphone in the Governor’s private 
office. The radio apparatus was in- 
stalled some weeks ago for the pur- 
pose of allowing the Governor to 
broadcast direct from the stute 
House. This occasion was the first 
time lie used it. 

A favorable report bus been made 
by the Committee on Stute Adminis- 
tration on the hill to provide for the 
establishment of a Division of Parks 
in the Stute Department of Conser- 
vation. This legislation was among 
the recommendations of a special com- 
mission created l»Ht year to Htudy the 
future policy of the State in relutinn 
to the acquisition of parks and reser- 
vations for recreational and other 
purposes und the maintenance of wild 
life sanctuaries. 

A fitting memorial to Gen. Clareuce 
R. Edwards seems assured. Legis- 
lation providing for the appointment 
of a special commission to report 
plans for such a memorial has re- 
ceived unanimous and enthusiastic 
endorsement. 

Senator Hollis said some pretty 
critical things at a hearing before 
the Committee on Municipal Finance 
when then* was lieurd by the com- 
mittee a hill of Mayor Curley for au- 
thority to borrow money to improve 
the airport in East Boston. Senator 
Hollis characterized as “outrageous” 
the c-ity’s system of permitting com- 
mercial airplane companies the use of 
the facilities of the port with com- 
paratively little or no charges.

ABOUT TOWN

General Pershing’s story of the 
World War. which Is appearing in the 
Boston Globe, contains very frank ac- 
counts of the differences he had with 
the leaders of this country’s allies in 
the big war. This candor on the part 
of General Pershing does not surprise 
those who had opportunity to hear 
him voice his views while he was in 
command overseas. Early in March. 
1919, General Pershing made a tour 
of Luxemburg and the Rhineland to 
inspect the divisions composing the 
Army of Occupation. At that time 
the writer was in Tridr and was pres- 
ent at the Maximime Barracks when 
General Pershing reviewed and in- 
spected the 354th Infantry, one of the 
units of the S9th Division. Following 
the review the regiment gathered about 
a platform which had been erected, 
and the General spoke freely about 
the ingratitude manifested by some 
of our allies following the Armistice. 
He stated that these allies were as- 
serting that the war would have been 
won without America’s assistance and 
he told his listeners not to stand for 
any such criticism if they should 
hear it. 

He complimented the men of the 
354th Infantry on the showing they 
had made in the review, and asserted 
the regiment to be the best appearing 
outfit he had inspected in the A. E. F. 
Whereupon one cynical individual, 
whose name we shall not mention, re- 
marked to the party standing next to 
him: "Listen to the bologna.” But, 
when, n couple of months later. Colo- 
nel Babcock of the 354th Infantry was 
selected by General Pershing to com- 
mand the Provisional Regiment which 
represented the United States in the 
triumphal parades at Paris, Brussels 
and London, we realized that General 
Pershing was sincere when he paid 
the high compliment to the 354th In- 
fantry at Trier. The Provisional Regi- 
ment was composed of picked officers 
and men selected from all the infantry 
regiments of the nine divisions which 
were included in the Army of Occupa- 
tion. 


Persons residing in the vicinity of 
Nonantum square are thinking of or- 
ganizing a society for the suppression 
of noises. Anyone who can sleep 
soundly in that section nights must 
he tired. To start with— the rattle- 
trap cars sent from East Boston last 
year for service on the Newton- 
Brighton line make such a racket that 
they not only disturb sleepers at night, 
hut prevent persons in offices about 
Nonantum square from being able to 
properly perform their work daytimes. 
It is said that some of these cars are 
in such poor repair that motormen are 
nervous operating them. Newton’s 
members of the Elevated trustees, 
Messrs. Harriman and Whiting, might 
well investigate the condition or these 
cars. Other sources of unnecessary 
noise at Nonantum square are some 
of the busses of the Middlesex & Bos- 
ton. When these big vehicles start 
out from the square, the motor muf- 
flers on them seem only to partly func- 
tion. and a machine gun racket is the 
result. Taxi drivers who seek passen- 
gers at Nonantum, square during late 
night hours indulge in too noisy solici- 
tation of trade. All these types of 
noises are annoying to people residing 
near the square and should be stopped. 

The $2 Inis fares between Boston 
and New York will not be taken ad- 
vantage of by persons who value their 
lives. It costs at least 30 cents per 
mile to run a big bus, so when any 
bus company will carry a passenger 
between Boston and New York for 
|2. this company is tuking a consider- 
able loss on every trip. This means 
that the buses cannot he kept in 
proper repair. Neither can proper 
wages and working conditions he ac- 
corded to the men operating the buses, 
which will result in unsafe driving. 
If persons who desire to travel be- 
tween the big cities for little money 
want to risk their lives, that is their 
privilege. But. as the big buses travel 
at express-train speed over trunk- 
line public highways, they should not 
lie allowed to he operated under con- 
ditions that will further menace the 
safety of the general public who must 
use these highways. 


David Cudinau of Richardson street 
has been feeding a number of furred 
and feathered friends tills winter. In- 
cluded among Dave’s regular guests 
are five gray squirrels, two red squir- 
rels and nine pheasants. The feeding 
place is not on Richardson street. 


A dangerous traffic point in this 
city is the intersection of Beucon 
and Sumner streets and Langley 
road at Newton Centre. Formerly a 
traffic policeman was stationed at this 
point. Recently lie was succeeded by 
an automatic traffic signal. Simultan- 
eously with the installation of the 
traffic signal parking lines were 
changed so that cars are allowed to 
be parked on the curve on Beacon 
street at the east corner of Stunner 
street. Parking on this curve ob- 
structs the vision of autoists coming 
west on Beacon street, especially 
those who are to muke a right turn 
onto Sunnier street. It is in violation 
of the Traffic Regulation of the City 
of Newton which states — “A driver 
shall not permit a vehicle to stop or 
stund when a rounded curbstone 
marks the corner, within 10 feet 
where the curve of the curbstone be- 
gins. Prior to the installation of the 
automatic traffic signal, automobiles 
were not allowed to park on IIiIh 
curve.

AUTOMOBILISTS WILL CONTEST 
GASOLINE TAX 


While the automobilists of Massa- 
chusetts might have been willing to 
pay tin additional tux of one cent on 
gasoline for one year, amounting to 
approximately $5,500,000. as their con- 
tribution to t lie restoration of normal 
conditions, the subsequent proposal to 
levy sucl) a tax for the next four 
years, which would amount to approxi- 
mately $22,500,000, roused them to pro- 
test against such a levy as uncalled 
for and which plainly indicates to 
them that the proposed increase was 
not for the purpose of relieving a tem- 
porary situation as alleged by its pro- 
ponents. 

Tiie present suggestion by the Mass- 
achusetts Tax Association that this 
tax lie* raised two cents, or about 
$11,000,000 annually, has so thorough- 
ly roused the automobilists of Massa- 
chusetts that they now propose to 
fight any raise whatever. 

The Automobile Legal Association 
and other organizations will see to it 
that the voters of the State shall have 
the opportunity of voting on this ef- 
fort to saddle upon them an outlay of 
$11,000,000 annually to support a 
doubtful plan of expansion calculated 
to relieve a small class of unemployed, 
a large percentage of whom are aliens.

Letters To The Editor 


To the Editor of The Graphic: 

A few days ago I noticed in tlie Bos- 
ton papers that the City Government 
had changed tlie names of several 
streets in the effort for simplification. 
It occurred to me that now Newton is 
growing to be a homogenous city that 
tlie villages designations do not count 
so much as formerly. Strangers com- 
ing here often find themselves looking 
for a street name in one part of New- 
ton w'hen the one they desire is a mile 
or two away. 

If one will tuke the list of streets 
as given in the directory a quick 
glance will show the duplication of 
names; for instance a few in tlie list 
are : — 

2 Adams Streets 
2 Alden Streets 
2 Allen Avenues 
2 Central Streets 
2 Charles Streets 
2 Cook Streets 
2 Crescent Streets 
2 Devon Roads 
2 Lake Avenues 
2 North Streets. 

The list might ho continued and also 
enlarged by the sumo name being 
called an avenue in one section and 
a street or place in another. It is quite 
confusing many times and possibly 
time will correct tills record of vil- 
lage life. It is the rule now of the 
planning board and the city engineer 
to accept no name for a new street 
that is in any way a duplication of ex- 
isting street names. 

Many of tlie errors could lie elimi- 
nated by careful study of tlie location, 
dropping those that did not have a 
priority right and giving new names. 
Possibly several numes could lie com- 
bined into one long street, provided 
they would make a continuous street. 
II possibly will make u little confusion 
for a time, if this were done, in the 
postal delivery hut with tlieir records 
or tlie cftfcnge it seems that in time 
tlie betterment would lie apparent to 
many. I wonder if it is worth trying 
to rectify gradually?

The "Pennsylvania,” with 
I lie familiar features of George Wash- 
ington, and the “Eagle,” of patriotic 
suggestion, both of the “summer and 
winter” varieties, were owned by 
Mrs. J. P. Holmes and Mrs. A. S. 

In the “memory” quilt, 
where each block reminded of a 
friend, was a wealth of sentiment and 
suggestion. In the pewter collection, 
presided over by Mrs. Charles R.

She at last sees things in their 
true light and the Anal curtain falls 
on the scene of Irene at the door of 
Stuart’s room, waiting for a reconcilia- 
tion with him. when he shall appear 
after a much-needed sleep. Uncle John 
quite relieved at the turn of affairs, 
stands in the background and both lie 
and the audience feel that. "All’s Well 
That Ends Well.” 

Tlie entire cast was a well balanced 
and carefully selected group.

Woman's Club of Newton Highlands 


Tlie Woman’s Club of Newton 
Highlands held a regular meeting on 
Tuesday. March 3. in the Parish House 
of the Congregational Church, with 
the president, Mrs. Harry P. Forte, 
presiding. Mrs. Charles A. Thompson, 
corresponding secretary, read many 
important notices. It was announced 
that the luncheon preceding the An- 
nual Meeting would he held in the 
Congregational Parish House instead 
oi ;ii ;i near-by Country Club as pre- 
viously planned. 

Mrs. Edmond A. Dusossoit, chair- 
man of the Garden and Conservation 
Unit, introduced as speaker of the 
day Mr. William N. Craig, who ad- 
dressed the Club on “Helpful Hints 
for Garden Lovers.” Mr. Craig’s many 
friends in Newton Highlands are ap- 
preciative of their good fortune in se- 
curing his advice at this time, before 
planting is done, as so much of the 
success of the garden depends on the 
preparation and treatment of the soil. 
His timely hints will he of untold 
value. One note of warning which he 
sounded at the beginning of the lec- 
ture was not to uncover the tulips too 
early: and another was that in pro- 
tecting plants during the winter, it is 
wise to cover late in the Fall and un- 
cover late in the Spring. A common 
error of amateurs. Mr. Craig said, is to 
think they must wait until the ground 
is warm to do their planting. Much of 
it can he done very early. Every phase 
of gardening was touched upon brief- 
fly and clearly, giving encouragement 
to the experienced and inspiration to 
the beginner. As good things to have 
in the garden. Mr. Craig suggested 
larkspurs, delphiniums, peonies, irises, 
bell flowers and lilies. Madonna. Re- 
gal and Sulphur lilies were especially 
recommended as being easily grown, 
and an asset to the beauty of any gar 
den. The many questions asked of 
Mr. Craig at the close of his talk dem 
onstrated the deep interest witli which 
his audience had followed him. and 
their appreciation of the help they had 
received in solving many garden prob- 
lems. 

Tlie Workshop of the Woman’s Club 
of Newton Highlands was well filled 
on Wednesday. March 4. in spite of 
the stormy weather, when Miss Marion 
Vaughan addressed the gathering on 
"Tlie Task of Growing Up.” This was 
tin* third of a series of lectures on 
Child Psychology. The attendance has 
been most gratifying to the American 
Home committee and to the Education 
committee, who have arranged the 
programs jointly. Tea was served by 
the Education committee at the con- 
clusion of the afternoon. Miss 
Vaughan has had experience as a Chau- 
tauqua plav-leader. as a high school 
teacher, and as a social worker, and is 
at present financial secretary of the 
New England Home for Little Wan- 
derers. 

In her talk Miss Vaughan declared 
that although many children of the 
present day have far more material 
things than children of the past and 
might he expected to be happier on 
that account, yet they have come to 
a very complicated world, and have 
problems to face in growing up which 
were unknown to the preceding gener- 
ation. "The education or wealth or 
good intentions of parents are no guar- 
antee of successful parenthood." she 
said. "The Little Wanderers’ Home 
not only cares for the type of child 
whose family is broken up. but It also 
accepts children for study of person- 
ality problems when they have par- 
ents who are baffled by a child’s be- 
havior difficulties.” 

The first step toward helping a boy 
or girl is to give them a thorough phy- 
sical examination, as some unsuspect- 
ed visual or hearing defect or niulnu- 

ition. or some glandular imbalance, 
may lie discovered as a contributing 
huso to that child’s difficulty in get- 
ting along happily In the world. The 
psychologist in studying a child’s men- 
tal capacity may find that he has su- 
perior talents, but has not been stim- 
ulated enough in the home, school, or 
community which may lie the cause of 
his developing poor habits of concen- 
tration or getting into difficulties 
which use up his undirected energies. 

it may he discovered that a child 
may have behavior problems or devel- 
op a sense of Inferiority because too 
much has been expected of him for 
ids limited Intelligence. “Behavior 
hist doesn’t happen, — It has a cause." 
declared Miss Vaughun "A little gill 
with temper tantrums, or a four-year- 
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old boy with finicky food habits: or 
a child with excessive fears: the boys 
and girls who lie and steal or run 
away: all these can be scientifically 
studied and treated so that the normal 
child may be reconditioned for usefiri 
citizenship. The treatment prescribed 
for some types of personality problems 
may be a change in the child's environ- 
ment. such as hoarded in foster homes 
where their habits and recreation and 
companions give them wholesome out- 
lets. or if a child has relatives the 
aim of the Home is to help them 
toward better understanding of a 
child’s problems, and to recondition 
the child so that he may later prog- 
ress harmoniously with them. The ten- 
dency of children in America today is # 
to he over-mothered and under-fath- 
ered.” She ended, and elaborated her 
point most interestingly.

Chicago Does Not Do This. 

Yes. We Are Docile.

New York newspapers continue to 
advertise Chicago as the city of 
crime, although Chicago, as proved by 
statistics, stands far from the top as 
a crime center. New York's news- 
papers also relate the interesting 
story of a New York woman strangled 
to death after ~.he threatened to tell 
about police corruption. That has not 
ye* happened in Chicago, where kill- 
ings are confined to men, and nsnally 
to thugs. 

To make the death of the miserable 
New York woman more tragic, there 
comes news of her daughter's suicide. 
The unfortunate girl, sixteen years 
old, could not stand the mockery of 
her high school conmaninns. and 
killed herself. 

Other nations lack the "docility'* 
that so impressed the late Lord North- 
cliffe when he came here. "The 
American people." said he, "are very 
docile.” He was impressed by our 
obedience when ordered to stop eat- 
ing sugar because Europe wanted 1L * 
What Northcliffe said of our people 
is also true of our Government, which 
takes orders about its navy, war gas, 
etc., very humbly. 

Not so with Japan. The London 
Naval Treaty "allotted" to Japan fifty- 
two thousand tons of submarines. 
Now it develops that France is to 
have eighty thousand tons of sub- 
marines. and Japan says “Wait a 
minute, not so fast. We need time to 
think that over.” Uncle Sam, like a 
eood tar baby, says nothing. What- 
ever they allot is good enough for 
him. He was net like that before in- 
ternational finance, eager to curry 
favor abroad, did bis thinking for 
him. 

President Hoover has vetoed the 
Muscle Shoals bill and Congressmen, 
many of them glad to see their votes 
for the bill vetoed, will probably make 
no effort to put the bill through The 
public investment of a hundred and 
fifty millions will continue to remain 
idle and wasted. Farmers could get 
cheap fertilizers from that plant. But 
that would not suit the fertilizer com- 
panies. Manufacturers and household- 
ers could get cheap electricity from 
that public investment, but that 
would not suit the power companies. 

And even the weanling child snould 
know that these companies and a few 
others are our actual Government. 

■ That is not a complaint, only a state- 
ment of fact. It is probably desir- 
able. on the .bole, that intelligent 
feudal industry should govern, until 
the people develop signs of intelligent 
thinking, plus will power. 

Gandhi is s d to have agreed on a 
settlement with England, one that 
will save his face, and not worry 
England much. Having led his fol- 
lowers to the seashore to make salt. 

In defiance of Britain’s salt monopoly, 
Gandhi had to get some concession. 
English statesmen quite solemnly say. 
"Those who dwell at the edge of the 
sea may make their own salt, since 
God has plated them so near it. We 
shall make the salt for all others.” 

Soon even those near the sea will 
buy their salt, since making it is a 
nuisance. 

Paul Shoup, head of the Southern 
Pacific Railroad, has begun an inter- 
esting experiment, most important to 
railroad men everywhere. He sells 
tickets good for three days at one 
cent a mile, one hundred miles for 
one dollar. 

The Southern Pacific Railroad sta- 
tion at Los Angeles was packed the first 
night, extra trains put on. many cars, 
ii'duding Pullmans, added to every 
train. 

It was a gigantic success, if passen- 
gers can he hauted for one cent a mile 
at a profit. Perhaps they can. if th*»re 
are enough of them. Subways can 
make money, if half way houestly 
financed, and Efficiently run. at half a 
emt a mile. And the elevated rail- 
road in New York City never made 
any real money until it was forced 
to reduce its rate from teu to five 
cents. 

The Empress of Japan is expecting 
the arrival of one more little Japanese 
to be added to the Mikado’s ninety 
million subjects, and nothing is more 
important than this birth to those 
ninety millious. 

The Mikado, Hirohito. has three 
daughters, no sou, and only a son can 
rule in Japan. 

If a soil Li b >«. he will be -hailed 
as the direct des cm! ant »>f the Sun 
Goddess, and will be. when his father 
dies, the one hundred and twenty-fifth 
Mikado in u straight line. 

That ancestry makes every other 
earthly lineage seem trivial. Voltaire 
said that the oldest title of nobility 
it* Europe descended from a Venetian 
nobleman. And Venice, founded by 
malefactors— fleeing from the main- 
land— Is young compared to the 
Mikado’s line. Allowiug ouly thirty 
years to each of the Imperial Japa- 
nese generations, the 125 Mikados 
would go back 3,750 years, back of 
Rome. Greece. Jerusalem, everything 
that we call "civilization.’*

The Newton Graphic 
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Work Of Judge Baker Foundation 
Discussed At Welfare Conference 


Furnishes Large Share of Leadership In International Move- 
ment For Child-Guidance 


“You ami your officers are here to 
<lo your duty, and I suppose you are 
going to send me away, but before I 
go, I want to tell you one thing — you 
don't understand me!” This was said 
one day long ago to Judge Humphrey 
Baker, who was the first judge of the 
Boston Juvenile Court, by a girl who 
was brought before him. To under- 
stand has become the work of the 
Judge Baker Foundation and now, 
fourteen years after its incorporation, 
it is still advancing along the road of 
understanding, and is furnishing a 
large share of the leadership in a na- 
tional and international movement. 
That movement goes by the general 
name of child-guidance. 

Over forty guests were present at 
the luncheon Welfare Conference held 
tinder the auspices of the Newton Cen- 
tral Council on March the eleventh, 
at which the Stearns School Center 
were the hostesses, providing the 
luncheon at the rooms of the Y. M. 
C. A. 

Every month when no other Council 
meeting is scheduled, social workers 
from all over Newton, representing 
the many-sided welfare service of the 
city, are invited by the Council to 
meet with others who are interested 
to discuss community problems. On 
this occasion. Mrs. Mary Lue Cochran 
of the Yale Institute of Human Rela- 
tions, now psychiatric assistant of the 
Judge Baker Foundation, told some- 
thing of the history of that organiza- 
tion and its latest developments. 

Mrs. Ellis Spear. Jr., President of 
the Council, called on a representative 
of the Stearns School Center. Mrs. 
George D. Auryansen. to speak of their 
work. Mrs. Auryansen said that the 
Center was the pioneer community 
center in Newton, providing recrea- 
tional and social interests for mothers 
and children in that school district. 
There are 13 flourishing clubs, Mrs. 
Auryansen said, and the boys of the 
school are now asking for the forma- 
tion of other clubs. Members of the 
Mothers' Club gave their help to pro- 
vide the luncheon for the Conference. 

After making some announcements, 
Mrs. Spear turned over the meeting to 
Mrs. Celia Wellman, probation officer 
of Newton. Mrs. Wellman introduced 
the speaker of the day. saying that 
the Judge Baker Foundation was indis- 
pensable in the work of the courts in 
Newton. 

Mrs. Cochran, being “in” but not 
“of” the Foundation, said she could 
speak of its work as an unprejudiced 
observer. After the death of Judge 
Baker, Judge Cabot, now of the Juve- 
nile Court of Boston, and other friends 
of Judge Baker, formed a group to 
carry on his “spiritual legacy." Dr. 
William Healy and Dr. Augusta F. 
Broil ner, who were doing pioneer work 
in Chicago, accepted an invitation to 
head the new venture, and have been 
Directors of the Foundation ever 
since. 

About 50% of the euses now coming 
to the Foundation come from the 
court. The others come from city and 
state institutions, from social agencies, 
from schools, and from families on 
their own initiative. The understand- 
ing of each child is a fourfold process. 
He is first examined to see how bright 
lie is, and for what he is best fitted; 
next, whether he is physically all 
right, third, "Why he did it,” a psychi- 
atric examination to determine 
whether there is anything abnormal in 
his personality; fourth, an investiga- 
gation is made to find out what his 
home is like, how lie behaves there 
and who are his companions. Finally 
there is a conference of all the work- 
ers who have studied the child as to 
what shall he done with — and for — 
him. Thus the decision is not made 
according to the theories of any one 
person hut by a complete picture of 
the individual and his background. 

In the beginning the Foundation was 
primarily a center for diagnosis and 
recommendations for problem chil- 
dren; but recently t he clinic has real- 


ized that very little is known about 
the effects of treatment, and bus be- 
gun to act upon its own recommenda- 
tions when this has not overlapped 
with the field of any other organiza- 
tion. 

Mrs. Cochran passed around a map 
which showed the national and inter- 
national influence of the Foundation. 
One hundred and thirty psychiatrists, 
psychologists, and social workers 
trained at the Foundation are now 
clinic leaders all over the world, nota- 
ble among them being the heads of 
the London, Paris and Amsterdam 
child-guidance clinics. 

The Yale Institute of Human Rela- 
tions which Mrs. Cochran represents, 
makes all kinds of studies about the 
causes for success or failure in family 
and community life. They are now 
making a study of the family relation- 
ships of the delinquent child, — to ex- 
tend over a period of five years; cases 
being taken for study where there is 
a serious delinquent witli normal 
brothers and sisters. Why should the 
brother or sister remain a well-be- 
lmved child while another member un- 
der the same conditions becomes “de- 
linquent?” is the question they are 
asking and hoping in some measure to 
answer. One thing is certain, that no 
short-time treatment can furnish an 
answer. The habit-patterns and deep- 
seated attitudes must be changed, and 
this cannot be done in a moment, 
therefore the study is limited to a 
small number of cuses and among 
English-speaking parents, because it 
is not practical to handle such deli- 
cate relationships in a foreign lan- 
guage. 

Mrs. Cochran told very dramatically 
the story of one hoy who is a subject 
for study and treatment. Tommy is 
"a hoy with a perfect brother.” and 
most of us know what that means. He 
had always had Peter held up to him 
as an example. “Why don’t you sit 
down quietly and read like Peter?” 
“Why can’t you get an A in your 
arithmetic like Peter?" and so on. He 
has charm, leadership, initiative, but 
•these qualities have had their only 
means of expression through his hoy 
gangs. With all the characteristics 
of the "graduated gangster" Tommy 
is a lovable and attractive boy with 
strong affections and loyalties. Hav- 
ing been sent to a correctional school 
he smuggled a letter out of the school 
to a companion, telling him to make 
reprisals on a man who he thought 
had wronged him. This resulted in 
the burning of a garage, and all sorts 
o' sensational episodes. In studying 
Tommy’s family background, it was 
lound that his mother was a hard 
working woman with no education, be- 
ginning her day’s work at two in the 
morning in an office building and com- 
ing home at oight o’clock to get break- 
fast for the family. The father was a 
man who had wanted many things 
himself, educationally and socially, 
but had never had a chance. He was 
ambitious that his family should go 
into professions, and continually 
"bawled out" Tommy because he liked 
the manual work of constructing 
things. Tlu* father’s thwarted life had 
made him take refuge in drink, which 
in turn had brought new failures and 
dissension. It was pointed out to 
Tommy that his father wanted just 
the tilings that lie wanted himself: 
recognition, leadership, education: 
that they were in fact very much alike, 
and that they must learn to under- 
stand and get along with each other. 
Under the treatment suggested by the 
Foundation, Tommy’s school record 
has become almost perfect. He is de- 
voted to the staff members with whom 
he comes in contact, and will do any- 
thing for them, hut he still feels that 
the world is against him. as well he 
may; for he is constantly coming up 
against graft and racketeering, and it 
is a slow process to teach him how to 
meet these conditions except with sim- 
ilar methods. It is only by gradual 
steps that his energies can be trans- 
ferred to constructive activities.

MIhs Esther M. Walker, executive 
secretary of the Home Service Sec- 
tion, Newton Chapter, American Red 
Cross, has completed her annual re- 
port in which is given a comprehen- 
sive picture of the admirable work 
performed by this excellent depart- 
ment of the Red Cross in Newton. 
Miss Walker says: 

“The year 1930 was an unusually 
interesting one in the work of the 
Home Service Section of the Newton 
Chapter of the American Red Cross, 
as it brought with it many families in 
which there wns a need for intensive 
case work in uddition to the routine 
claim work. 

"Among these was the family of an 
epileptic Canadian veteran in which 
two wage earning members were fac- 
ing unemployment. Another was that 
of a veteran's mother, practically a 
cripple from arthritis and In need of 
long and continued treatment at a hos- 
pital clinic. Many calls were paid In 
Needham and Newton Upper Falls in 
an effort to locate three Russians 
from whom relatives had not heard 
for years. 

“An ex-service man, handicapped 
by a war disability, was unable to 
return to his former work after his 
discharge from a hospital. The fact 
that he had lost his citizenship papers 
and his discharge certificate meant an 
expenditure of $11 before second pa- 
pers could be given. We found, how- 
ever, that evidence of the man's vot- 
ing would be accepted as proof of 
citizenship. On inquiry we learned 
that he had never voted, but in 1927 
he had registered in Boston. A copy 
of this record was secured, accepted 
us proof of citizenship, and through 
the quick working of the Veterans’ 
Preference Act the man secured work 
at which he eurns $32 a week. 

“Sixty-three families were active 
during tlie year. 6 new and 4 recurring 
families in Needham, and 10 new and 
41 recurring families in Newton. The 
total number of conferences, 575, ex- 
ceeded last year by 2. In the num- 
ber of visits paid, however, there is 
un increase of 111 which may easily 
he accounted for by the larger num- 
ber of cases requiring more intensive 
work and long-time care. 

“Tlie amount of relief necessary 
from Red Cross funds is small. When 
supplementary or temporary aid is 
needed, the veteran is in most cases 
eligible to Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Relief 
or State Military Aid. During periods 
of unemployment such as we are now 
experiencing, veterans may apply for 
this • ‘assistance. The sum of $l8i.83 
was spent for relief in 4 families. 2 of 
these being families of tubercular vet- 
erans. 

In September, 1930, the supervision 
of minor beneficiaries, of which there 
are 1100 in Massachusetts, was turned 
over to the Social Service Depart- 
ment of the Veterans' Bureau with the 
request that a much fuller report be 
sent in yearly on each case. These 
investigations are made by the Home 
Service Sections. Last year there 
were 15 problems of this type. As 
this represents over one-fourth of the 
families dealt with, tlie careful and 
thorough investigations now necessary 
in each family mean much additional 
work for each Red Cross office. 

“Outstanding in the legislation re- 
lating to veterans passed during the 
past year is the disability allowance 
to honorably discharged veterans who 
entered the service prior to Nov. 11, 
1918, served 90 days or more during 
the World War, and have a 25% or 
more permanent disability which was 
not acquired in Service or for which 
compensation is not payable. The 
following gives an example of the 
way in which this works: An ex-serv- 
ice man lias been a patient in a State 
Hospital for the lust two years, dur- 
ing which time his mother had paid 
$45 a month for his care. Witli tlie 
passing of this amendment, the man 
was awarded $40 a month, total dis- 
ability allowance. He was then 
transferred to the Veterans’ Hospital 
at Bedford where he seems much 
happier and more contented. 

“One particularly cheering happening 
of the past year was tlie granting of 
total temporary compensation of sub 
stent ini amounts, together with back 


Three Alarm Fire 

At Newton Corner 

S 1 5,000 Damage To Stores In Ross 
Block — Cause Unknown 


The two story business block at 270- 
276 Centre street, Newton, owned by 
the Louis S. Ross estate was the scene 
of a serious fire early Monday morn- 
ing. The fire was discovered at 3.31 
by Patrolmen Barr and Whelan who 
pulled an alarm from Box 152, loca- 
ted on the front of the building. At 
3.35 a taxi driver unauthorizedly 
pulled Box 151, located at the Newton- 
Watertown boundary line near the 
building apd this brought the Water- 
town apparatus. At 3.41 Chief Rand- 
lett ordered a second alarm from Box 
152, and this, together with the alarm 
from Box 151 brought all the appara- 
tus in the Newtons. 

The fire started in a room at the 
rear of the Small Shoppe, 270 Centre 
street. This room was occupied by the 
Newton Electric Fixture Company as 
a display room and contained a large 
number of electric lamps, fixtures and 
much wiring. This room was com- 
pletely gutted and the flames spread 
towards the Small Shoppe and worked 
upward to the second floor. The fire 
was practically confined to the room 
where it started but damage from 
smoke and water caused almost a 
total loss of the stock in the Small 
Shoppe. Much damage from smoke 
was also caused on the second floor. 
The damage to building and contents 
is estimated at about $15,000. It was 
three hours before the firemen com- 
pleted their labors at the building. 
The cause of the fire is liiiknown. 

The extensive wiring in the display 
room of the Newton Electric Company 
was carefully insulated and all the ap- 
pliances were operated from gang 
switch located outside this room. This 
switch wns turned off. so the fire could 
not have started because or any de- 
fect in this wiring.

Suggests Residents 
Help Purchase Land 

City Will l*ay Two-Thirds for Y’olpe- 
A llison Property 


Following the suggestion offered by 
George W. Pratt, former President 
of the Newton Board of Aldermen. 
Mayor Weeks has told Newton Centre 
residents who want the city to take 
the properties of Louis Volpe and Jo- 
seph Allison at Centre and Willow 
streets that If they will raise by pop- 
ular subscription during the next 30 
days one-third of the purchase price, 
lie will recommend to the Board of 
Aldermen that the city pay the bal- 
ance. The Mayor makes the proviso 
that tlie price to be paid shall be a 
fair market value and not the top 
price which would be received on the 
supposition that the Aldermen would 
grunt a permit for a gasoline filling 
station at this locus. 

Some months ago when it became 
rumored that a petition would he pre- 
sented asking for a filling station per- 
mit on this site. Chief Randlett of 
the Fire Department petitioned that 
the Volpe-Alllson properties he 
changed from business to residence 
zone. Tlie fire-alarm headquarters 
building is situated near these prop- 
erties. Tlie Claims and Rules Com- 
mittee of the Aldermen, believing that 
it would he unsportsmanlike for the 
city to change the zone, because it 
would appear that such a change 
would be made to allow the seizure 
of the properties at lower figures, 
recommended against the Chief’s pe- 
tition and the Board sustained the 
committee. Subsequently a petition 
was received asking for the gasoline 
station pprmit. A petition signed by 
hundreds of Newton Centre residents 
followed asking the Mayor to recom- 
mend that the two properties be taken 
and converted into a park area.

The $165o appropriated for 
work for unemployed on playgrounds 
will give work to 24 men for 13 days. 
Tlie additional cost on the Edmauds 
Valley sewer project was occasioned 
by an unexpected amount of muck 
which had to be removed and a large j 
quantity of lumber which had to lie j 
purchased to form side walls for the i 
sewer trench and left standing to pro- j 
tect the sewer. 

Referring to the appropriation fort 
the new police building, Alderman ' 
Gallagher, chairman of the Public ! 
Buildings committee explained that 
the cost of this building. as 
first planned, amounted to $132,000. 
As tins was much more than 
it had been expected the •struc- 
ture would cost. Mayor Weeks 
had ordered revisions in the plans 
and certain features had to be cur- 


tailed. including a range for revolver 
target practice. Alderman Powers in- 
quired as to the changes made in the 
plumbing arrangements and he was 
referred to Buildings Commissioner 
Chadwick. The Ward 1 Alderman 
asked if the plumbing 'fixtures had 
been omitted from the cells, according 
to the revised plans. He was in- 
formed that such omission had not 
been made. Alderman Gallagher stat- 
ed that while it had been planned to 
have 16 cells in the new structure, 
in the economies effected in the re- 
vised plans only 12 cells would be pro- 
vided. 8 for men and 4 for women. 
The men s cells will be those now 
in the old building. Provision is made 
for a second tier of 8 cells which will 
lie placed above the other cells, if 
needed in the future. This will be an 
ideal arrangement for a policeman 
who must hoist some individual with 
a fighting jag up to this proposed sec- 
ond tier. 

Alderman Gallagher stated that the 
exterior of the new police building 
will be of Exeter brick tor some simi- 
lar type of brick), which, according 
to him. will be more pleasing to the 
eye than is the brick which forms the 
outside walls of the new fire engine 
house at Newton Corner. 

Among the appropriations recom- 
mended by the Finance Committee 
was one for $500 for a traffic study 
at Newton Corner. This appropria- 
tion was recommended at the request 
of Mayor Weeks. It is for a fee to 
pay Lewis E. Moore of 113 Beaumont 
avenue, Newtonville. Alderman Pow- 
ers asked that this proposed appro- 
priation be considered separately from 
the others. Alderman Bail, chairman 
of the Finance Committee, explained 
that complaints have been made in 
past years of traffic conditions at New- 
ton Corner and various suggestions 
made to correct these conditions. The 
Mayor had promised that he would 
give serious consideration to this mat- 
ter and he desired to engage the serv- 
ices of Mr. Moore as a traffic expert 
who would make unbiased recommen- 
dations. Mr. Bail read a typewritten 
list of Mr. Moore’s qualifications sup- 
plied by the Mayor’s office. It was 
as follows:

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TRACK TEAM HAS 
BEST SEASON IN 
PAST SIX YEARS 

Newton High dosed the 1931 indoor 
track season recently with the best 
record It has made in the past six 
years under the direction of Coach 
Donald Enoch. The recent season was 
also the most successful in the his- 
tory of the sport at the local school. 
Although defeated in its opening meet 
by nil alumni aggregation of college 
performers. 26 to 51, the orange and 
black athletes went through a season 
of four dual schoolboy meets without 
defeat. This string of victories in- 
cluded a fourth consecutive win over 
Medford High and a third consecutive 
win over Brookline High. Incidentally 
this year Newton totalled over a hun- 
dred points in the two meetings with 
Brookline for the first time since the 
two schools have bpen meeting in a 
two-meet, home and home series in six 
years. Brookline has won twice and 
Newton four times. Brenking this 
meet into halves each year Newton 
has won seven and tied one and lost 
hut four. 

With the single exception of the 
1931 Alumni meet which can hardly 
he classed as schoolboy competition, 
the Newton High indoor teams have 
not lost a dual meet since February 
of 1928 when Huntington School won 
in a close meet. Against strictly high 
school competition Conch Enoch’s 
squad has not lost a dual meet since 
the first meet with Brookline in 1928 
when the Wealthy Towners won, 42 
to 35. The second half of this meet 
was a 36 to 36 tie. giving Brookline a 
78 to 71 victory. 

Coach Enoch joined the mathemat- 
ics department of the Newton school 
in September of 1925 and the ensuing 
winter was assistant to the late Allie 
Dickinson. That year the schoolboys 
swamped the alumni, lost both halves 
of the meet to Brookline, won from 
Brighton and lost by one point to Law- 
rence High. The team that year was 
captained by John Ruswell who com- 
peted in the dash with Sam Moore and 
in the 300 with Wally Fullerton and 
Renger. Fullerton was the hurdler. 
Stuart and McManus in the 600. 
Seeley and McCrudden in the 1000. 
Cunniff and Macy in the shot. Ham- 
mond and Ebelhare in the high jump 
and Hammond and Moore in the broad 
jump. Fullerton was the versatile per- 
former that year with a high mark of 
four firsts in the dash, hurdles, 300 
and broad jump against Lawrence, al- 
though Newton lost by one point. The 
relay team that year took one point at 
the State meet to place 10th. Ebelhare 
took a second at the B. A. A. meet. 

For the winter of 1927 Enoch was 
named head coach with Dickinson act- 
ing as advisor until his unexpected 
death in February. Enoch took up the 
reins and in the spine quiet fashion 
has endeared himsv t' in the hearts of 
the boys he has d&cted in the pass- 
ing years. Fullerton captained the 
1927 team which defeated B. C. High, 
split even with Brookline with Newton 
making the highest total, and lost to 
Medford on the Medford track. In the 
interscholastic meets the team was 
fourth at Andover and third in the 
State meet. Regulars on the team 
that year were, besides Captain Ful- 
lerton. Romaine Cole in the hurdles, 
dash and 300. Brewer and Reed in the 
300, Cummings. Reynolds and Koll- 
myer in the 600. McCrudden, Hession 
and McManus in the 1000. Hammond 
and Ebelhare In the high jump, Ham- 
mond in the broad jump and Macy and 
Gatchell in the shotput. Fullerton com- 
peted in his three favorite events, hur- 
dles. dash and broad jump. Points by 
Fullerton. McCrudden. Hammond and 
the relay team at Andover brought 
fourth place. Fullerton’s first in the 
hurdles and second in the broad jump. 
McCrudden’s third in the 1000 and the 
fastest relay team of the day in Cum- 
mings, Reynolds, Brewer and Reed, 
brought 15 3-4 points In the State 
meet. First place was split between 
Dorchester and Lawrence Highs with 
16 points each. 

The 1928 season brought victories 
over Medford. B. C. High and Brock- 
ton and defeats at the feet of Hunt- 
ington and Brookline w i t h the 
Wealthy Towners taking the first half 
and tying the second to win, 78 to 71. 
That winter Newton was fourth at 
Andover, sixth at the B. A. A. and 
fourth in the State Meet. Malcolm 
Reed captained the team and ran the 
300 or 600. The Cole brothers, Fowler 
and Romaine ran the dash with Na- 
than Pearson; Pearson and Earling 
Beairsto the 300. Reed and Reynolds 
the 600, McCrudden, Adams and Bur- 
ton the 1000, and R. Cole and Edgar 
Warren the hurdles. Ebelhare and 
Fine were the high jumpers. Kinraide 
and Fine the broad jumpers and Cat- 
chall and Pescosolido took care of the 
shotput. Johnny Mullen, the Cole 
brothers, Reynolds. Reed. Beairsto and 
Warren ran the relays. At Andover 15 
points were garnered by Ebelhare with 
a first in the high jump, McCrudden 
with a second in the 1000, Kinraide 
with a second in the broad jump and 
third best time by the relay quartet. 
The relay team earned three and a 
half points and Ebelhare one and four- 
fifths points at the B. A. A. meot. 
Eight events at the State meet pro- 
vided Newton with 16 points. The re- 
lay team made the second best time 
of the afternoon, Romaine Cole took 
second in the hurdles, Ebelhare second 
in the high jump, McCrudden third in 
the 1000, Gatchell fourth In the shot- 
put, Pearson fourth in the 300. Fowler 
Cole fourth in the dash, and Kinraide 
a half point in the broad jump. 

Until this year the winter of 1929 
stood out as the red-letter year in 
Newton truck history. Captain Dick 
Reynolds' team swept over all Its dual 
opponents, taking the alumni, Med- 
ford. Brookline in both halves, Hunt- 
ington. B. (’. High, and Andover 2nds. 
The team entered the Northeastern 
meet for the first time and hung up 
16 1-2 points to win, scored ton points 
for fourth at the B. A. A. meet, 16 1-2 
for second at Andover, and 17 1-2 for 
third at the State meet. Coach Enoch 
had developed a star in nearly every 
event that year with Captain Reynolds 
In the hurdles und 600 and Boh Ewing

and Carl Pescosolido in the dash. 
Throughout the season Ewing and 
Pesky finished one. two in the dual 
meet dashes, with Pesky getting two 
verdicts over Ewing. In the Inter- 
scholastic meets Ewing won at North- 
eastern. the B. A. A and the State 
meet. At Andover the verdict went to 
Johnny Hayes of Somerville. Through- 
out the season Newton’s weakness was 
in the high jump. Reynolds, Fine and 
Carter took care of the hurdles, Ewing, 
Mullen and Quigley the 300, Reynolds 
and Gibbs the 600, Burton. Hall, Cham- 
berlain and Vincent Signore the 1000, 
Finn and Fine the broad jump and 
Pesky and Ham the shotput. Ewing 
and Pesky started the orange and 
black off in fine style at the North- 
eastern meet by placing one, two for 
eight points. Reynolds won the 600 
and took third in a blanket finish in 
the hurdles for a total of six points 
more. Meanwhile Coach Enoch had 
withheld Ewing from the 300 in order 
to save him for the relay and this 
strategy resulted in the third best re- 
lay time for 2 1-2 points and the meet. 
At the B. A. A. the Newton team was 
the second highest of the high schools 
entered with Medford topping them for 
second place. Worcester Academy 
won. with Huntington third. Newton's 
points were scored by Ewing with a 
first in the dash. Mullen’s third in 
the 300 und the third best relay time 
for four points more — a total of ten. 
At Andover. Newton was topped only 
by Brookline. The local school’s points 
were hung up by Ewing, second in the 
dash. Reynolds, second in the 600, 
Fine, second in the broad jump, Pes- 
coBOlido, third in the shotput, Hall, 
fourth in the 1000 and the second best 
relay time for 4 1-2 points. 

At the State meet the Newton relay 
quartet of Ewing, Reynolds, Pearson 
and Kilburn Adams hung up a new 
record. Along with these five points 
were Ewing’s five for first place in the 
dash, Pesky’s three for second in the 
shotput. Pesky’s two for third in the 
dash. Mullen’s two for third in the 
300 and Hall’s half point for a tie for 
fourth in the 600. 

The 1930 team was captained by 
Charlie Hall as Fred Burton, captain- 
elect was ineligible on introduction of 
the three-year rule. Once again the 
orange and black swept aside all 
threats by its dual opponents and 
hung up victories over Watertown, 
Medford. Country Day and in both 
halves of the Brookline meet. At 
Northeastern 14 3-4 points were scored 
for third place, at Andover 9 points 
placed Newton eighth, and in the State 
meet 11 1-2 points were good for fifth 
place. Coach Enoch’s team felt the 
loss of its star trio of the previous 
year hut was well balanced with a 
better than average athlete in all 
events except the broad jump. The 
discovery of Walter Holmes’ sprinting 
ability was the outstanding happening 
of the early season along with the de- 
velopment of Hall as a 600-yard runner 
and Green as a hurdler und high 
jumper. The main weakness was in 
the broad jump where Offurt, Green 
and Mariner were the local hopes. 
Holmes, Irwin and Quinlan were the 
dash men, Hall, Green and Fine the 
hurdlers, A1 Mouser and Boh Bell the 
300-yard runners. Hall. Young and Jar- 
rell in the 600. Vincent and Augustus 
Signore and Lamb in the 1000, Green 
and Champion in the high jump and 
Colligen and Holmes in the shotput. 
A1 Guzzi figured In many of the relay 
races. At Northeastern Holmes took 
second in the dash in a blanket finish 
with Satchebell of Brighton and Di- 
neen of Lawrence, Green took a third 
in the hurdles, Mouser a third in the 
300, and Vincent Signore won the 1000 
and the relay team divided a point and 
a half with Malden. Newton’s entries 
in the B. A. A. meet found the compe- 
tition too stiff and it remained for the 
relay team to beat Brookline to pro- 
vide the local fireworks of the meet. 
That will ever he remembered by local 
track followers as it was Charlie 
Hall’s lust lap kick tliat brought home 
tiie bacon. Brigham, Brookline an- 
chor, led Hall by over twenty yards as 
they started the lust leg and gradually 
the Newton runner cut the gap down. 
On the last lap Hall overhauled his 
Wealthy Town rlyul and raced him 
shoulder to shoulder around the oval. 
Nearing tho worsted Hall mude his 
spurt and broke the tape inches ahead 
of Brookline. At Andover Holmes won 
the dash, Hall took third in the 600, 
Green got a tie for third in the hur- 
dles, and tho reluy team Just finished 
in the point division with liulf a point 
for a total of nine points. In the Stute 
meet Holmes was second to Jnnncll of 
Lynn English, Hall was second in the 
600, Greon was fourth in the hurdles,

Vincent Signore was fourth in the 
1000 and the relay team made the 
fifth best time. 

The season just closed surpassed 
any previous track record turned out 
by Coach Enoch’s athletes. As men- 
tioned. it took an all-star group of 
alumni to turn the tables at the open- 
ing of the season. Captain Milton 
Green’s well-balanced outfit then got 
under way to topple Medford. Water- 
town, Country Day and Brookline in 
both meets by one-sided scores. In all 
meets but one Newton scored more 
than 50 points or better than two- 
thirds of all points scored. Turning 
to the interscholastic season Newton 
captured the Northeastern meet, mak- 
ing it two wins eacli for Medford and 
Newton in the four-year history of the 
affair. Green took a first in the hur- 
dles and tied for second in the high 
jump. Holmes took second in the 
dash. Lamb second in the 1000, Colli- 
gen third in the shotput and the relay 
team tied for second best time for 
2 3-4 points to total 18 1-4 points. In 
tiie B. A. A. meet it took an unfortu- 
nate mix-up in the relay to deprive the 
orange and black of its rightful hon- 
ors. Going into the final event, tiie 
Worcester-Huntington relay, one team 
or the other, needed to make the sec- 
ond fastest time to finish ahead of 
Newton. The third runners on the 
team only ran two laps each instead 
of thre when the official in charge of 
the race pushed the succeeding run- 
ners onto the track a lap too soon. 
Tills, of course, resulted in both teams 
making impossible time. It was finally 
ruled by tiie referee that the times 
would stand as first and second best, 
giving Huntington the meet and Wor- 
cester second. Although considerable 
discussion followed no change has 
ever been made by official announce- 
ment and Newton is still regarded as 
the third place holder. Unofficially it 
was the judgment of many present 
that neither of the two prep school 
relay teams could have made fast 
enough time over the regulation dis- 
tance to outscore Newton. With 
Holmes and Irwin taking first and 
third in the dash, Green taking second 
in tiie hurdles and tying for a quarter 
point in tiie high jump the relay 
team’s 2 1-2 points brought Newton’s 
total to 11 3-4. The following week 
Newton went to Andover and returned 
with 17 2*3 points and the shield, scor- 
ing in seven of nine events. Holmes 
tied Tor first in the dash with a new 
record, giving him three additional 
points for a totnl of seven. Green 
took second In the hurdles, Mouser 
third in the 300, Colligen third in the 
shot, Lamb third in the 1000, Greon 
tied for third in tiie high jump for 1 1-2 
points and the relay team scoring one- 
sixth of a point. Newton battled Bos- 
ton English High right down to the 
final event in the State meet to lose 
by only two and a fraction points. 
Holmes took second in tiie dash. Green 
second in tiie hurdles, Mouser third in 
tiie 300. Johnson third in the broad 
jump, Colligen third in the shotput, 
Green tied for third In the high jump, 
and the relay team made the third 
host time to total 17 1-2 points. Thus 
Newton concluded tho 1931 season 
with four dual meot victories, two in- 
terscholastic victories, one second 
place and one third place. In addition 
to the mainstays of the 1931 team in 
Captain Milton Green, Walter Holmes, 
A1 Mouser, Jim Colligen, Geo. Lamb 
and Stanley Johnson, other consistent 
performers were Donald Irwin and 
Doug Sloane in the dash, Elliot Brad- 
ley In the hurdles, Jim Cahill and 
Robert Bell in tho 300, A1 Guzzi and 
Richard Jarrell in the 000. the Sig- 
nore brothers in tiie 1000, Holmes in 
the shot put , Marrlner and Whitney in 
die broad jump and Chunipion und 
Kllton in tiie high Jump. 

Although many of tliiH year’s team 
will lie loHt by graduation Coach 
Enoch will have Douglas Sloane, Stan- 
ley Johnson und Elliot Bradley as a 
trio of sophomores for the nucleus of 
a team next year. 

In the pust six years the Newton 
team lias won 21 duul meets out of

NEWTON DOGS TO 

WEAR (?) TAGS 


The Animal Rescue League i.s being 
constantly called by the Newton police 
to take stray dogs which have been 
picked up. Most of these dogs either 
wear no collars, or the collars are not 
inscribed with the owner's name and 
address. So, the Animal Rescue 
League requested Mayor Weeks to 
have identification tags supplied by 
the city when dogs will he licensed on. 
or before April 1st. and the Mayor has 
conferred with Police Chief Hughes 
and City Clerk Grant with the result 
that these identification tags will be 
supplied. Each tag will have the word 
Newton, and the license number. Bos- 
ton and other places are going to do 
likewise. 

A State law makes it compulsory 
for all dogs to , wear a collar bearing 
tlie animal’s license number, as well 
as tlie name and address of the owner. 
This law has been treated as a joke. 
In Newton, as in other places, the po- 
lice have paid little attention to it with 
tite result that a large percentage of 
the dogs in this city either wear no 
collar, or the collar is not marked to 
identify the dog. So, if a dog bites a 
person, or does damage to one’s prop- 
erty. there is no way of tracing the 
animal unless it is caught, or happens 
to be known to the victim.

in this intensive way, and how the 
.Midge Baker Foundation differed from 
other child-guidance clinics. The an- 
swer to the former question was that 
the number who could he treated was 
comparatively small but could be en- 
larged if the Foundation had larger 
funds; and that as a clinic its work 
was primarily for adolescents and that 
it offered opportunities for training 
and research work. 

Mr. Wheeler, superintendent of 
Newton schools, was called upon by 
Mrs. Wellman and spoke of the fact 
that through the school psychologist, 
visiting teachers, and others, child 
guidance was being carried on in the 
schools. Miss Sturgis, school psychol- 
ogist. said a few words about the work 
being done by her department. 

Mrs. Cochran said t lint any adoles- 
cent could receive advice from the 
Foundation by a parent or friend tele- 
phoning for an appointment and giv- 
ing the reasons why the chjld needed 
study and help. 

She said that there was no adequate 
endowment and that this expert work 
was being run “on a shoe string” 
largely because everyone was so in- 
terested as to be willing to work on a 
small salary, or to volunteer skilled 
service.

Dr. Kirtley F. Mather was the speak- 
er of the evening. His subject was, 
"Parents — Good and Bad." Dr. Mather 
pointed out that the real task of par- 
ents and teachers is not simply the 
production of graceful and intelligent 
children, but the development of ma- 
ture adults. To do this we must teach 
dependence on self — the source of sat- 
isfactory adult life. It is the task of 
parents and teachers to find the happy 
medium between companionship and 
discipline where they can live with the 
children on a plane of friendly co- 
operation. 

Attacking the problem of children’s 
lack of respect for their elders. Dr. 
Mather said we must teach children to 
respect not wealth and its acquisition, 
but true culture — the art of living. We 
must expect children to respect not 
all teachers and parents, hut only 
those whose qualities commaud re- 
spect — those to whom the experiences 
of age have brought wisdom. Teach 
children respect for culture, and they 
learn to respect those who have taught 
them. 

Dr. Mather listed as selfish parents, 
those who exploit their children for j 
monetary gains, those who have their 1 


children "show off" to reflect glory on 
their parents, the overdominant par- 
ents who fail to recognize the individ- 
uality in their children, and the type 
of overdominant parent who smothers 
the child through love. 

Following Dr. Mather’s talk, parents 
and teachers enjoyed a social hour, 
during which coffee and doughnuts 
were served by the social committee, 
headed by Mrs. David Fletcher.

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DRIVERS— PAY ATTENTION TO THE ROAD 

Many popular beliefs are shattered by a recent announce- 
ment of the Governor’s committee on street and highway 
safety. Out of the 795 fatalities in Massachusetts last year 
only thirty-five were caused by drunken drivers while more 
than five times that number occurred because the attention 
of a perfectly sober operator was diverted to something 
other than driving. Absent-mindedness precipitated another 
35 and timid drivers becoming confused in traffic were 
responsible for 36 more. While the drunken driver is a con- 
stant menace the inattentive driver is even more so. The 
argument that irresponsible youth with the modern urge for 
speed is a big factor is refuted through statistics that reveal 
that twice as many persons between 25 and 54 were mixed 
up in fatal crashes as were drivers under 24 years old. 
There were 547 drivers in the older group, 238 between 
18 and 24 and 48 under 18 involved in death producing 
accidents. Another popular belief is shattered with the 
discovery that the greatest number of fatal accidents last 
year were caused by drivers with more than five years’ ex- 
perience. The number is almost double that of those who 
had been driving from one to five years, three times the class 
between six months and a year and more than double that 
of six months and under. The reason* behind this latter fact 
is probably due to the longer one drives the greater speed 
employed and the less attention given to the road. While 
the safety of everyone may be increased through the curbing 
of drunken driving and youthful irresponsibility we must not 
lose sight of the fact that every automobile driver bears a 
share in the responsibility. Do not let your attention be di- 
verted from the road — that instant may have fatal results. 


PREVENTING ACCIDENTS 

With the coming of better weather we are glad to note the 
reappearance of the white guide lines for parking and the 
red curb lines designating “no parking.” There are several 
places where there have been no lines in the past which might 
well be marked as further aids to the reduction of danger 
hazards. There are two particularly hazardous points near 
Newton Corner to which attention should be given. Doubt- 
less there are others throughout the city. One of the places 
we have in mind is at the south eastern corner of Centre and 
Elmwood streets. The absence of a red curb line here in- 
duces automobile drivers to park so close to the corner that 
the view either way is almost entirely obstructed. The south- 
ern end of the railroad bridge at Richardson street is an- 
other point where the danger would be greatly reduced by 
painting a white line in the centre of the street. Many 
drivers making a left turn down Richardson street as they 
cross the bridge cling to the left hand side of the road. More 
than one near collision has been noted there.

Facts cAbout Newton 


The new street developed by Ar- 
nold Hartmann at Oak Hill, Bald Pate 
Hill road, brings one to the highest 
spot in the city. The summit of this 
hill is 318 feet above sea level and 
a beautiful view of the Charles River 
Valley towards Dedham, West Rox- 
bury and Needham is afforded from 
it. But, uh this hill rises gradually 
from the plateau on Newton’s South 
side, it does not give anything like 
the vista which is seen from the sum- 
mit of the city’s second highest point. 
Waban Hill, 313 feet high and the site 
of the reservoir. From Waban Hill 
can be seen a wonderful panoramic 
view of Boston and many of its sub- 
urbs as well as distant places to the 
south, west and north. Mount Wa- 
chusett. Mount Monadnock, and the 
southern peaks in New Hampshire 
are plainly visible from Wuhan Hill. 
A couple of years ago some residents 
on Waban Hill, tilled with righteous 
(or supposedly righteous indignation) 
against the petting parties which fre- 
quented this hill nightly in automo- 
biles. spread a large quantity of 
broken glass on the road leading to 
tiie summit and ruined tires on the 
cars of perfectly proper people who 
drove up to tills hill daytimes. 

Institution Hill at Newton Centre 
is tiie high spot of that village and

the old stone buildings of the New- 
ton Theological Institution have for 
generations stood out as landmarks 
on tills eminence. The ownership by 
the institution of a large area of this 
hill has kept its appearance practical- 
ly unchanged t'<*r the past 50 years. 
Tills hill is 301 feet above sea level. 
Oak Hill in that district, and Chest- 
nut Hill off Essex road rise to 296 
and 290 feet respectively, but do not 
loom up as they arc but little higher 
than surrounding territory. 

Cottage Hill at Newton Upper Falls 
rises sharply from the valley of the 
Charles to a height of 230 feet and 
causes some of t he streets in that vil- 
lage to have stiff grades. Moffat Hill, 
off Windsor road at Waban is 223 feet 
high. Nonantum Hill at Newton, 230 
feet high, lies to the north of Waban 
Hill and is separated from it by a 
broad valley known as Faneuil Valley 
and named after that early leader of 
Boston’s society, Peter Faneuil. It 
was in tliiH valley that John Eliot in 
1646 first preached to the Nonantum 
Indians and started his famous work 
among these real Americans. Al- 
though only 206 feet high. Mount Ida 
which rises precipitously from the 
Boston A- Albany railroad tracks at 
Newton Is one of the most conspicu- 
ous elevations in the city. The fami- 
liar contour of its steep north slope 
was radically changed the pust year 
by a large fill made on land of a per- 
son who planned to develop his prop- 
erty. This fill, made without the ap- 
proval of the City Engineer or Plan- 
| ning Board, looms up like a mine culm 
I heap and has caused owners of prop- 
i erty abutting Bellevue street, below 
it. to warn tiie person responsible 
l for the fill that they will hold him 
| responsible if further dumping of ma- 
terial causes damage to their prop- 
erties.

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UNDER THE GILDED DOME 


All the talk of the Massachusetts 
Legislature ‘‘going wet" has dwindled 
to one measure passed by the Senate 
and calling upon Congress to order 
constitutional conventions in each 
State to amend or repeal the 18th 
amendment or Itself Inltlnte action. 
A loud noise was made when the 
House passed a hill declaring that 
beverages shall not he declared intoxl 
eating in Massachusetts unless they 
contain at least 4*i> percent alcohol. 
Prior to the action of the House the 
Senate had accepted an adverse com- 
mittee report on the very same hill. 
But notwithstanding the known atti- 
tude of the Senate the House put the 
hill over by substituting It for an ad 
verse committee report. When the 
question came before the Senate of 
concurring in substitution there was 
an obstacle that could not be over- 
come. By rollcall 19 to 11. the Senate 
rejected the hill. Senator Hollis vo- 
ted for rejection. The Senate also 
refused to concur with the House in 
adopting a resolution memorializing 
Congress to end the National control 
of the manufacture and sale of liquor. 
So. the sum total of "wet" legislation 
of this year’s General Court is not as 
great as might seem at first glance. 

The Committee on Election Laws 
has voted to report the bill of Senator 
James G. Moran of Mansfield for legis- 
lation to repeal the law under which 
a candidate for Presidential delegate 
may not express his preference for a 
candidate for the Presidential nomina- 
tion unless the latter files written as- 
sent. 

The number of public hearings be- 
fore committees is becoming smaller 
and only a few remain to he called. 
The committee have had the biggest 
grist of bills in 15 years and have 
worked constantly to handle all mat 
ters as expeditiously as possible. 

Next Tuesday morning the special 
committee of the two branches ap- 
pointed to redistrict the Congression- 
al districts of the State will begin 
public hearings at the State House. 
The task before the committee is to 
change the State from 16 Congression- 
al districts to 15. At next Tuesday’s 
hearing all the Congressmen of the 
State are expected to attend. 

One of those bills which nobody 
appeared to favor or oppose, a situa- 
tion that sometimes arises, was the 
bill providing for the licensing of bi- 
cycles by local police authorities and 
the issuance of registration plates. 
The Committee on Highways and Mo- 
tor Vehicles reported recommending 
"leave to withdraw” and the report 
was accepted. 

Apparently double-header baseball 
games on Sunday afternoons appeal 
to a majority of the members of the 
Massachusetts House of Representa- 
tives. The House has substituted for 
an adverse report of the Committee 
on Legal Affairs a hill changing the 
hours on Sunday afternoon during 
which outdoor sports may be played. 
The present law permits games be- 
tween 2 and 6 p. m. The substituted 
bill as amended lias some distance to 
go before becoming law. It makes the 
hours from 1:30 to 6:30 p. m. The 
mun who proposed substitution 
told of one of the big games of last 
season having to be called because 
6 o’clock had arrived and with it the 
legal limit. Because of that, said he, 
the visiting team would play no more 
double-headers in Boston. He ap- 
pealed to the House, with great fer- 
vor. to amend the Sunday law so that 
we may be sure of double-headers. 
The House, by rollcall, 130 to 90, voted 
to substitute the bill. Representatives 
Baker, Luitwieler and Thompson vo- 
ted against substitution. 

The House gave some little time 
to a hill to permit the city of Lowell 
to fund certain overpayments of tax- 
It was Anally passed to be en- 
grossed by rollcall. 126 to 95. Repre- 
sentatives Baker, Luitwieler and 
Thompson voted for the measure. 

Senator Hollis was recorded against 
the bill to further regulate the em- 
ployment of women and minors in 
tanneries. One of the provisions of 
the bill was to prohibit night work 
by women and minors. 

Mayor Weeks made his Arst appear- 
ance this session of the Legislature 
before a committee when he appeared 
Tuesday before House Ways and 
Means on the bill to increase the poll 
tux on men from $2 to $3 and to es- 
tablish a poll tax on women of $2. 
Mayor Weeks was interested in the 
provision of tiie hill requiring cities 
and towns to turn over to the State 
the money thus collected. He told of 
the difficulty a city experiences in 
collecting poll taxes, the cost involved, 
etc. Because of this situation, said 
he. some of the revenue this obtained, 
if the hill was passed, should be kept 
by cities and towns to reimburse them 
for their trouble and expense and be- 
cause of the additional burden im- 
posed upon welfare departments of 
cities and towns resulting from in- 
creased appropriations for relief of 
the needy. 

Both branches have accepted ad- 
verse committee reports on a number 
of measures which means they are 
disposed of the present session. The 
rejected measures include the follow- 
ing: Petition of tiie Massachusetts 
Automobile Dealer and Garage Asso- 
ciation for legislation to prohibit the 
soliciting of rides in motor vehicles 
not engaged in the carrying of pas- 
sengers for hire; petition of Repre 
sentative Lewis R. Sullivan that the 
office of Associate Commissioner in 
the Division of Civil Service be 
abolish and a division of the board 
of appeals lie c reated in its place and 
the petition of James F. Desmond for 
legislation to provide for the election 
by the voters of the State of mem- 
bers or the State Department of Pub- 
lic Utilities.

Residents of the Newtons hope that 
the Street Department will, as soon as 
possible, remove the 12,000 tons of 
sand which were spread during the 
winter on our streets and sidewalks, 
mostly on our streets. This sand lias 
been blown all too profusely during 
the windy March days into houses. 
Also, the profusion of sand on the 
sidewalks, according to complaints re- 
ceived by the GRAPHIC, gets into per- 
sons’ shoes, damaging socks and soil- 
ing feet. 


Newspaper writers, in general, do 
not use the care In scrutinizing their 
work that real "literary” persons prac- 
tice. The ordinary "garden variety’’ 
of newspaper reporters, small time col- 
umnists und the like, dash off their 
contributions and do not even bother 
to edit them. So, It must be expected 
that errors will occur in articles em- 
anating from the typewriters of news- 
paper men. But, don’t blame us for 
all the errors. Some of them are made 
by "Larry, the Linotyper" and Prota- 
goras the proofreader. Sometimes 
these gentlemen do not make typo- 
graphical errors, but in well inten- 
tioned efforts to correct what they 
deem errors on our part, make 
changes which produce somewhat con- 
fused results. For instance — two weeks 
ago an Item in this column told of 
sympathetic persons having too much 
solitude tor murderers. We had writ- 
ten solicitude. Last week in an item 
referring to Gen. Pershing was the 
remark "Listen to the bologna.” We 
had written this "Listen to the bo- 
loney.” 


Former Governor Alvan T. Fuller 
spoke quite positively in denouncing 
the proposals of Governor Ely and 
Mayor Curley to increase the gasoline 
tax to 4c per gallon and the State In- 
come tax 10%. Many persons will 
agree with Mr. Fuller and many will 
disagree with him. The writer agrees 
with him in some respects and disa- 
grees with him in other respects. Men 
holding high political ofllces should 
go very slowly in placing additional 
tax burden onto people. Governor 
Ely’s predecessors in office have en- 
deavored (and succeeded) in reducing 
the expense of conducting the activi- 
ties of the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts. But, new responsibilities 
have been placed on this State and 
they must he met. The matter of 
financing the "Old Age Pension” is a 
serious problem which faces Governor 
Ely. Money for this purpose must be 
raised through some form of taxation 
and each method proposed meets with 
opposition from those who would have 
to stand the gaff. No fair minded per- 
son will deny that changed economic 
conditions make assistance for elderly 
men and women necessary. Some per- 
sons. including the flamboyant State 
Senator from down towards Cape Cod 
deprecate old age pensions. But, with 
our modern high-pressure production 
systems, guided by materialistic "effi- 
ciency” engineers, men and women of 
middle age and older cannot find em- 
ployment. and such men and women 
who have worked industriously and 
have been unable to save, should not 
be consigned to pauper institutions, 
even though such institutions are now 
designated by more kindly names. 

Ex-Governor Fuller is a very suc- 
cessful man. By ability and shrewd- 
ness he amassed a large fortune quite 
early in life. And as Julius Rosenwald 
avers, Mr. Fuller can thank his good 
luck to a large degree in the acquire- 
ment of liis millions. H&was fortunate 
to happen into the distributing agency 
of one of America's most successful 
automobiles. He got into this game 
when the getting was good. He does 
not bear the reputation of having been 
unduly prodigal in the treatment of 
his workers. At least he has not im- 
poverished himself by paying his em- 
ployees exorbitant wages. In tills 
i respect lie lias been perhaps about as 
good as the average big employer. He 
has not displayed a tendency of al- 
lowing ids emotions to cause him to 
become very altruistic. 

Nevertheless, Mr. Fuller is quite cor- 
rect when lie says, "It is as useless 
for us by dipping into the treasury 
here and there for the benefit of this 
class or that to cure the world-wide 
financial depression, us it was for Mrs. 
Partington to undertake with her 
broom to sweep back the Atlantic 
ocean.” 

There are many who agree with Mr. 
Fuller in his views on the payment of 
tlu* soldiers’ adjusted compensation, or 
"bonus” us lie terms it. As lie says, 
a large percentage of those who will 
receive 60% of the compensation are 
young men under 40 years of age. With 
conditions such as they are, it seems 
a rather inopportune time to pay large 
sums of money to young men who are 
prosperous and who do not need aid. 
But, former service men who are in 
need cannot he blamed for asking re- 
lief in tlie form of part payment on 
their adjusted compensation. It is a 
very human trait when one is in need 
to seek relief from every uvuiluble 
source. So, it is natural for the for- 
mer service men who are up against 
it to usk for tlie money which eventu- 
ally would he paid to them. 

Most of tlie young Americans who 
enlisted at tills country’s entrance into 
tlie World War were mere youths. 
Older men hesitate before rushing into 
carnage. The hoys who voluntarily 
went to France and endured tlie hell 
over there are entitled to compensa- 
tion. So are tlie men who were drafted. 
They were not anxious to get killed, 
whlcii is a peculiarity common to most 
humans, lint they were compelled to 
leave their homes and occupations to 
become prospective camion fodder. 
They observed others obtaining em- 
ployment in war time industries and 
activities at exorbitant wages. They

saw pseudo patriots become million- 
aires and tlioasandaires during the 
war by profiteering at this country’s 
expense. They have learned during 
tlie years since the war of tlie large 
emoluments received by wise individ- 
uals who had the requisite "drag" to 
chisel into the national treasury, and 
who have been drawing big allowances 
of one kind or another because they 
sorved in tlie World War. And. being 
human, it is to be expected that they 
will, in future years seek pensions, 
oven as did those who participated 
in previous wars. Possibly tlie rising 
generation will hop to it tliut such 
abuses as have existed in the past will 
not he tolerated in future pension pay- 
ments (as Mr. Fuller predicts). There 
are still widows of men who served in 
the War of IS 12 receiving pensions. 
It is doubtful if coming generations 
will pay pensions to women who 
marry veterans half a century after 
a war ends. 

There are many who agree with tlie 
former Governor against tlie State en- 
gaging in huge projects to provide 
labor for unemployed. Such very ex- 
pensive undertakings give work 
mostly to laborers, a large percentage 
of whom are of foreign birth. Such 
projects do not help mill workers, me 
chanics, building trade workers or tile 
"white collar” class. 

Those of us who were formerly en- 
gaged in tlie textile industry will not 
agree with Mr. Fuller that it has been 
high tuxes which have given tlie “kiss 
of death” to Gils most important Mas - 
uuchusetts industry. While it is true 


that low taxes (or no taxes) caused 
Massachusetts cotton mill owners to 
establish new mills in tlie South, more 
important factors in tills migration of 
activities were the low wages paid to 
workers there and the long hours of 
labor saddled upon them by tlie hu- 
mane mill owners. But. tlie principal 
reason for tlie rapid decline of Massa- 
chusetts’ textile industry has been the 
change of style in women’s wearing 
apparel which has caused much less 
cloth to lie worn, and the substitution 
of rayon for cotton and wool. 

Another fact that Mr. Fuller and 
other big business men must realize 
is this — tlie world is getting the re- 
sults of the rapid change from manual 
production to machine production. Mil- 
lions of persons have been made idle 
because machines now do tlie work 
formerly done by men und women. 
Not only in manufacturing industries 
lint in agriculture. And modern, swift 
methods of transportation have 
brought into competition with our 
people the products of people in coun- 
tries where labor costs are lint a frac- 
tion of wluit they were in New Eng- 
land. Tills country will Hud. even as 
England is tiiidiug. that doles or pub* 
lie aid cannot be given indefinitely to 
many million* who cannot find am* 

pi meiit. M ms mi(*. So found with- 
out undue delay to readjust our eco- 
nomic fabric so that all who need 
work can obtain work and a sufficient 
income to obtain tlie necessaries of i 
life. The present problem is not one | 
of production, but of distribution of i 
wealth.

10. barber and beauty shops 8, mar- 
kets 32, restaurants 20. bakeries 17. 
Milk samples tested totalled 32.

Newtonville Woman’s Club 

A very novel, but interesting and in- 
structive meeting was held on Tues- 
day.

Mr. Berton I. Staples, a lecturer oti 
the Navajo Indians, adderssed tlie 
Club members and friends. Mr. Staples 
has lived on the Navajo reservation at 
Coolidge, New Mexico, for twelve 
years, and through ills interest and 
friendship with them has done much 
to perpetuate the arts and crafts of 
the tribe. With Mr. Staples were three 
Navajos, each one demonstrating his 
own individual craftsmanship. A wo- 
man wove blankets on a crude loom. 
A young man worked on silver, huni- 
meriug it into bracelets, necklaces, 
and rings. A medicine man made the 
sacred pictures in sand, which the 
three later destroyed, using the saftie 
ceremonial which is practised in their 
own tribal ritual on the reservation. 
They also hud with them a very fine 
exhibit of rugs, blankets, and silver- 
work. 

Mr. Stuples speaks with authority 
and ills years of experience with the 
Indians have given him a deep insight 
into tlie lives and customs of these 
early Americans. He urges that more 
be done for the Indians, not in dona- 
tions of money, but that markets be 
found for their manufactured products. 
He claims that we should americanize 
the Indian as we do the foreigner that 
comes to our shores. These Navajos, 
in their own way, are a cultured and 
gifted race, and Mr. Staples makes a 
plea to help keep alive the arts and 
crafts of these primitive people. This 
can be guined, he claims, through 
more liberal legislation ami a deeper 


knowledge and more sympathetic in- 
terest toward this race whose ances- 
tors were here long before the first 
white man came to this continent.

The Silver Problem. 

While Governor Brucker signs a bill 
to re-establish capital punishment in 
Michigan, California discusses, and 
will adopt, it is hoped, a bill abolish- 
ing capital punishment. 

The State cannot discourage murder 
by imitating murderers, killing as 
they kill. 

Instead of death the extreme pen- 
alty should be life imprisonment; and 
it should mean life imprisonment, with 
eight hours for work, eight hours for 
sleep, eight hours for regret and re- 
flection. 

Two criminals recently received 
sentences aggregating more than two 
hundred years, and it was announced 
officially that they would actually stay 
in jail about fourteen years. That 
makes a joke of justice. 

The one “secret of success” is work. 

Paderewski, in his private car on a 
sidetrack in Los Angeles, amazed rail- 
road workers by practicing for hours 
on the piano that he carries with him. 
One worker remarked: 

“They sav he’s the best piano player 
in the world, and listen to him, still 
practicing.” 

That is one reason why he is the 
best player in the world. The other 
reason is his possession of genius. 

But even genius, without work, as 
proved by the careers of many bril- 
liant men born rich, is genius wasted. 

It is a comfort to have rich relatives 
even when you feel poor, and the na- 
tion’s Uncle £am is rich. He has in 
solid gold four billion, five hundred 
and ninety million dollars, within one 
hundred millions of the greatest 
amount he ever had. 

With such a gold supply it is hard 
to understand why such a fuss should 
be made about the soldiers’ bonus. 

But everything about finance is hard 
to understand. 

After all the praying of ninety mil- 
lion Japanese, fervent supplications 
and invocations of numerous kinds of 
priests that guide the Japanese con- 
science, the Empress of Japan gives 
birth to a little girl— her fourth. And 
the Mikado has no heir to his throne, 
since no female can inherit it. 

Perhaps the sun goddess, from 
whom the Mikados descend, will t’o 
better next time. Meanwhile, the 
Mikado should rejoice. Daughters, not 
sons, inherit the father’s talent or 
genius, if he has any, and hand it on 
to the next generation. Ga'.ton prove 
it. 

Sheridan’s twenty mile ride was a 
fine performance, so was Paul Re- 
vere’s, although some say it never 
happened quite that way. The gentle- 
man who carried the news from 
“Ghent to Aix” was invented by the 
poet, and the Greek runner who drop- 
ped dead as he told of the great dis- 
aster is legendary. 

But there is nothing uncertain about 
Joe Crosson’s flight from Fairbanks to 
Point Earrow in Alaska over moun- 
tains swept by raging storms. 

He carried no news of battle, but 
took 250.000 units of diphtheria anti- 
toxin to the Presbyterian Mission Hos- 
pital at Point Barrow, to save lives 
threatened by a diphtheria plague. 

That ride over mountains, through 
clouds and the storm, will compare 
with any in history. The American 
Airways Corporation is to be congrat- 
ulated on supplying the plane. 

In a few days the Prince of Wales, 
having traveled far and wide by 
steamer and airplane, will open the 
British Trade Exposition in Buenos 
Aires. The trouble with British and 
other trade is a silver trouble. 

There is njt enough gold in the 
world to carry on its commerce, now 
that silver, used side by side with gold 
for thousands of years, the only money 
available for more than half of the 
world’s population, has been cut down 
in value two-thirds. 

That situation will have to be 
changed before world-wide prosperity 
can be restored. 

Cotton growers need not wonder at 
the persistent low price of their prod- 
uct. Cotton in tin.* past, as Dr. I. D. 
Carpenter, of St. Paul, points out, has 
been sold in great quantities to the 
“tropical climates of China, India, 
Asia, Mexico, Central and South 
America." The sliver money of these 
countries is almost worthless, and 
they cannot pay former prices. 

Our high financial intelligence will 
have to do something about the silver 
question, or we shall find ourselves, 
like the dragon Earner, sitting on our 
pile of gold, four und one-half billions 
of it, with no customers to buy from 
us. 

Monte Carlo’s gambling institution 
lias been robbed by gamblers clever 
enough to bribe the right men and 
mark the cards with chemicals, mark- 
ings visible only to those wearing 
glasses with a cerlain tint. 

It is difficult to feel sad about that, 
although millions of francs urs said 
to have beep stolen by the ingenious 
swindlers. 

On u previous occasion, the »um- 
Wing casino was robbed by gentlemen 
thut “pinched” the roulette wheels, 
making certain numbers a little wide* 
to receive the whirling ball,

be organized to devise future plans 
to relieve unemployment. 

Mayor Weeks expressed the opinion 
that cities should not conduct em- 
ployment bureaus regularly and that 
the activity of assisting persons 
should be conducted by private or- 
ganizations. He said that employers, 
generally, consider municipal employ- 
ment bureaus as agencies only for 
unskilled labor and when skilled labor 
is wanted, private agencies are re- 
sorted to.

Several hearings on petitions for 
changes in zoning were held by the 
Claims and Rules Committee of the 
Board of Aldermen at City Hall on 
Wednesday night. jThe first hearing 
held was that on the petition of Au- 
burndale residents to change land on 
Grove street from , manufacturing to 
single residence zone. This land, lo- 
cated alongside the Boston & Albany 
tracks where the Circuit branch 
crosses Grove street, ami abutting the 
Woodland Golf Club links, was for- 
merly the property of the railroad 
company.

Gallagher told of changing conditions 
on Washington street which make it 
less desirable as a residential street 
and asserted that tbi land in question 
should properly be zftned for business.

Traffic Discussed 


At Meeting Of Newton Business 
Associate* 


The monthly meeting of the New- 
ton Business Associates was Held on 
Monday night at the Hunneweli Club. 
Twenty members and guests were 
present. The meeting was opened by 
Robert Beil of the Campbell Hard- 
ware Company and Watson Baker, sec- 
retary of the Associates read the min- 
utes of the preceding meeting. The 
question of admitting women to mem- 
bership was brought up and favored 
by some of those present. 

Former Alderman John Madden, as 
chairman of the Committee appointed 
to suggest uses for the old engine 
house site said that this committee 
had a conference with Mayor Weeks 
on March 10th. Mr. Madden reported 
that Mayor Weeks had told the mem- 
bers of this committee that he had 
employed a Traffic Expert to study the 
situation in Newton square; that if 
he spent any money it should care for 
future problems as well as present: 
that frankly he was not satisfied with 
the report of the Committee for the 
reason that it overlooked certain facts 
brought to his attention by other men 
such as the fact that the Newton 
Trust Company would move shortly 
and the future use of that space had 
not been considered; that he had been 
informed that the report had been se- 
verely criticized by the Business 
Men's Association. Mr. White of the 
Committee satisfied his Honor that 
the Newton Trust Co. would not move 
for some years, having recently made 
alterations to provide for a long 
period; and the Committee reminded 
his Honor that all the members pres- 
ent at the meeting were in favor of 
the Pearl Court Taking, and 95^ 
were in favor of the taking between 
the Washington and Centre Street 
bridges for parking purposes only: a 
necessity in the future as well as the 
present; that the Committee wel- 
comed a traffic expert to test its rec- 
ommendations. which after all were 
an analysis of the numerous expert 
studies and reports during the last 
twenty years by such eminent truffle 
experts as Henry I. Harriman and for- 
mer City Engineer Rogers, the now 
recognized State Experts, whose pro- 
posed plans proved -so costly that 
nothing was ever done: that this Com- 
mittee had endeavored to point out 
the real source of trouble which was 
not congestion of through traffic as 
evidenced by the speed of cars around 
the hank and through the square: due 
to the efficient work of the Aldermanic 
Traffic Committee, and also to suggest 
the remedy which private enterprises 
rind found sribeessfif! by utilizing their 
back yards for parking. That the old 
square, while poorly planned, was 
rich in resources In the large areas 
of rear land now covered with anti- 
quated buildings moved back 35 years 
ago to make room for the store build- 
ings, and which should be moved again 
to make room for the great modern 
necessity a public parking space, 
which would welcome the motorist 
instead of driving him out as at pres- 
ent; that to take the Pearl Court

School Committee 
Disapproves Request 

.Mayor Seeks Plan To Have Buses 
Rerouted 


The meeting of the Newton School 
Committee on Monday night was 
taken up largely with transportation 
matters. The committee voted against 
the request of Mayor Weeks to have 
the buses which bring pupils to the 
High schools re-routed because of 
complaints from autoists who stated 
that the many extra school buses de- 
lay traffic on Walnut street mornings. 
The Mayor had asked the committee 
to devise plans which would eliminate 
this condition. It had been suggested 
that the buses go onto Elm road and 
into the driveway of tne school to 
permit the pupils to alight from these 
vehicles. 

Mrs. Helen Hutchinson, reporting 
for the subcommittee appointed to 
investigate this matter, disagreed 
with the recommendation of Mayor 
Weeks. She stated that President 
Hanson of the Middlesex & Boston 
Street Railway objects to the buses 
being routed onto Elm road, because 
they would have to make left turns 
and traffic hazards would be created. 
Mrs. Hutchinson did not approve of 
buses on Elm road because the pupils 
use this street to go from the Classi- 
cal High School to the newer school 
buildings. She quoted police officials 
as saying that a traffic officer has 
been on duty at the High schools and 
no accidents have been reported. 

A letter from Principal Irving 
Palmer of the High School was read 
in which Mr. Palmer stated that traf- 
fic conditions at the High School are 
satisfactory and he does not favor the 
change as proposed. Mr. Palmer 
called attention to the fact that if the 
buses entered Elm road they would 
be crossing traffic on Walnut street 
twice. He stated that if buses are 
allowed on Elm road, pupils may be 
injured. He also wrote that efficient 
traffic officers are assigned to duty 
on Walnut street and that he has 
never seen traffic delayed there more 
than 40 seconds, which is no longer . 
than automobiles are held by the au- I 
tomatic traffic signal at Washington : 
and Walnut streets. 

School Committeeman Eliott Church | 
gave the opinion that traffic conditions 
on Walnut street have improved since 
the street cars were eliminated. Mrs. 
Ward Cornell told of having observed 
onditions ou Walnut street on Mon- 
day morning and that there is no need 
to change the present bus stops. There 
is but little delay to traffic. School 
Committee member Walter Amesbury 
told of having spent considerable time 
studying traffic conditions near the 
High School, as he brings bis sons 
there each school day morning. He 
believes that the many citizens who 
drive to the High School with their 
children interfere more with traffic 
than do the buses. He believes that 
there is no need to make the change 
suggested by the Mayor. On motion 
of School Committee member George 
Tracy the committee voted to inform 
Mayor Weeks that it is "inexpedient 
to make the change, and present con- 
ditions are entirely satisfactory.” 

The matter of special bus transpor- 
tation for Lower Falls pupils attend- 
ing the Levi Warren junior high 
school did not meet with the approval

Sanborn was assistant roach of 
football at Cony High, Augusta, 
Maine, and head coach at Thorn- 
ton Academy and Wilton Acad- 
* my, where he had successful 
teams. He has been coaching 
football every year since he 
graduated from the University of 
New Hampshire in 1013. 

Mr. Considine graduated from 
Newton High in 1924 and from 
Brown I'niversity in 1920.

of the School Committee. Parents of 
t h » ■ ■ children claimed that discrim- 
ination is being shown because their 
children have to wait 10 to 20 min- 
utes for buses, while Auburndale chil- 
dren do not have to wait. The Lower 
Falls folks were of the belief that 
special bus servile is provided for the 
Auburndale pupils. The School Com- 
mittee gave the information that no 
special bus service is provided for the 
Aurburndale children and the fact 
that the Lower Falls pupils have to 
wait is caused by the schedule of the 
Middlesex & Boston. It was suggested 
that the children might wait in the 
school until their bus arrives. 

The committee voted to ask Mayor 
Weeks to recommend appropriations 
for developing the playground at the 
Levi Warren School, repair the play- 
grounds at the Mason, Peirce, Claflin 
and Franklin schools and build a fence 
at the Williams School playground. 
It was voted to appoint Marion Maxim 
as physical training teacher at the 
John W. Weeks School, which will 
open next September at Newton Cen- 
tre.

land with a parking capacity for 160 
cars, and the engine house lot extend- 
ed west where 40 cars could he parked 
all in the heart of the business dis- 
trict would eclipse any other Mun- 
icipal Undertaking both in scope and 
character for the future as well as 
present public good. 

Ills Honor then announced that ho 
would submit the Committee’s report 
to the expert and when ho reached his 
conclusions, he would invite the Com- 
mittee to a Conference with the ex- 
pert and a Committee front the Board 
of Aldermen. 

Alderman Powers inquired if the 
Committee had abandoned the idea ol’ 
a 1ms ’terminal, and the Chairman re- 
plied that it had agreed to an amend- 
ment of its report eliminating the bus 
terminal feature, for the reason that 
the City Solicitor had advised that the 
City could not take land for busses or 
a bus terminal, hut could take it for 
parking, and the Middlesex and Bos- 
ton St. Railway and the majority of 
its patrons and the merchants werfc 
satisfied with the present bus stops 
which occupied only 150 linear feet 
of parking space in the square. 

Alderman Powers inquired if the 
Chairman was still in favor of a bus 
terminal and his reply was that he 
was in favor of such a terminal in 
the future after an actual trial of 
the proposed parking spaces; that in 
that connection we should consider 
the substitution of busses for trolleys 
by the Elevated which may not he far 
distant, and then we would have a 
real bus problem; that In his opinion 
the proposed bus terminal would he 
adequate to care for all busses if a 
proper entrance were made on Centre 
street. 

Asked by President Fredericks of 
the Business Associates if he knew of 
any influences at work to block the 
report of the Committee, Mr. Madden 
replied that all lie could say was that 
some persons had been quite active 
in advocating the site of the old Op- 
era House on Centre street and sug- 
gesting the purchase of that property 
by the City for a bus terminal; that 
it had been strongly advocated at the 
meeting of Associates in January, and 
that the members of the Committee 
had been approached individually with 
a view of recommending that taking, 
that after a discussion of the merits 
of that location nobody made a motion 
for it for the reason that it was too 
costly and too remote from the stores 
and depot, not to speak of the most 
public used building, the Post Oflice 
at the other extreme end or the square 
and that it would compel bus patrons 
to make that hike in an age when 
STEP ON— STEP OFF is the watch- 
word in all business activities. 

Alderman Harte inquired whether 
the proposed locations could be taken 
for parking purposes and then used 
to park busses, and the reply was 
that busses could be parked there with 
other cars and the future would de- 
cide advisability of a terminal. 

Andrew J. Ford said that what the 
business men of Newton Corner de- 
sire is parking spaces at both sides 
of the business section and not to in- 
vite through traffic by opening up 
traffic arteries. Alderman Powers 
was requested, as a member of the 
Traffic Committee to give information 
regarding the traffic survey to be 
made by the “expert” at Newton Cor- 
ner. The Ward 1 alderman stated 
that the advice of the Traffic Com- 
mittee of the Aldermen has not been 
asked in this matter and that in the 
past few' years a number of sugges- 
tions made by this committee regard- 
ing traffic at Nonantum Square have 
been disregarded. He told of manual 
control of traffic at the square having 
been supplanted by automatic signal 
control during much of the time daily, 
such a change affording far less pro- 
tection to pedestrians and causing un- 
necessary delay to automobile traffic. 
Mr. Powers stated that there is no 
congestion of traffic at Nonantum 
Square and conditions are better than 
they were when the electric cars of 
the Middlesex & Boston w'ere parked 
in the centre of the square. He could 
see no need of paying an expert when 
no condition exists to necessitate such 
action. On motion of James Blanken- 
ship it w'as voted to thank the Mayor 
and Aldermen for the interest they 
are manifesting in the matter of park- 
ing and traffic at New'ton Corner. 

Walter L. McCammon stated that 
the window lighting of many of the 
merchants in Newton Corner was not 
all that it should he. It is not a ques- 
tion of whether the store is open for 
business or not it is an opportunity 
to show the public what is offered. A 
larger number of people, prospective 
purchasers, pass most stores when 
closed. Those who come to the stores 
in the daytime know where they are 
going and what they wish to buy. 
Those who pass the stores when 
closed have time to window shop and 
if impressed will come in when the 
store is open. He suggested that the 
merchants consider the Installation of 
modern window lighting methods. 

President Fredericks introduced Mr. 
Foss, an official of the Retail Mer- 
chants Credit Association, Inc., which 
is to cover the Newtons from its Wal- 
tham offices. The organization’s ob- 
jective is to interest local retail mer- 
chants to join, making it practical 
and efficient in operation and service 
in the community. Several local mer- 
chants have been using this associa- 
tion with highly satisfactory results. 
Mr. Foss told of the need for credit 
associations in protecting the mer- 
chants from had accounts and also 
showed how the 1200 Credit Bureaus 
in the country were linked up through 
a National Credit Bureau Association.

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MAKING THE CITY A PARTNER? 

To the Editor, 

I have noticed that often petitions 
presented to the city for permits to 
establish a “Gas” Ailing station upon 
a certain location are only an op- 
tioned piece of land. The culmination 
of the sale depending if such a permit 
can lie secured. Often the price to be 
received is far in excess of a normal 
price — the permit being the real in- 
centive. Often the owner who seek< 
this permit indicates that it is for his 
own use and only by investigation 
and hearing is it brought out that 
the sale is all dependent upon tlu* 
city giving the permit. 

The Boston Consolidated Gas Com- 
pany bought a parcel of land in Au- 
hurndale for proposed use in a busi- 
ness zone and sought a permit to es- 
tablish a utility station which necessi- 
tated certain permit to he given by 
the city. They were straightforward 
in their request and owned the land 
and do today as far as I know — they 
were not granted the permit and gra- 
ciously withdrew their petition. They 
were honest and above board. 

Now it seems to me that the meth- 
ods of presenting the petitions for 
permits under a subterfuge are not 
fair to the city. 

it places tlie city in the light of 
being a partial partner in the tran- 
section without in any case receiv- 
ing a lieneAt or part of the increased 
purchase price that will be paid and 
received because the permit has been 
granted. 

It Is a laudable tiling to make money 
hut is it a laudable tiling to get 
money by such methods? 

Public necessity and requirements 
should be the basis for granting a 
permit. It still seems that eternal 


vigilance is the price of good govern- 
ment. an awakened public conscience 
is a great aid to the city officials in 
doing their best to preserve the stand- 
ards of right and fair dealing. The 
city should not be a party to granting 
permits on option or any other sub- 
terfuge.

MAY LAUNCH NEW CUNARD SU- 
PERLINER NEXT FEBRUARY 


Word has been received at the 
American offices of the Cunard Line 
that it is highly probable that the 
date of tlie lunching of the new 73,000 
ton Cunnrder, now under construction 
at Clydebank, Scotland, will be ad- 
vanced from June 1932, to February of 
next year. 

British factories and foundries fur- 
nishing material for tlie gigantic 
liner are speeding up all work as much 
ns possible on a 24-hour schedule. 

Last week the rudder for the new 
ship left the factory at Darlington. 
It weighs more than 150 tons and is 
the largest ever constructed. 

The liner, 1,018 feet long and 115 
feet wide, will have eight decks above 
tin; water line. The boat deck will 
be 050 feet long, while the promenade 
deck will stretch out for 720 feet. 
The funnels, 40 feet across, will rise 
to a height of 130 feet above the wa- 
ter line. 

The dining room, amidships between 
the second and third funnels, will be 
the largest room ever to be placed 
in an ocean liner. 

Tlie new steamer is expected to de- 
velop a speed of 30 or more knots 
per hour, making her tlie world’s fast- 
est ship. 

There has been considerable talk 
about inviting Americans to suggest 
a name for the ship. Already such 
names as Britannia, Victoria, Virginia, 
Scotia, and Georgia have been offered 
for consideration.

ALDERMEN HOLD HEARINGS ON 
ZONING CHANGES 


(Continued from Page 1) 


petitions for a change of zone on 
land owned by it at the rear of 1130 
Beacon street, Newton Highlands. Mr. 
Garcelon stated that while this com- 
pany owns large areas of land in this 
section, it only desires one small 
parcel (92,600 square feet) changed 
from private residence to business 
zone. He explained that this parcel 
of land is about 75 yards west of 
Walnut street, measures 700 by 450 
feet, is quite swampy and must be 
drained. He «aid it is of no value 
for residences and is located a con- 
siderable distance from tlie new New- 
ton Highlands playground. It can he 
developed into a location for a coal 
and wood business, or for fuel oil 
tanks. 

Alderman Grebenstein asked Mr. 
Garcelon if tlie Purity Ice Company 
will sell this land, should tlie zone he 
changed? Mr. Garcelon replied that 
he does not think tlie ice company 
will sell the land. Alderman Murray 
remarked that lie does not think it 
is necessary for the ice company to 
petition to start a coal yard oi fuel 
oil storage plant on the land as these 
lines of business are allied to the 
ice business. City Solicitor Bartlett 
-aid he would investigate this conten- 
tion. He suggested that the Planning 
Board be asked to give a hearing on 
this matter. 

Alderman Powers asked Mr. Gar- 
celon if he believed it practicable to 
establish a coal yard or fuel oil tank 
storage on a location remotely situ- 
ated from railroad facilities? He was 
told it might he practicable. The 
Ward 1 alderman also informed Mr. 
Garcelon that the area in question is 
pait of the Cold Spring swamp section 
lor which the city has expended over 
$200,000 by building a drain which is 
expected to evolve the section into a 
residential district. Mr. Garcelon 
stated that it will cost considerably 
more to drain the land which the ice 
company desires to have re-zoned. 

Mrs. Hoar, of 1139 Beacon street, 
said her family will not object to the 
change of zone if land owned by them 
and located along Beacon street will 
also be zoned for business. Frank 
Ciccone of 1120 Beacon street who 
owns land abutting that of the Puri- 
ty lee Company told the aldermen he 
though there is something peculiar 
about the petition as some of his land 
had been included in the area desig- 
nated for re-zoning without his 
knowledge. He was informed by Al- 
derman Grebenstein that this is quite 
proper. Mr. Ciccone asked if lie had 
any assurance that other parcels of 
land in the neighborhood will not be 
re-zoned for business, sfiouhl the 
Purity Ice Company land lie re-zoned? 
He was told no assurance could be 
given. He said he objected to a coal 
yard next to his property and asked 
if Mr. Williams, head of the Purity 
Ice Company had not endeavored to 
get his property placed in a business 
zone iu 1922 when the city was zoned? 
Mr. Williams replied thut he had no 
recollection of so doing, but Mr. 
Ciccone’s son asserted thut the Purity 
Ice Com puny had endeavored in 1922 
to get their land in the business zone.

As in other years the Puliltx man- 
agement of the Paramount bus de- 
cided to close the theatre until 3 p. 
m., on Good Friday in keeping with 
the ministerial and clergy wishes of 
tlie city. 


The well Intentioned efforts of the 
Newton Board of Aldermen to prevent 
more unsightly bill-hoards in this city 
have been defeated in several in- 
stances. The Donnelly Company peti- 
tioned a few times within the past 
two years for permits to erect huge 
bill boards on the roof of the one- 
story building at 221-225 Washington 
street, Newton Corner (opposite the 
old engine house site), and on the roof 
of the building at 349-363 Watertown 
street, Nonantum; also for big signs 
on the walls of buildings at 317 Wa- 
tertown street, Nonantum and 337 Wa- 
tertown street, Nonantum. The New- 
ton aldermen each time these peti- 
tions were presented, refused them. 
Within the past couple of months, 
iiowever. the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Public Works has overruled 
these decisions of the aldermen and 
lias granted permits for the erection 
of these billboards and signs. The 
Public Works Department takes the 
stand that the locations are in busi- 
ness districts and are proper places 
for billboards. The only Instance 
where the Public Works Department 
sustained the Board of Aldermen in 
refusing to grant a billboard location 
in a business district was in the case 
of the building at the corner of Cen- 
tre and Washington streets at Nonan- 
tum square, over tlie Alpine Restau- 
rant. This was turned down because 
of the fact there is heavy traffic 
around this corner. 

At the Constitutional Convention 
twelve and more years ago, the matter 
of curtailing the billboard nuisance 
was deliberated and referred to the 
people on a referendum. The vote 
against billboards was overwhelming. 
The law 

The law restricting billboards was 
supposed to have gone into effect in 
1921. Stricter regulations against bill- 
boards followed which were to take ef- 
fect January 24. 1924. The billboard in- 
terests obtained an injunction on June 
19 of that year which prevented the re- 
moval of from 12,000 to 14,000 of these 
big advertising signs, so objectionable 
to the majority of people and the Su- 
preme Court of Massachusetts appoint- 
ed a Master to sit on this case and 
obtain tacts. Frank H. Stewnrt of 
Newton Centre was tlie appointee and 
a per-diem of $150 was designated. Mr. 
Stewart sat for 130 days hearing vol- 
uminous evidence presented by attor- 
neys for the billboard interests. This 
hearing of evidence dragged along 
until a year ago. when It was all pre- 
sented. Recently a preliminary re- 
port was drafted by tlie master and 
when this question will lie given a 
final decision remains to he seen. In 
the meantime, the verdict of the peo- 
ple of Massachusetts, as regards bill- 
boards has been largely negated over 
a long period of years. 


NEWTON WOMAN’S NEPHEW 
KNIGHTED 


Mrs. Gawn Wilson, of Orchard 
street. Newton, has recently received 
word that her nephew, who is a Lon- 
don surgeon, and the son of her 
brother, tlie late Rev. Samuel Russell 
Woodall, was on the New Year’s Hon- 
or List and received knighthood from 
King George as Sir Ambrose Woodall. 
His great work for the Manor House 
Hospital. Holders Green, London, lias 
been such an outstanding achieve- 
ment as to merit the honor which tlie 
King has conferred upon him. 

Educated at the Victoria University 
of Manchester, which he entered with 
a National Science and a Lancashire 
County Council Scholarship, he quick- 
ly gave evidence of the possession of 
unusual gifts. After graduating (with 
honors) in medicine he spent a year 
as demonstrator in physiology at the 
university and a fourth year as Re- 
search Fellow. In 1911 he graduated 
as M.l). and in 1916 was elected 
F.R.C.S. 

After war service in France and 
Italy lie was appointed a surgical 
specialist to the Ministry of Pensions. 
In 1919 he joined the staff of the 
Manor House Hospital, where since 
1924 he has been senior surgeon. He 
Is a founder of the hospital, and lias 
served on its committee of manage- 
ment uninterruptedly for nearly ten 
years. He is also medical adviser 
to the National Union of Railway 
Men. 

During Sir Ambrose Woodall’s ten- 
ure of office the hospital, which was 
established in 1917, has grown from a 
comparatively small institution devot- 
ed chiefly to tlie treatment of wound- 
ed soldiers to a foundation of national 
importance devoted entirely to the 
treatment of injured industrial work- 
ers and supported by a membership 
of over 150,000. The hospital is 
owned und governed by the Industrial 
Orthopaedic Society.

KIWAN.1S CLUB 

With Congress shouting ’Billions." 
Legislatures yelling "Millions" and 
cities everywhere shrieking "Hun- 
dreds of Thousands’’ in a reckless 
chorus of lavish spending, according 
to Mayor Sinclair Weeks of Newton, 
the cost of government is mounting 
fearfully and many communities may 
soon find themselves in serious finan- 
cial trouble unless they "stop siug- 
ing." Mayor Weeks, who is also a 
banker and business man. was the 
principal speaker this noon at a joint 
meeting of the Khvanis clubs of 
Brookline and Newton, held in the 
Hotel Beaconsfield. Brookline. 

There is a great difference, he 
pointed out. between the cost of grow- 
ing government and tlie growing cost 
of government. The average citizen, 
lie said, doesn’t mind the former, but 
objects vigorously to the latter. Tax 
payers are in accord with modern 
times and are willing to pay the bills 
for good schools, efficient tire depart- 
ment protection and police forces. 
Moreover, they demand and foot the 
bills for first class water supply and 
for departmental necessities provid- 
ing up-to-date sewage disposal, health 
regulation, welfare work and high- 
ways. 

In addition, he stated, they do not 
complain when called upon to assume 
additional burdens in times of emer- 
gency, or burdens like those of old 
age assistance in the humanitarian 
class, but they will balk in his opinio:; 
at the tax weight of "frills and 
furbelows” which right now must be 
dropped by the way-side or else gov- 
ernment will become overburdened, 
exhausted und will fall. 

“Taxes are rising on every side." 
said the Newton mayor. "Reports 
from Washington indicate that fed- 
eral income tax figures are nearly 
12a millions of dollars behind the re- 
ceipts of a year ago and that might 
reudily indicate increases in federal 
taxes. Our State program, particu- 
larly if all the Governor recommends 
is granted, will boost tlie costs of 
government and 1 believe I can safely 
foresee a great many of our cities 
and towns elevating substantially 
their tax rates. They just can’t help 
it. Money ordinarily obtained by 
cities from tlie State's income tax col- 
lections will be materially reduced 
ami municipal revenue from poll tax- 
es and assessments on real and per- 
sonal property will, because of un- 
employment for one reason, he con- 
siderably reduced. 

"Municipal governments which de- 
sire to remain sound." he advised, 
“must first place the hail on new ways 
to spend money and next ecomonize 
in every department possible. Don’t 
ask for tin* things you can get along 
without, because if they are granted 
you will have to pay the cost even- 
tually. Remember, every depression 
lias Its good side — strange as thut 
statement may appear. Take stock of 
your municipal affairs just as you 
would take inventory of your business 
affairs. Check your expenditures 
closely and you may. us we are doing 


in Newton, find ways and means to 

save sufficient funds by economy to 
keep your community in the select 
class that will not be obliged this 
year to raise the tax rate. 

"Government, like business, is in 
the convalescent stage.” he concluded, 
"just after a prolonged economic ill- 
ness. The crisis is past. We are on 
the way back to health. No sensi- 
ble convalescent, after a siege of in- 
fluenza or typhoid, would dream of 
attempting to rush out to compete in 
a mile run. We should be well satis- 
fied if our improvement is gradual at 
first lest we suffer another relapse."

UNDER THE GILDED DOME 


Tlie signing by Governor Ely of the 
hill for road construction and an in- 
crease of one cent in the gasoline tnx 
lias ended discussion of one of the 
most important questions before tills 
year's Legislature. There is little 
question but the guiding hand and 
wise counsel of Speaker Saltonstnll 
helped in the solution of the mntter. 
Newton should he grateful, too, to 
Representative Baker who, ns a mem- 
ber of the House Ways and Means 
Committee, did a tremendous amount 
of work in preparing the several pre- 
liminary drafts and in studying the 
numerous details which had to be 
considered by Ills committee before 
final passage of the legislation. The 
test of a legislator's position came 
on the question of passing the bill to 
be enacted. Senator Hollis and Rep- 
resentative Baker voted for the hill 
and Representatives Lultwleler and 
Thompson voted ngainst it. Mr. Luit- 
wieler took part In the debate. There 
were 55 House members recorded 
ngainst the bill and 5 Senntors. With 
two Newton Representatives opposed 
and a Newton Representative and 
the Newton Senator recorded in fa- 
vor Newton appears to have been 
evenly divided, ns far as votes go, on 
the question. 

The special committee of the two 
branches appointed to reapportion the 
Congressional districts began hearings 
this week. Representative Thompson 
is the only member from this city. 

Apparently there will he no legisla- 
tion passed this year affecting over- 
night camps. The Senate has reject- 
ed. without debate or division, a bill 
providing for t he regulation and li- 
censing of overnight camps and 
lodgings. The usual effort was made 
to have some kind of a hill passed 
but the legislators thus far have not 
displayed any great amount of inter- 
est. 

The bill providing for a change in 
the method of censoring plays in 
Boston lias been rejected. It caused 
considerable discussion at the time 
it was presented as it took away from 
the Mayor of Boston authority to pro- 
hibit the presentation of plays of 
which he did not approve. However, 
the hill received no support in the 
Legislature and was allowed to Be 
killed without protest. 

The Housp lias substituted for ad- 
verse committee reports a number of 
bills providing for changes in the 
workmen’s compensation law. These 
include increasing the amount al- 
lowed for compensation and extend- 
ing the time during which payments 
shall he made. The Newton Repre- 
sentatives were recorded against the 
Hills. There is a possibility that the 
hills will be rejected in the Senate. 

Both lira miles have rejected the 
hill for the licensing of bicycles and 
their registration with local police 
authorities. 

The so-called "Birth Control” hill 
was adversely reported by the Com- 
mittee on Public Health and the re- 
port accepted by both branches with- 
out debate. 

Among the adverse committee re- 
ports accepted this week by both 
branches were the following: Petition 
of Wendell P. Thore for the appoint- 
ment of a special commission to make 
a full survey of the problem of un- 
employment and to devise means for 
relief; to reduce the amount of fees 
for the licensing of hawkers and ped- 
lers; for the appointment of a pub- 
licity expert to stimulate Interest on 
the part of the citizens in the laws 
and government of the Common- 
wealth: limiting highways over which 
street railway companies shall main- 
tain double tracks; that cities and 
towns provide insurance for employ- 
ment for such inhabitants as register 
for such insurance and employment 
in case of unemployment and that the 
Director of Smoke Inspection he au- 
thorized to make regulations for the 
payment of fees for permits issued by 
him. 

There will he no legislation this 
year relating to the illegal use of 
drugs. Last year’s Legislature created 
a special commission at the request 
of former Governor Allen. The spe- 
cial commission held many public 
hearings and made an exhaustive 
study of the use of habit-forming 
drugs and other potent medicinal sub- 
stances. The commission's report 
was referred to the Legislative Com- 
mittee on Public Health which held 
a number of hearings this year. 
Finally, the committee reported rec- 
ommending reference to the next an- 
nual session and that report was 
adopted by both branches without di- 
vision or debate. 

The vote of Speaker Saltonstall 
prevented the passage of a hill pro- 
hibiting the employment of prisoners 
in the construction of the new State 
Prison buildings at Norfolk. Friends 
of the measure argued that it should 
lie passed in order that free men 
might have an opportunity to obtain 
employment. Opponents said that 
prisoners must lie permitted to work 
or they would revolt. The House 
voted 103 to 1(12 by rollcall to pass 
tlie bill lint Speaker Saltonstall. who 
follows the custom of presiding of- 
ficers and seldom votes, had his name 
called by the clerk. His vote against 
the measure made a tie which killed 
tin* bill. Representatives Luitwieler, 
Baker and Thompson were recorded 
against the hill. 

Tlie hill of the State Department of 
Health for promoting the cure, alle- 
viation and prevention of rheumutism 
has been rejected. 

A series of hearings on the trans- 
portation situation in Massachusetts 
will he held by the Legislative Com- 
mittee on Transportation. April 1. »i. 
8. 15, 22 and 27. 

Both branches have accepted tlie 
adverse committee report on tlie peti- 
tion for legislation to prohibit tele- 
phone companies from placing dial 
telephone in prepayment stations.

Rev. Chas. E. Keitli of Roxbury de- 
scribed a system of training young 
people for service in his church 
school, and brought out the idea that 
both older and younger teachers will 
respond to a genuine appeal for the 
work If approached by the minister 
and a church committee who are mak- 
ing religious education a major part j 
of the church's task.

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QNE THING AND ANOTHER 

By L. D. O. BENTLEY 


How about your desk nnd its con 
tents? Have you accumulated a lot 
of papers, clippings, and things that 
you from time to time have put away 
for future reference and can’t tell for 
the life of you why they wore pre- 
served ? 

Before asking for confessions let 
mi* tell you i hat i am the posset sor 
of a lot of things that once seemed of 
immense value but now cause me to 
demand of myself some explanation 
The same friend who has gone in for 
amateur photography and of whom I 
have previously written started all 
this. He insisted on making a snap- 
shot of me seated at my desk. He 
was proud of his achievement — not t lie 
subject hut the negative — nnd took it 
home. His wife showed it to their 
nine-year-old daughter. The youngster 
at once revealed her training and in- 
cidentally her New England hack- 
ground by saying. “I don’t think Mr 
Bentley keeps his desk very neat." 

It would be useless to deny t lie 
charge. When I admit its truth, how- 
ever, I feel that I am not alone hut 
in the company so often sought by 
those in misery or approaching that 
state. If there is any task I hesitate 
to perform it is "clearing up” my desk. 
Not until I have resisted pressure 
from friendly critics do I yield and 
then I procure a large waste-basket 
and proceed. 

The operation is not as simple as it 
sounds. The trouble is that you never 
know where to begin but once you 
make the plunge you are certain to 
reach for something that interests you. 

1 mean, you say. “O. yes, something I 
meant to keep. Let’s see what it is." 
Thereupon you read a letter received 
months ago. After long contemplation 
you recall that you put it aside in 
order to make a note of your friend's 
new home address. 

Next you find a whole newspaper. 
You search each page from top to bot- 
tom for some mark but in vain. Then 
you study the date, glance at the vari- 
ous headings and more often than 
not you end by saying. "There must 
have been some reason for keeping 
this. I guess I'll hold on to it a while 
longer.” 


Cleaning up one’s desk has its com- 
pensations. There are times when you 
encounter a long-overlooked article 
and this you seize with the cry. "Why. 
I had forgotten all about that" and 
then you display it with the proud 
ejaculation, "See what I came across 
when I was cleaning out my desk." It 
may be a pocket notebook, a leather 
container for postage stamps, a paper 
weight or whatnot. Thus you feel re- 
warded for doing that unpleasant job 
which you hated to tackle. 

Not all people, I find, approach the 
task with reluctance. A friend of mine 
rather enjoys the experience. I think 
he deliberately permits an accumula- 
tion for the sake of the fun that his 
desk-cleaning task gives him. He t *- 1 1 - 
me that he lias great fun in tearing- 
up old letters and papers and tossing 
stuff into a wastebasket. That’s one 
way of amusing oneself. 

I watched the office stenographer 
not long ago. Up to that time it was 
my notion that women were particu- 
larly fussy about collecting trash. It 
seems that business people have a 
way of shoving things aside and that 
women are as apt to do it as men. This 
young woman admitted to me that she 
allowed things to get ahead of her. I 
suggested that she meant that she put 
them behind her. "Whatever having 
my desk drawers full of stuff means,” 
said she. 

"Well, you enjoy cleaning out and 
getting a fresh start, don't you?” I 
asked. 

"No, I don’t.” she replied. "It makes 
me sneeze.” 

There is a lot of dust, to be sure, 
and then comes the necessity of wash- 
ing one's hands when really one would 
like to take a bath. However, it's all 
part of the daily grind. 

Some people are philosophical. It was 
my privilege to talk with a Governor 
of the State the day after he had taken 
office. He was discussing the duties 
of his office. In order to show my al- 
leged sense of humor I remarked. "The 
top of your desk is all cleared. Gov- 
ernor. Wait until you have been on 
the job a little while and see how 
soon it is covered." 

"Don’t let that worry you,” he re- 
plied. "As long as there are empty 
drawers in this desk I can toss things 
aside as quickly as anybody.” So. 
you see. it’s a failing of great and 
small this delight in filling up desk 
drawers, pigeon-holes and equally in- 
viting hiding places. 


Sure enough, that was what hap- 
pened or appeared to happen. As you 
well know, there is strip of lawn in 
front of the municipal structure on 
School street and when my friend 
threw several handfuls of corn on 
the grass a number of pigeons alighted 
and began feeding. He declared they 
had followed us, but 1 could not iden- 
tify them myself. They looked like 
the very snme pigeons. I’ll say that 
"You see." the man explained, “you 
can’t throw bread to pigeons in the 
street for they take longer to eat it 
and then an automobile is likely to 
come along and crush them.” 

He told me that he bought “scratch 
feed" in bags containing 100 pounds 
and that he estimated that each day 
he distributed 20 pounds.

I asked him. if he ever missed a 
day and he assured me that he man 
aged to make his rounds practically 
every week-day. "I must hurry along 
now,” he apologized as we parted, "foi 
I am a little late and I know that the 
pigeons are looking for an early sup 
Per." 


Strikes me that the Board of Alder- 
men are pursuing the wiser course 
in granting a hearing for next Monday 
evening to those who desire to com- 
plain of the Boston Elevated service.

There is no safer way of striving 
to settle local questions than through 
public discussion. Therefore, a pro- 
test that is heeded by the Board of 
Aldermen to the extent of allowing 
interested persons to express their 
iews cannot be said to have been de- 
nied. At the same time the power of 
the Board of Aldermen to require the 
Elevated to improve its service should 
not be overlooked. Newton, as his- 
tory will prove, has never been over- 
severe with street railways. Invested 
■apital has been given, as it should be. 
every consideration. I really think 
that if Newton hud been a little more 
exacting with street railways it would 
have been better for the Newton pat- 
ons.

Wise is the young Prince of Walei, 
now traveling with his brother in 
South America to promote sales of 
British goods. Speaking of American 
, methods, he told fellow citizens and 
future subjects some time ago that 
they must learn to "adopt, adapt and 
improve" the best methods every- 
where. 

Opening a "British Exposition" in 
Buenos Aires, the Prince complained 
that the exhibition had not beea suffi- 
ciently advertised, ordered publicity 
experts to advertise the affair as an 
all-South American exhibition, and to 
advertise extensively. 

Two hing3 make success: first, hav- 
ing what the people want; second. let* 
ting them know through advertising 
that you have it. The Prince knows 
that. 

Our Government, you are told, seeks 
some way of doing what Great Britain 
wants done about our navy, without 
submitting the matter to the United 
States Senate. 

When you have a Government that 
, will not give the Senate an opportu- 
nity to express its opinion, you know 
there is something wrong with the 
Government or the Senate, or both. 

You read also that the British are 
alarmed by French plans to build a 
powerful submarine fleet, regardless 
of naval pacts. We take the orders of 
Britain and pretend to like them. 

But the French, unlike u \ are not 
docile and they are logical. They have 
just finished one war, bearing the 
brunt, while England was getting her 
men ready. They don’t mean to have 
another such experience, and will keep 
j submarines enough to sink anything 
that floats. In addition, they have the 
most powerful fighting air fleet in the 
world. 

While this country wonders whether 
the Russians are quite good enough 
to do business with us, Germany sends 
seventeen of her biggest industrialists 
on a trip through Russia. Those gen- 
tlemen bring back orders for about 
seventy-five million dollars worth of 
; goods ar.d it is believed that Russian 
sales in Germsnjf for the current year 
will amount to $200,0<.'0.000. which 
. Germany considers worth having. 

Germany i3 building a plane to go 
up ten mile —even at that height we 
shall know little about the air ocean 
above us. We are like deep-L-ea fish 
that cann;t go near the surface. If 
they came to the top. they would 
hurst because of diminished pressure. 
If we went to the top of our air ocean, 
blood vessels in our lungs would burst, 
and we should die. long before reach- 
ing the top, for lack of oxygen. 

However, we shall reach the top 
some day, in air-tight flying compart- 
ments. with oxygen supplied und^r 
normal atmospheric pressure. Thus 
far we have risen to only one-fiftieth 
part of the atmosphere's depth, and. 
like the fishes in their depths, we 
think we are on top of the world. We 
are mistaken. ♦ • - Si 

Henry H. Curran, who doe+n't be- 
lieve tn prohibition, says that without 
it two million Americans would have 
had no income tax to pay this year. 
"Without prohibition the national gov- 
ernment would be taking in about 
$$$2,000,000 this year in revenue on 
wine, beer and spirits." And the worst 
of it, according to Mr. Curran, is "all 
these hundreds of millions aud more 
go into the pockets of bootleggers, 
gunmen, racketeers, except sums paid 
to prohibition agents and police in 
graft and bribe.’. 

Apart from prohibition theory, one 
little prohibition fact reported by the 
Associated Press from Wilmington, 
North Carolina, may Interest yon, 
Leopold Roberts, aged twenty-eight, 
was driving a mail truck, accompanied 
by Deputy Sheriff Starling, aged thir- 
ty-five, ou the outskirts of the city. 
Prohibition agents who thought the 
truck locked like a bootlegging truck 
ordered the driver to stop. 

Bound to protect the mails, the 
driver, thinking he was being held up 
by highwaymen, refused. He and the 
deputy sheriff with him were both shot 
dead by earnest prohibition officers.

effort of prohibition agents to enforce 
the law. But iu shooting at truck 
drivers an exception should be made 
in favor of mall drivers. 

Encouraging news for those study- 
ing the world problem of cancer, In- 
vestigators at the Rockefeller Institute 
of Medical Research discover that a 
certain type of cancer in chickens con- 
tains its own healing agent. Scientists 
hope for a similar discovery in the 
human form of the disease. 

When this writer visited tlu Rocke- 
feller Institute with John D. Rockefel- 
ler. Jr., some time ago to see the fa- 
mous French Dr. Carrel perform an 
operation for removal of tubercular 
tissue in the lung, scientists already 
knew the difficulty* of transplanting 
cancer in a hen. At that time Pans- 
plantiug and growth hud been success- 
ful only ouce. On the other hand, 
scores of white mice and rats hud 
transplanted cancers that had grown 
bigger thuu the rest of the animals 
bodies. 

The tight uguiust cancer is slow, but 
sure, and will be victorious in time.
